. BSAN DIEGO, Cal., March 30.— Deputy 
Cotinty A^5e!>sor L. \. Bailey of Julian 
and .1. B. Bracket! of this city arc nii^sinj; 
on the desert, and it is feared that thpy 
have been murdered. If murder has been 
done it must have been peculiarly cold- 
blooded, as the (layers most have followed 
their Tictims from Yuma and camped on 
their trail till the opportunity came, leav- 
ing the bodies of their victims on the desert 
and turning their horse? loose to cre^e 
the impression tliat the men were lost. 
Both men have families in this city. 

The two men went out to collect taxes 
on personal property and poUtai at the 
mining camps of Gold Rock, Largo, Mu- 

. chacbo and Picacho. as well as other points 
on the desert. They left Julian, which is 
a short journey from the western edge of 
the desert, on March 5. Nothing was 
heard of them until they arrived at Picacho, 
on the Colorado River, above Yuma, where 
Bailey wrote to County .'Vsses-or Burt. 
This was on the 16th. On the Mh Bailev 
again wrote to Assessor Burt, this time 
from Yuma, remitting J400 which he bad 
collected. He asked for certain instrnc- 
tioos, which were wired him. 

Bailey and Brackett were te leave on the 
day after reeeiTing a telegram, which was 
the 22d. Nothing has been heard of them 
since, though plenty of time ha" elapsed 
for them to cross the desert. On Tuesday 
night, the 28th, their horses arrived at San 
Felipe, cast of Julian. The animals 
ahowed every sign of hard running, and 
were apparently suffering from thirst. 
7hey liad no harness upon them. They 
were seen oa the San Felipe grant for two 
or three days, and then made their way to 
Julian. 

Charles Bailey, a brother ef the missing 
Deputy Assessor, accompanied by Fred 
Paine, an old desert trailer, immediately 
left Julian to search for the two men. 
Xhey wvf« of the opinion that foul play 
h*t bMb oemtnitted, as Bailey was well 
,^Q^nKf With the sandy plain, and 
would n)it have let the hones escape. The 
fact that not even a halter was on the ani- 
mals looked as if they had been deliber- 
ately turned loose. 

So far as known Bailey would have had 
considerable money on his person collected 
in the mining camps. His brother fears 
that Mexicans or Indians, .or even white 
men had followed the two men and mtir- 
dered them. 

Xfaongh no trail existed Charles Bailey 
and Paine struck out for Yuma on the 
course they thought most likely to find 
the missing men. They were well armed. 

It was suggested that perhaps the two 
men had themselves fled, sending their 
lior^o home to make it appear they had 
become lost. But this is hardly likely, as 
tioth men bvre property, while the sum 
they had collected was not sufficient to 
tempt iiiem to sadi a more. 

Brackett is part owner of Santa Ysabel 
ranch and Bailey some time ago sold the 
Vynola ranch at Julian. From the re- 
remarkably fast time made by the horses, 
cros-iiig the desert in four day?, a di.stance 
of about 160 miles, it is believed they got 
away stou after leaving Yuma, and that if 
murder was committed it was in the east- 
ern end of the connty. Information re- 
garding the ease was famished by Asses- 
sor Bnrt to the District Attorney's office 
to-day, and District Attorney Sweet tele- 
graphed to t!>r> authorities at Yuma to 
nake a .-e.in h.

TOWNSEND TO SECURE FoOD 

FOR THE Men. 



PORT TOWNSEND, Wash., March 80.- 
T. J. Healy, son of Captain Healy of the 
AIa.ska Commercial Company's steamer 
P. B. \Vi arr. was a {la'^-t nper to-day on 
the Al-Ki from Alaska. Hcaly made the 
trip from Fort Cudihee overland to Juneau, 
a distance of T-W miles, for the purpose of 
fitting out a vessel with supplies to be 
taken at once to the upper regions of the 
Yukon conntry, where there is, at present, 
prospects of a famine among the miners 
who spent the winter there and who. at 
the time Healy left, were out of coffee and 
bacon, while tlif otlii r food supplies were 
at the lowest f'l,i>. 

The depleted state of the larder Ls due to 
the desertion of the captain of the steamer 
Arctic, who left that vessel at Fort Yukon 
when she was bound to Forty-mile Creek 
with grub and implements forthetreasnre> 
seekers. Healy will outfit a vessel at 
Seattle and return at once to the relief of 
those, who perhaps by this time are suffer- 
ing for the necessaries of life. 

The winter on the Yukon has been com- 
paratively mild, the lowest temperature 
being 68 deg. below zero, according to 
Healy. Tliia intense cold was exceeded at 
FtMtynnile Creek, where, daring the entire 
third week in December, the metcory 
«eached a point 72 deg. below sero.

STOCKTON, ( AT.., March 30.— William 
Hendricks, Wells-Fargo's messenger on 
the stage road between San Andreas and 
Angels, must have shot at a highwayman 
when he blazed away at a figure in the 
brush near the road a few nights ago. 

Some of the people in the hills who did 
not tiiid :i dead man lying behind the 
linish foiv r thi rr' doubted the story, or at 
least thought that the plucky messenger 
hail made a mistalcn in the du-rk, but he is 
corroborated by a traveler who passed over 
the road a few minutes ahead of the stage. 

This man, a resident of Tuolumne 
County, drove along that road in a buggy 
half an honr ahead of the stage, and at 
the place where Hendricks fired be saw a 
man arise from behind the brush fence, 
and after a survey of the traveler's rig he 
disappeared. The fellow WS'* waiting for 
the stage to come along, it is thought, and 
rose o:i hearinf,- tlic buggy tO find that he 
had made a mistake. 

The description of this man tallies with 
that given by the messenger. Men who 
have talked with the messenger and the 
driver are positive that Hendricks saw a 
man rise in the dark who was there for no 
good, and if he diil not stop the stage it 
was owing to the quickness of the guard.

Highbinders Creating Much 
Trouble in the South- 
ern City. 



Efforts to Block Prosecutions 
AND Signs of an Impend- 
ing-Row. 



LOR AXGi:i,F,.-s. Cm,., March China- 
town is stirred up to a high pitch of excite- 
ment to-night, and the police will nit he 
surprised if the opposing tongs engage in 
an open street fight should tiie opportunity 
occur. 

Wong Che, who has been leader of the 
Wong society for many years in this city, 
is in Jail awaiting trial on a charge of mur- 
der. Although the leader is safely con- 
fined in prison the Wongs are not idle, 
and under direction of Sam On Eye of San 
Francisco and another highbinder from 
Fresno, they are making matters warm for 
the friends of the man who was murdered. 

Cases against lifteen dissolute Chinese 
women, wbo arc under the protection of 
the tongs, were to have come op for trul 
in the Police Conrt this morning. When 
the hour arrived a cpntinnance was asked 
for on the ground of absence of material 
witnesses. The Deptity District Attorney 
stated to the r>iurt that he understood that 
there was a conspiracy on the part of the 
Wong tong to get the witnesses out of the 
way; that on,e of the most material wit- 
nesses had been shipped away to Fresco 
upon a fictitious charge of murder, and 
another had been arrested and taken to 
San Bernardino on a warrant sworn to at 
the latter place by Wong men charging 
him with arson. 

In view of this .seriotis aspect of the case 
the court granted the continuaiue asked 
for. From all that can he learned the 
men arrested were in Los Angeles at the 
time the crimes at Fresno and San Bernar- 
dino were committed, and there seems to 
be not the dightest doubt bntthat the 
Wong men here deliberately swore to a 
falsehood in order to get the witnesses ont 
of the county and beyond the reach of 
process. 

The policemen all pronounce the charges 
trumped up, and several officers will go up 
to Fresno to testify in ilefonse of the meu 
tiiken thorp. It is probable that Wong 
Che will not now be admitted to bail. 



Elettrte-Car Meltt Vp. 

LOS AXGF.LES, Cai.., March Two 
niasked men held up a Maple avenue 
electric-car just before midnight at the end 
of the line. The passengers had all got 
off and the conductor was turning the trol- 
ley when a man with a black doth over 
his face approached with a revolver and 
ordered him to throw up his hands. 

At the same time the other robber held 
up the motorman and brought him round 
where the conductor was. The latter was 
relieved of about $10 in fares and $5 of his 
own. The motorman had no money, but 
had a pistol in his pocket, which he had no 
chance to use. 

Clearing Up the Crooks. 
LOS AXGKLKS, Cai„, March .TO.— The 
police net in this city is beginning to drag 
heavily. The poliep have already loc.ked 
up nearly a dozen crooks, attracted by the 
coming Fiesta, and to-day they captured 
Henry Parker and James Collins, three- 
card monte and lock-fame men. Parker 
is an Easterner and 'Collins a coast man. 
The detectives have been apprised that 
others are on the way.

HOLD-UP AT REEDS. 



Two Masked Robbers 
Try to Loot the Ore- 
gon Express.

Sheriff Bogard of Tehama 
Shoots One Bandtt and Is 
Kilted In Return. 



FLIGHT OF THE MVEDEfiEB. 



Rides to Sacramento on a Bloyole 
and May Bo Causht by the 
Police. 



MARYSVILLE, Cai,., March 80.-One of 
the boldest robberies ever committed in 
this State, and which was attended by 
tragic results, was the holding up of the 
northbound Oregon express-train No. 15 a 
hundred yards below Reed's Crossing, a 
station seven miles south of this city, at 
TM.'i o'clock this morning. In t!ie tight 
that was opened by .lames J. B"gard, the 
brave Sheriff of Tehama County, one of 
the robbers and the ofTicer were killed, and 
Fireman Netheroott was wounded. The 
robbers, of whom apparently there were 
three, did not succeed in getting any 
money from the express-car, and though 
they looted many of the effects of the pas- 
sengers, they left their booty behind them. 

The Oregon express left Sacramento tor 
the north on time last night, but when a 
few miles outride of Sacramento was de- 
layed by a hot bo.t and lost an hour. This 
time was not made up in the run to 
Wheatland. Th« train pulled out from 
Wheatland soon after 1 o'clock, and was 
nearing Reed's station when a masked 
man, wearing slip-overalls swung down 
from a boxcar into the tender of the loco- 
motive, and, jumping into the cab, covered 
the engineer and the lireraan with a re- 
volver and commanded them to stop the 
train at the next station. AVhen within a 
short distance of the station the engineer 
was told to put on the airbrakes and did so. 

When the train came to a standstill the 
robber ordered the Engineer and fireman 
to jump from the cab. As they did so a 
small man, also wearing a mask and with 
a revolver in his hand, suddenly appeared 
beside them. They thought he must have 
been secreted beside the road, though he 
may have been en the bo.xcar with the tall 
man. The trainmen were then ordered to 
inarch toward the express-car and tell the 
messenger to open the door. They did so 
and the messenger, without much hesita- 
tion, complied with the order. 

One of the robbers remained en guard 
outside and the other entered the car. But 
their search was fruitless. There were no 
valuables or money outside of the 
safe, and the big steel strongbox was a 
through safe, with a combination lock, 
which the messenger could not open. 

Ordering the messenger bom thk car, the 
robbers marched the three men toward the 
passenger coaches. Arriving there, one of 
the bandits produced the leg of a pair of 
overalls and, tying a knot in one end im- 
provised a sack. Handing this to the lire- 
man, they told him to enter the smo'King- 
car, cautioning the other men not to move. 
With drawn revolvers they marched be- 
hind the tireman and commanded every 
passenger to put his valnables'and money 
in the sack. 

By this time the colored porter in the 
tourist sleeper, just beyond the day coach, 
became aware that a robbery was in prog- 
ress, and knowing that Sheriff Bogard was 
in a berth, called him. The brave officer 
was in his shoes and trousers in a minute, 
and, armed with a heavy revolver, started 
for the day coach. 

He crossed the platform between the 
sleeper and day coach, and, as he entered 
the latter at the south door, the robbers 
came in at the other door. The Sheriff 
stepped to one side, aimed and fired. His 
bullet struck the man nearest him, but a 
second failed to reach its target. One of 
I the robbers must have seen lio^'ard enter, 
I and on doing so jumped down, and. rmi- 
j ning along the side of the car, entered and 
shot him in the back. This is evident, for 
the bullet struck the Sheriff in the main 
right artery in the back, just below the 
kidneys. 

As the robber fell he exclaimed, "I am 

done for." 

The other asked, "Are you killed, Bill?" 
and thereupon jumped from the car, tell- 
ing the now thoroughly frightened train- 
men not to attempt to follow. By this 
time the passengers were all aroused and 
a general fusillade followed, the wounded 
robber Joiniag in it, and the little robber 
escaped amid a shower of bullets. In the 
melee Fireman Nethercott was hit twice 
by flying bullets. 

Conductor Shortridge secured a man to 
help Engineer Bowser, and after about half 
an hour's delay they came on to this city, 
arriving at about 2:^)0. 

Lr. Powell was called at once and treated 
Fireman Nethercott. Coroner lievan was 
notified of the presence of the two bodies 
at about 3 o'clock, but it was nearer 5 when 
the news was taken to Sheriff Inlow and 
Marshal Maben, both of whom left at once 
for the scene of the robbery. At 7 o'clock 
this morning a special arrived from Sacra- 
mento with several detectives aboard. 

The dead robber was identified by 
Charles Becker, night rlerk at the United 
States Hotel, as S. Mi Guirc. The robber 
is six feet in height, weighs about 200 
pounds and was attired in a full and com- 
plete bicycle suit, over which he had a pair 
of slip-overalU, and in wliich there were 
two improvised pockets, made of toweling, 
to hold pistols, two of which were found 
on him. 

Becker stated that two strangers arrived 
at the United States Hotel .soon after the 
departure of the Oregon express Monday 
morning. They lx)th had bicycles and 
stated that they had arrived on the train. 
The tall man, who wore a bicycle suit, and 
who slept at the Golden Eagle Hotel on 
Wednesday and Thursday nights, had 
registered under the name of "8. McOaire, 
San Francisco." 

Daley , a cledc at the Oolden Eagle Hotel, 
said that the tall man had stopp^ at the 
hotel before, and from his accent con- 
cluded that he was an Irishman. He was 
positive that ha had no ooinpanion with 
nim at^|M time. 'Wlien McGraiie arrived 



at the hotel about 10 o'clock "Wednesday 
morning he stated that he had come from 
Jack Barry's ranch in Linda Township. 

He looked tired and worn out ami hi.s 
clothes and bicycle were covered with mud, 
as it was raining. He m^ have intended 
to do the job that night and have been dis- 
appointed. The small man who slept at 
the TTnited States Hotel did not wear a bi- 
cycle suit and was about 6 feet 7 inches in 
height and had a small sandy mustache. 

Officer Meek, who was at the depot on 
the arrival of the train, was handed the re- 
volvers. .Sheriff Bogard's revolver had two 
empty cartridges; one was unexploded and 
one was dented. The robber had two 
(^olt revolvers, out of oat at which three 
shots had been fired. 

The iengineer also handed the sack con- 
taining the stolen property to Officer Meek, 
who transferred it to the Coroner. 

The railroad people have been expecting 
a hold-up on the division, and for a long 
time until night before last had guards on, 
who came up as far as this city. This 
morning they did not come and the rob- 
bery ensued. 

This man now known as McOniie 
passed himself off as a bicycle agent, and 
was at the racetrack one day last week. At 
that time, according to Uus Bilhartz, he 
made an examiniition of the several 
switches in the vicinity of Sieber's winery. 

During the day it was positively ascer- 
tained that the smaller of the robbers is 
the brother of S. McGuire. That there was 
a third robber is quite certain from the 
movements of the men. The third man 
had passed himself off as O. WUliams, 
which he very likely aastuned. He had 
been around town for some time and met 
the McOuire brothers under cover of 
darkness. 

The doctors' autopsy shows that Bogard 
could not have been hit save from the rear 
and it can safely be assumed that he did 
not turn his back to admit of being made a 
target. 

THE FIREMAN'S STORY. 



Forced to Help Loot the Passen- 

GEHS AND ThE.N ShOT. 

S.ACRAMENTO, Cat.., -March 30. -Fire- 
man Nethercott, who was shot by the 
train-roblx rs, resides at 623 N street, in 
this city. He was brought from Marys- 
ville on the southbound Oregon express 
and taken to the railroad hospitaL Dr. 
T. W. Huntington, superintendent of the 
hospital, does nut think that the injured 
man's woiniJs will prove serious. One of 
the bullets, which w as fired by the robber 
who was killed, entered Nethercott's left 
shoulder, crossed ever and probably lies 
in the muscles of the rWht shoulder. 

Another bullet struck him in the right 
thigh, above the middle point, on the 
outer surface, passed through the leg and 
entered the left thigh at a corresponding 
point. It emerged on the outer side of the 
left thigh. Dr. Huntington says the bullet 
was, apparently, of 38 caliber. 

Although his wounds are painful, 
Nethercott hears up cheerfully and gave 
an accotiiit of the luiM-up. He says: 

" I was engaged at tiring when I hap- 
pened to look tap, and saw a masked man 
holding a revolver to my head and at the 
same tim»makingaBM>tiiit'VM>%vamek<>ep 
quiet. He held me tldlt^ inqrnntU the 
steam began to run low, and this attracted 
the attention of the engineer, who turned 
around to see why I was not woricing. 
Then the engineer found himself, also, 
looking into the revolver. 

" I'he robber made us stop the train and 
go to the baggage-car with liira. As we ap- 
proached the other robber fired a shot at 
tis and the bullet went through the crown 
of my cap. He was compelled to stop 
shooting by a command from the robber 
who was irith me. 

"We did not get anything out of the- 
express-car. This made the fellows so hot 
thai they said they would take the whole 
train and they went right at it. I was 
forced to hold the bag, and wc made a 
splendid haul. It seemed that we had 
about ^000 in gold, silver and greenbacks 
and fifteen or twenty fine gold watches. 
After the robber had been shot by Sheriff 
Bogard he began blazing away at me, and 
his bullets winged me twice before he died." 

THE CONDUCTOR'S ACCOUNT. 

Graphic Description of the 
Holding Up of the Train. 
SACRAMENTO, Cm.., March ,30.— The 
train held up by the robbers was in charge 
of Conductor James B. Shortridge of this 
city. His account of the affair is as fol- 
lows: 

The train bad gone about three miles be- 
yond Wheatland, when the robbers held 
up the train. After the train had been 
brought to a halt they ordered the engi- 
neer and fireman out of the cab and 
marched them to the door of the express- 
car. Here Engineer Bowsher, in obedience 
to the peremptory command of the robbers, 
rapped at the door of the car and asked 
the messenger to open it. 

As soon as the door opened the messen- 
ger was covered with the pistols of the 
robbers and was ordered to get out. When 
he had obeyed the order one of the rob- 
bers entered the car, and, after remaining 
only a short time, came out again. It is 
believed that he could not find any valu- 
able packages loose, and that, not having 
any dynamite cartridges with them, no 
attempt was made to open the safe. 

The next movement of the robbers was 
to take the engineer, the fireman and the 
express messenger into the coach back of 
the smoker. They gave the fireman a bag 
made of a pair of overalls sewed up at the 
small end, and as they entered the door of 
the coach they sternly commanded the 
passengers to throw up their hands and to 
deposit in the sack held by the lireinan 
whatever valuables they happened to have 
alxjut them._ 

The passengers readily complied with the 
order, but one of them, a man nampd 
Sampson from Redding, made a show of 
refusing to give up his money, but his 
rebellious spirit was tamed by one of the 
robbers beating hira on the head with a 
large revolver, cutting a gash in Sampson's 
scalp about four inches long. Sampson, 
with his head and face and eoat covered 
with blood which flowed profusely from 
the wound in ' his scalp, without further 
remonstnince threw his ^oneyinto the 
sack held by the fireman. ' 

After having gone through the coach 
without molestation or resistance of any 
kind, the robbers and their prisoners- went 
into the smoking-car. The same onler was 
given here, and the passengers threw up 
Ibeir bands. Some ot tlie passengers held 
their lighted cigars between their fingers, 
and some were so much astonished that 
they held their cigars between their teeth.

NO CAirSE FOS T^E DEED. 



Retires in the. Best of Spirits 
and Is Found Dead in the 
Morning. 



WELL KKOWH IH SAN FEANCISCO 



His Relatives Think He Was Mur- 
dered, but Indications Point to 
Self-Destruction. 



TACOMA, "W.\SH., March 30.— Abe Cross, 
one of the best-known merchants in the 
Northwest, was found dead in his room on 
the top floor of the big Gross block, this 
morning at 9 o'clock, with a bullet-hole 
through his head, and a 38-caliber revolvier 
between his legs. The pillows on which 
his head rested and the lower part of his 
face were covered with blood. 

Mr. Gross had been in the habit of ar- 
riving at his store before 8 o'clock, and as 
he did not appear at that hour the clerk 
went to call him. Receiving no answer 
the clerk returned to his ofiice. An hour 
later another call was made for Abe, and 
his brother Morris became alarmed, and, 
accompanied by Bookkeeper Edgar E. 
White, went upstairs and openeil the door. 
Stretched out on the bed was the corpse, 
arrayed in niglitclothes. 

Ah<- Cross left no letters to explain the 
deed if he did commit suicide. Friends 
think his deatli an accident. He was 27 
years of age and single. 

Thongh depression had lessened their 
business, Gross Bros, have had no finan- 
cial trouble and the attorneys say not a 
single bill has been pressing them. The 
generally accepted theory of the suicide is, 
however, that Abe became despondent be- 
cause business did not pick up and was 
partially out of his head when he shot 
himself. 

He was without dotiht the most popular 
man in Tacoma. He was a member of the 
Chamber of Commerce, president of the 
Hebrew Benevolent Society, a thirty- 
second degree Mason, Mystic Shriner and 
was one of the trnstees of the recent inter- 
state fair. In everything that would bene- 
fit Tacoma he took a most active interest. 
He was well icnown in San Francisco. In 
1S82 and 1S<3 he took a course there in a 
business college and subsequently went in 
business, afterward becoming a member M 
the firm.

OF THE San Francisco 

Schooner. 



A Passenger Tells a Story of 
III Treatment on the 

Craft. 



LOR ANOEI.ES, Cm,., March 30.— E. M. 
Piercy, the man who brought the news 
yesterday <if the seizure of the schooner 
Vine of San Franci.sco, and alleged bad 
treatment on the vessel, gave the following 
additional details: 

He says the Vine had not proceeded far 
to sea from San Francisco when he dis- 
covered that he had been deceived. He 
thought he was starting on a pleastire and 
trading cruise to the South Sea Islands, 
but instead the first stop was at San Bias, 
Mexico. Here the crew deserted, but were 
returned aboard by the Mexican authori- 
ties. He would have deserted the vessel 
too, but found that he would have to travel 
many miles by stage to reach the railroad. 

After staying eight days at San Bias the 
schooner proceeded to Guaymas. The trip 
should have been made in eight days, but 
it took twenty-four. The captain and 
crew, Piercy says, were incompetent. They 
encountered a severe storm lasting fdur 
days. The crew often rebelled and at 
Guaymas again deserted. 

Captain Burns, the owner of the 
schooner, was at (iuaymas when the vessel 
arrived there. Piercy demanded an ex- 
planation for the deception practiced upon 
him. Bums tried to get the authorities to 
compel him to remain on board, but they 
refused. Finally, Piercy took the train 
for home. Just before he left the schooner 
was seized. What the outcome would be 
he did not know, but Intinialed that he 
knows a great deal more about her voyage 
than he is willing to tell at present. He 
said that instead of being a passenger he 
had to work like a galley slave, as the crew 
was incompetent to navigate the vessel.

DOUBLE JOKEE IN A LEASE F02K 



Ranchers Are Wary and IWany Have 
Refused to Comply With tho 
Railroad's Demand. 



BAKERSFIELD, Cai., Maroh 30.— 
There were many rumors afloat here to- 
day to the effect that the Southern Pacific 
is trying to make a land grab a.nd at the 
same time strike a blow at the valley 
roaii. As near as can be asceriained the 
following facts are the basis for the re- 
ports: 

The Southern Pacific Company claim 
they were originally granted I'lj) feet right 
of waj- along their lines and ba.se their 
claims upon their original grants and on 
the act of Congress of Mareh 3, 1875, grant- 
ing to railroads "the right of way on pub- 
lic lands of the United States 100 feet on 
each side of the central line of .said roads." 

However for years past the company has 
been assessed for but l«l feet, 50 feet on 
each side of the main line, with the excep- 
tion of reservations in towns. The Stata 
Board of Equalization for 1894 describes 
the right of way in Kern County as fol- 
lows: "U7.83 miles with right of way 
through Delano, BakersSeld and Mojave 
200 feet in width, at all other points 100 
feet width.'' And for such was the as.sess- 
ment levied. To the Delano irrigation 
district the railroad company sent a state- 
ment of its line through the district in 
which the riirht of way is described as 
being 100 feet in width, and this statement 
is signed by J. L. Willcutt .is secretary. In 
July last the company began setting back 
fences near Delano, and did move quite a 
number. The farmers resented the action, 
and one, in energetic language, informed 
the crew that the first man that started to 
dig a posthole on his land would die. They 
left the place and nothing more was done 
at that time. Now the matter is up again 

Mr. Garoutte has been here for t'nrce 
weeks quietly working among the land- 
owners along the line inducing them to 
lease from the company tha fifty feet that 
the company elainu. This is accompanied 
by a threat that the fences will be set back 
and the land inclosed in the railroad's 
reservation. The consideration is |1 a year 
and the promise from the farmer that he 
will ship all b's produce ovtrthe BOidiiem 
Pacific for five years. 

Here is a double joker. The first is the 
lease. The moment it is signed will be a 
formal surrender of the farmer's adverse 
possession of from five to fifteen years, win 
give in tnm adverse possession to the 
company, and at the end of five years the 
title will be acquired by prescription. The 
second joker is believed to be a blow at the 
new road, as the lease is said to be so 
worded that it binds up all the land be- 
longing to the farmer signing it, and some 
of the land-owners have very large tracts of 
grain. All this must be shipped for five 
years over the company's lines, thereby 
shutting off competition. None of these 
leases have been filed for record. 

Two men residing in Battersfield ara 
known to have signed it. Most everj" one 
approached has declined to sign. Letters 
from men all along the line are pouring in 
for information in regard to the matter. 

Many valuable improvements are in- 
cluded in the strip. Many miles of valua- 
able county roads ara also affected. .The 
original act excluded county roads then in 
existence, but these have beien located and 
established since the passage of the act. 
Some are highways by common usage over 
a period of years. Others were advertised 
and declared public highways by the Board 
of Supervisors. On Monday the hoard will 
be called upon by Southern Pacific oflicials 
to see what it will do about the matter. 
As it is believed the roads are public prop- 
erty, a lively time is anticipated, and in- 
teresting developments are expected to 
follow. 

The entire road from Jewetta, six miles 
nortbof Bakersfield, to DeUmo, a distance 
of twenty-six miles, will be taken if the 

company snccceds in its purpose, and the 
county will be put to the eipense of a new 
highway. This is the best road in the 
county. The road from Tehachapi to Mo- 
jave, for forty or fifty miles, parallels the 
track and has oh it many expensive cuts, 
and passes through rough mountains. 
Tnis will go to the company.

Bogard, who was in another car, was in- 
formed that something was wrong, and he 
hurried through to the smoker. He en- 
tered the rear door just as the robbers 
were receiving a money contribution from 
the first victim, and at onoe opened fire on 
them. 

The lirst shot struck the taller robber in 
the breast and he immediately sank to the 
Hoor. The Sheriff lired again, and almost 
at the same instant the shorter robber fired 
the bullet striking Bogard in the left side 
of the back, Bogard being with his right 
siae to the robbers as he was taking aim. 
The wound must bavo been immediately 
fatal, for the .Sheriff dropped to his knees 
atul sank to the floor between the box and 
the stove, lie made no sound or motion 
after that, and he was donbtlesa dead be- 
fore he struck the floor. 

The surviving robber was evidently 
much excited by the fate of his comrade, 
for he fired three shots down the aisle, two 
of them taking effeqt in the body of Fire- 
man Nethercott. 

The taller robber, who had been shot by 
the Sheriff, did not die at once. lie said 
appealiiiL'ly to his partner: ''Don't leave 
me. Bill; take me with you." But the 
smaller man paid no beeil to the reiiuest 
and ran out of the door and escaped in the 
darkness. 'When the passengers took the 
white mask oB the robber he was dead. 
He wore a false short gray beard under his 
chin, fastened by two strings passing over 
the top of his head. Under the striped 
blouse and overalls he wore a complete bi- 
cycle suit, including belt, knee-breeches 
and shoes. 

After Nethercott had been shot he stag- 
gered into the lirst tourist-car and ex- 
claimed, "I am shot all to pieces." He, 
however, held on to the sack containing 
valuables taken from the passengers, and 
he gave, it to the porter, who in turn 
handed it over to Condnctor Shorfridge. 
The sack contained half a dozen watches 
or so, four or five purses and considerable 
gold and silver coin and currency. Two 
women were in the coach at the time the 
robbers visited it, but they did not scream 
or make any fuss. The robbers di<l not 
demand anything from them or molest 
them in any way. 

The dead robber held in his hand one of 
the latest pattern of Colt's revolver, 38- 
caliber, military size and style. 

The bodies of Sheriff Bogard and the 
robber were left at MarysviUe. 

THE MURDERER'S FLIGHT. 

Mounted on A Bicycle He 
Reaches Sacramento. 

SACRAMEXTO Ca... March ,30. -The 
murderer of Sheriff Bogard is in Sacra- 
mento unless be has managed to make his 
escape since his arrival. He came in at an 
early hour this mtfrning, entering the cify 
by way of the Twelfth-street bridge. Since 
that time no trace of him has been ascer- 
tained, although the police and Bberiff's 
deputies are distributed all over town en- 
gaged in running clews to earth. 

It is staled that the man was seen p.'iss- 
ing the Twelve-mile House on the Marvs- 
ville road at an eat ly hour this morning. 
He was mounted upon a bicycle and was^ 
flying along the road at the top of his 
speed, seeing no one in the vicinity and 
evidently believing that at such an early 
hour, 4:30 A. M., no one would be stirring. 
He stopped at an adjacent well, g.)t a 
drink of w;iier and then re.-umed bis way 
toward thi- city, working the pedals of his 
machine a-, rapidly as possible. He was 
seen by an early riser, whose attention 
was drawn by the suspicious actons of the 
man, and who declares that he fully an- 
swers the published description of the 
smaller train-robI>er. 

At ."i o'clock this morning he was seen 
erossini; the Ila.L'gin Grant, a short dis 
tance fraii tiie entrance to the Twelfth 
street bridpc. i)y a w.'itcliiiian of the grant, 
a man named \Vi]li;ini llri^scl. l-'or some 
reason he failed to notify police headquar- 
ters until a late hour this afternoon, prob- 
ably because he had not heard of the fact 
that the murderer made his escape on a 
wheel. 

Petective Thacker telegrajdied to Super 
iutcndcut J. B. Wright this morning that 
he was positive the dead robber and bis 
comrade were the idemical men who held 
up the cxprc^ :,t lieu A'.i station on the 2d 
of this mouth. 

It will be remembered that on that occa- 
sion the men were traced to this city over 
this same Twelfth-street bridge, and at 
that time, as now, all trace of them was 
lost nntil the following evening, when 
they are supposed to have committed the 
Schell brewery robbery, made a circuit of 
the County llo-pital and returned to town. 
It is sup))o-ed by the U.c .il nllicials that 
the men have a hidini-'-i.lace >oii]c-,vhcrc in 
Sacramento, -I that the sur\ ivini,- robber 
has returned t.. it and gone into biding. 

Sheriff Johnson and his deputies have 
been satisfied for some time that this is 
the case and have been working hard to 
discover the nest, but refuse to state what 
success they have achieved. One of the 
Sheriff's depaties received a telegraph 
message to-night from Sheriff .Tohnson 
saying the bicycle rode by the dead robber 
had been discovered hidden in the brush 
about six miles from MarysviUe, close to' 
the place where the hold-up took place, 
and is now in the possession of the officer. 

That the officers have some knowledge 
of the murderer's whereaboats is evinced 
by the fact that they openly declare that 
they expect to capture the man before 
morning. In the meiuitiiue the most 
trusted men of the police force have been 
detailed by Chief Drew to aiil in running 
the train-robber to cover, and if his where- 
abouts is ascertained he will bo captured 
or killed, as the men detailed by the Chief 
are known as fearless officers. 

It is claimed that the two men are well 
known about MarysviUe. Their connec- 
tion with the attempted robbery which 
took place at Castle switJch, near Gait, has 
been settled without chance of doubt by 
the finding of a revolver on the person of 
the (lead man tliat was takwi from the 
messenger who Was in charge of the ex- 
paess-car at the time of the Castle switch ° 
robbery was committed. 

THE DEAD SHERIFF. 

A Fearless and Brave Officer 
With a Good Record. 

BED BLFFF, Cai.,, March Sheriff 
Bogard was a native of Mi>soiu-i, having 
been born at <,'hillicothe, March 22, 18o3. 
He has been a resident of this State for 
thirty-four years. Prior to his election as 
Sheriff of the county he was engaged in 
stock-raising. 

In the fall of 1892 he was elected Sheriff 
of this county, and at the last election he 
was re-elected to that position by a hand- 
some majority. He possessed rare detec- 
tive power, from the fact that he never 
forgot a face after he once saw it. This 
faculty made him value his powers highly 
as a detective. But he alwaysfdisplayed a 



recklessness and daritig in time of danger 
that surprised his friends. 

About two years ago be arrested Hilton 
Sharp, the notorious outlaw who haa es- 
caped from the N'evada State Prison ana 
had successfully eluded the officers for 
four years. Sharp was driving into town 
when the arrest was made. By his clever 
detective work he becaSme a terror to evil- 
doers, and they gave him a wide field. 

Sheriff Bogard leaves a widow and three 
children. His remains will arrive here 
Sunday morning. The funeral will take 
place Tuesday afternoon under the aus- 
pices of the Masonic order. 

SACRAMENTO, March ,';o.- Sheriff Bo- 
gard came to Sacramento several days ago 
to trace the authorship of a letter ad- 
dressed to Murderer Fredericks, now await- 
ing sentence of death in the penitentiary. 
Bogard got possession of the letter and 
found that it advised Fredericks to make 
his escape at all hazards and that he 
would find^t a place located in a map in- 
closed in the letter a lot of money buried. 
This money was evidently the proceeds of 
the same train robbery, probably that in 
Yolo County several months ago. Sheriff 
Bogard consulted with railroad and ex- 
press detectives here, and was on his way 
to the spot where the money was said to 
be buried when he met his death. 

Sheriff Bogard had many warm friends 
in this city and among them were ex- 
United States District Attorney Charles A. 
Garter and Bichard Hosldns. Both of 
these gentlemen were shocked to hear of 
the untimely and violent taking oS of their 
old friend. 

Mr. Iloskins heard of the tragedy lirst 
and telephoned the news to Mr. (iarter. 
The latter comes from the northern part 
of the State and had been intimate with 
the dead Sheriff for years— in fact they 
were almost brought up together. 

In speaking of the murdered officer Mr. 
Garter could find no words too strong in 
praise of him. 

■'He was one of those strong, fearless 
and energetic men that one could not help 
but admire," said Mr. Garter, "and his 
whole career showed that he did not know 
what fear meant. In the performance of 
his duty he was not one to hesitate at any 
obstacle. 

"On several occasions when weaponless 
he has been known to place under arrest 
desperate criminals who were notorious 
gun-fighters, and on all but one occasion 
they submitted meekly. The one who re- 
sisted was a man who made a reach for his 
pistol, but with the motion he was 
knocked senseless with a blow from the 
Sheriff- s fist." 

There was no better known Sheriff in the 
State than Bogard,with perhaps the excep- 
tion of Sheriff Cunningham of San Jo:i- 
quin and Sheriff Conroy of Placer. In 
fact, Bogard and Conroy very frequently 
worked together in their bunt after crimi- 
nals, and many are the x>erils told adven- 
tures which they shared. 

One case which they were engaged in 
was the capture of three robl)er3 who stole 
fl.'i.OOO worth of gooils from the railroad 
company on the Oregon line. They trailed 
the men for several miles and surprised 
them with the booty. The two Sheriffs 
captured the three robbers without assist- 
ance. They are now serving their time in 
Folsom for the crime. 

Then auotlier case was that of the kill- 
ing of Brakeman Bruce by (die of a part.v 
of iramps, who had been discovered trying 
to steal a ridi^ on the train. Bnioe had 
discovered them and made an effort to 
eject them. One of them shot and killed 
him, after whicn they scattered and lied. 
The man who was suspected of killing 
Bruce was 'William Fredericks, the man 
who is now awaiting the attentions of the ' 
hangman at San Quentin prison. i 

Sheriffs Bogard and Conroy were to- 
gether in the chase after Bruce's murderer 
and a sensational incident and tragedy 
were connected with it. 

The party got on the trail of a man 
whom they thought was one of the band of 
tramps if he was not the murderer. He 
was located by Bogard in an old factory in 
the vicinity of MarysviUe and preparations 
were made to ensnare him. 

By reconnoitering it was discovcredjthat 
the man had pulled out some bricks from 
the lower part of an old chimney and 
jrawled in. It was arranged that Sheriff 
Pascoe of Nevada County should advance 
upon the secreted man while Sheriffs 
Bogard and Conroy aiidta deputy would 
lay in wait should he attempt to ran. 

They little dreamed of what was to fol- 
low. Pascoe advanced, but had taken only 
a few steps when the man in the chimney 
bred and fatally injured hira. The other 
three Q^scd in, but the imirderer slipped 
out on the other side of tlie chimney and 
reached the woods. Bogard. however, was 
in hot pursuit, with liis customary activity. 

He failed to catch his man, but en- 
countered another tramp and made a 
break to capture him. Tlie tram showed 
fight, and each man drew a pistoL Several 
shots were fired, and Bogaid finally ar- 
rested his man. He proved to be the 
wrong person, though. 

Bogard then took uii the trail of Fred- 
ericks, wiio, be was convinced, was the 
murderer of poor Bruce, He received in- I 
formation that Fredericks was in a small 
town in New york, and he went East after 
Him. As was usual with liim he found his 
man, but the individual proved not to be 
Fredericks. Bogard did not give up though. 
He followed out a dozen or more clews, and 
even in iS'JH went East again. 

But Fredericks was not found nntil be 
fell into the hands of the law by his own 
act. 

Bogard, also, by his fearlessness and 
nerve prevented the members of Kelly's 
Indos^ial Army from breaking into riot 
when one of their leaders was shot by a 

constable. 

NO REWARD OFFERED. 



Southern Pacific Detectives, 
However, Are at Work. 

The Southern Pacilic officiala have not, 
as yet, offered any reward for the anpre- 
hension of the missing robber, but the ex- 
press company has a standing reward for 
all such cases. 

At the express company's office in this 
city yesterday the failure of the robbers to 
effect an entrance into the safe was ex. 
plained. For some nioutiis past, or 
ever since train - robix'ries have 1k'- 
come so frequent in this State, 
the company has adopted the plan 
of locking . all its safes which contain 
any considerate amount of money or 
valuables, and which are destined to 
through points, at the place of starting, 
and tbe' niessengera are not able to open 
them— in fact, they cannot be opened, un- 
less forced, until the pmat of destination is 

readied. 

The express and railroad companies have 
a number of good men at the scene of the 
attempted robbery, and the officials ex- 
press no donbt but thatthe remaining des- 
peradoes will be cajdured.

Several men were on the sj.ot soon after 
the tire was noticed, but a- t:, - -iructurc 
was a light frame and tic- wimi iilowing it 
was impossible to do anyihiat-, a- the vil- 
lage has no lire apparatus. A hose was 
secured and attached to a small water tap 
and the front of the building saturated. 
The fire had 8tartad.in the kitchen and the 
child's body was found near the front door 
of the house, showing that it had at- 
tempted to escape, but had been overcome 
by smoke or heat. Only a portion of the 
body was secured, the legs and arms hav- 
ing disappeared entirely. The remains 
were removed to a building across the 
street, and Mr. Hahn was notified by tele- 
phone. Tbe Hahps are poor people, and 
this loss of their child and house is a severe 
blow to them.

Surveyors .Will Be Sent to 
Stockton in a Few Days to 
Begin Work. 



On Friday night, follDTviiifr the arranpe- 
ment by which it was agreed tliat tlie San 
Joaquin railroad should, start from Stock- 
ton, it ^ras decided to give the directors of 
that road a journey down the river by 
steamer. The Iicader, one of the steamers 
of the California Navigation and Improve- 
ment Comp.iny, was jilaced at the service 
of the Oinimercial A-^soi iation of Stockton, 
and at 7 :-*u u'cli-ick ypst'enlay morning the 
start by boat w.-i**. n-.ade. All of the direct- 
ors, except Tiiomas Magee, who was called 
suddenly to the city, took passage on the 
Steamer. In addition, .P. A. Buell, C. M. 
. Weber, Orrin Henderson and Arthnr L. 
levinsfcy or Stockton, and Engineer AV. B. 
Storey, were on the boat, which was in 
charge of U. J. Corcoran, manager of the 
California Navigation and Improvement 
Company. 

■ We will make the landing in time to 
catch the train which airrives in San Fran- 
cisco at 5:45 r. m.," said Mr. Corcoran, "or 
we will burst a boiler." 

Mr. Corcoran did not quite keep his 
word. This was due to a change of pro- 
gramme. Originally ft had been intended 
to proceed by hoat to Antioch and there 
take the train. On tlie way down the plan 
was changed and it wa? decided to go to 
Mohrs Landing and walk across conntry 
to lUthaiiy to take the train there. This 
change was done for a purpose. It was to 
give the directors and engineer, W. B. 
Storey, who actettipanled them, a chance 
to ins])ect a short cut across the islands 
and the tnles to the Contra Costra shore, 
for a railroad out of Stockton, to run to 
BanFrani isi o witli a mileage much less 
than that of the Southern I'acitic Com- 
pany's tracks. 

The boiler of the Leader did not burst. 
The directors and thi iresi ori missed the 
train by a few moments, and there fol- 
lowed an interesting aeriesof adventures. 

As the steamerpoJled oat from the dock 
at Stockton and made its way down the 
channel the long series of manufacturing 
establishments were pointed out, and when 
Tule street was reached a good view was 
obtained of the straignt avenue upon 
which the tracks of the .Saa Joaquin Rail- 
road will reach the neck of land lying be- 
tween Stockton and Mormon channel, 
ntlere the terminal dite is to be, having a 
^ntage on two navigable waterways ad- 
i^ining the great flourmills and reaching 
down to and including the point where the 
twochannelsun.it>-. 

Quick time was made in steaming down 
to the junction of lije San .Toa^iuin River. 
The lands under the levee, their rich crops 
and fruit trees attracted mach attention 
and favorable comment- from members of 
the party. 

The Leader steamed up the San Joaquin 
Eivcr to the drawbridge. The river is 
quite narrow here ar^.d e.xrej.tional skill is 
required to make the ttirn and come back 
(iown stream. When the ste.'imer was 
swung around Claus Spreckels created a 
little amusement by oficiing to wager that 
the torn wonld not be made. The steamer 
tiucned half 'around and stack in the bank. 
Then it was swtmg aronhd the other way 
and made the complete turn, heading 
downstream. 

"What do yon think tif that?" asked Mr. 
Corcoran. "Yon woold have lost your 
wager." 

"No," inristed.Mr. Spreckels; "1 said 
you would not make the turn the first time, 
and yoa did not. It took two tiialjito 
do it," 

The Tsyage down the river was an inter- 
aetinc one. Bough and Beady Island was 



p.tssed and the Burns cut-off gave the vis- 
itors an np]iorninity to see how much 
could be done by straightening the chan- 
nel of the stream. 

Mr. Corcoran pointed out what is known 
as the Devil's Elbow.one of the most tor- 
tuous passages in the stream, the annoy- 
ance of the earlier navigators, with its 
sharp turn, now avoided by taking the 
, cut-off. With the fertile lands of lloherts 
i Island to the left, the steamer purs.ie i its 
I way down the river, passed Wiiisky 
; Slougli and then turu'-d into Middle River. 
; This channel was pursued until Connection 
j Slniigh is reached, where a long, tortuons 
channel was followed until Old Biver, the 
original main course of the San Joaqnin, 
was reached. Then the boat was headed 
up Old River toward Mohrs 1-andine. 
This river is as crooked as the Mississippi, 
and navigators aver that the oaths of the 
early pilots have been caught an<i held in 
the crooks and turns and can still be lieard 
during favoralile wnather. 

During the voyage up theOIdKiver an 
ex( client diniii r was served on the liCader. 
A sharp jolt just after the dessert had 
been served sent C. M. Weber upstairs to 
find out where they were. The steamer 
swung off the bank and pursued her 
course. 

The engineer, the directors and the 
Stockton escorts spent much of the time 
on the hurricane deck. The point where 
Kennedy's air-line survey crossed was 
shown. Farther up the Urant line canal 
levee attracted the attention of Engin^r 
Storey. This levee extends for several 
miles in an almost direct line toward 
Stockton. It is one of the available 
stretches for use for a railway track. Mr. 
Storey seemed to think quite favotably of 
this. 

One thing seems certain — that a corps of 
surveyors will be put into the field to de- 
termine if an available short route exists

cessful, and as the engine returned to the 
rails those gathered about shouted: "Three 
cheers for tieneral Manager .'Stetson of the 
San Joaquin Valley Railroad. " 

It was a day of incidents yesterday. 
Stockton woke np jubilant over the defin- 
ite fact that the competing railroad was 
assured and that the capital of the county 
of San Joaquin was to be the point from 
which it would start. 

Having accepted the offer of Stockton, 
the seven directors who visited that city 
have but to formaily accept it at a nioctiug 
of the twelve men who constitute the 
board and the assent of the other five is as- 



dent. Here, in attempting to switch an 
empty boxcar so as to make it np on the 
train, the engine ran off the track, entail- 
ing a delay of si'vcr.il hours. Tin' drive- 
wheels of thi' engine left the track and a 
serious accident to the engineer and fire- 
man was narrowfy averted. 

The engine left the track at a cattle 
guard. The wheels ran along the edge of a 
stringer, splitting the timber Its whole 
length, but pas.'ed safely over to the cross 
ties. The swerving by an inch would have 
plunged the engine down several feet, with 
a possible loss of life. 

The cause of the accident was an imper- 
fect switch, the one end of which projected 
a little to the sid^.

snred.and Stockton has but to fulfill its 
agreement, which P. A. Boell declares will 
be done within a week. 

There were many stories told on the 
voyage. One of the best was by H. J. 
Corcoran, who declare*! that during foggy 
weather the steamers of hi.^ c(niipany de- 
termined their course through the Car- 
quinez Straits by the echo of their whis- 
tles. There was one sort of an echo at 
Starrs Mills, another at Vallejo Junction 
and still a different oiie at Selbys. 

This method of navigation under diffi- 
culties seems to be an in^rovement on 
that of the Nantucket skipper, who told 
w-here he was hy \ lie taste of the lead as it 
came up with the oone from the bottom. 

It was within a lew minutes .if train- 
time when the Leader ran up against the 
bank, some miles distant from Mohrs 
Landing and- three miles from Bethany 
and the station. There was a harried 
scramble down the plank to a point on the 
bank, and a march Indian-file along the 
levee. There was a break in the levee, and 
a boatman, who was fortunateiy at hand, 
was sent ahead with a i ourier to secure 
teams from a neigh^-oring farm in rtrdrr to 
rca.-h Bethany. It tool; tlie boatman 
several trips to ferry the crowd across the 
break in tlie levee. Engineer Storey 
started off on a running walk for Bethany 
to see whether he coald reach there in time 
tot wire a request that the train be held for 
the narty. 

Soiin- of the otlinr^ hurried past thefarm- 
hon.-e with the intention of gaining the 
track and, if possibli-, flagging the I rain. 

They were about a hun<lre(l yarils awav 
when the train went by, ignoring t he fran- 
tic efforts to hail it with hats, handker- 
chiefs and voices. 

Engineer Storey had only got well 
started for Beth.iny, the three miles of 
which grew with every step. 

This was • le last train which left last 
niglit for San Francisco by the way of 
r.ethany and the steamer Leader had 
alr<-ndy headed down Old Kiver. There 
was only one recourse left and that was to 
take wagons to Tracy, nine miles away. 
Only one wagon of small accommodation 
could be had at the farmhouse. P. A. 
Buell constituted himself driver, and with 
Claus Spreckels and two others of the party 
started in haste for Bethany, where he 
lio|ied to secure another wagon, which 
would return :'.iid jiick up the rest of the 
party w ho were trudging along the ties. 

The advance guard of the walkers met 
tlie second wagon near Bethany, wliich re- 
turned to pick np the stragglers. The jier- 
sons were packed in the wagon like .sar- 
dines, and John Mobr of Mohrs Landine 
whipped his steeds into a gallop for Tracy. 

Captain Payson, who bad made a quiet 
little bet with Manager Corcoran that the 
steamer leader wonld not reach the land- 
ing in time for the train and had won, 
grew i-mbol(leried hy his success and of- 
fered to wager that the wagon with its 
load of U n would not reach Tracy in time 
for the Stockton local, bound for Oakland 
by way of Livermoie. 

A. H. Levlnsky accepted the wager. 
There was qtiite a good deal of chatting 
between the disputants, but Captain Mohr 
got his improvised stage to the depot at 
Tracy one minute ahead of train time, and 
the rear guard and the advance guard of 
the directory met at the station.

An attemi^t was m.ide to get the engine 
on the track by the use of a frog and 
wedges of ties. It was rather a clumsy 
performance, and failed with repeated 
trials. But the trainmen saw no other 
method. 



Company in not maintaining a telegraph 
office at this point. 

AVhen it had grown late Clans Spreckels 
said to the trainmen : "You w-iU not suc- 
ceed in-that way. If you will let me direct 
it I will have that engine on the track 
within fifteen minutes." The conductor 
was willing,' but Engineer Jordan was not 
He wanted to continue the trial of the 
frog and tlie redwood ties in his own way, 
and perhaps thought the Southern Pacific 
ollicials would prefer that the passengers 
should wait rather than that they should 
l)e (juickly .«ent on their way by taking the 
advice of a director of the competing rail- 
road. 

"I have handled bigger machinery than 
that locomotive," said Mr. Spreckels. "and 
I can put that engine on the track in fif- 
teen minutes. I weuld like to get home 
to-night." 

This was at 6 o'clock. The engineer was 
obdurate and followed his own resources. 
A handcar came up and another frog was 
used, but the attenijit to get the wheels on i 
the rails failed. 

Meantime Mr. Spreckels and a portion 
of the p&rty had sought luncheon at the 
hotel. S ; 

Af 6:46 o'clock J. B. Stetson made a sug- 
gestion: "If yon will unscrew the fish- 
plates and spre.id the rails a little and run 
the engine over the the ties until you reach 
the point where the lishplates have been 
removed, yon can get the engine back on 
the track," .said he. 

It was getting ]jri tty late and so the ad- 
vice of another director of the San Joaquin 
Valley road, as well as the president of the 
North Pacific Coast A>ad, was heeded. 

A half-honr after iwiting upon Mr. Stetr 
son's advice the engfne was on the tracks 
again. 

Just then an engine came puffing in 
from Tracey. The Livermore oflice had 
become alarmed at the failure of the train 
to arrive ami had telegraphed headquar- 
ters, win nn- word had been wired Tracey 
to send on an ciigiue. 

It was thought at Livermore and Tracey 
that the train had been held up and 
robbed. When the cars rolled into the 
.station at I,iverijiiire a big crowd had 
gathered to learn the particulars of what 
they thonglit to be the lat.-^t hold-up. 

On the way into Oakland the directors 
discussed the competing railway project in 
its various phases. Engineering corps 
will be at work in and about Stockton 
within a few days, and within sixty days 
at least construction work out of Stockton 
on the line to Bakersfield will be begun. 

P. A. Buel states that it is quite likely 
that Stockton can perform the agreement 
into which she has entered within less 
than that time. If that is so. then con- 
struction work can be instituted within 
less than two months. 

Kngineer Storey and Director Watt dis- 
cussed the kind of engines to be used, and 
it was explained that a lighter engine 
could be nsed in the San Joaqnin Valley 
than for the road when it entered the 
mountains to join the transcontinental 
trunk lines. 

So the San Joaquin Valley road is to be 
connected with some one or more of the 
transcontinental lines. 

Tt is also eviilcnt from the statements 
made by the directors that a road from 
Stockton to some point on the bay near 
San Francisco will be one of the early lines 
const rue tcil.

The conductor shoiued to the pas.'if'ngers 
to go back so that, he might apply the 
brake, but was not heeded. 

Mr. Jackman of Hazleton and two other 
men endeavored to keen the women froni 
throwing: themselves from the car onto 
the rock^, but were unable to do so.

Had the passeuL-ers remained in the car 
the accident eould have been averted, as 
tile rear brake would have tield the car and 
prevented the runaway. Then- are six at- 
tachments on eaeli ear provided for such 
an emergency, but the condiu-'or was 
wedged so tightly against the dasher by 
the panic-stricken women that he was un- 
able to move his arms .till the car had 
gotten beyond (fontroL The motorman 
and conductor were bat slightly injured.

Blockades Are Reported on the 
Street Railways and Business 
Praetloally Suspended. 



DENVER, Colo., March The snow 
and wind storm has continued here all day 
with unabated furj-. It is the worst storm 
since the memorable one of March, 1891, 
which lasted three days. Heavy thunder 
and vivid flashes of lightning accompanied 
the beginning of this storm, a feature not 
unusual at this season. The velocity of 
the wind just before daybreak was terrific, 
and but for the heavy, wet snow, which 
served to hold things in their places, much 
damage wotild no doubt have been done. 

At ;t:20 the wind was blowing at the rate 
of forty-eight miles an hour, but it slowly 
decreased up to noon, when it registered 
thirty-four miles. 

A gable of the Columbine Scboolhouse 
was blown ont Ston^ weighing thirty- 
five pounds were blown over thirty feet, 
while heavy blocks lay piled up over eighty 
feet from the building. 

The tramway and cable companies are 
having great difficulty in moving their cars 
and many of the street railway lines are 
blocked. 

At 6 p. M. the snow was about a foot deep 
in this city, and it is badly drifted. Dur- 
ing the early part of the day trains on the 
railroads east and West were running on 
time, but the night trains are considerably 
delayed and if the storm continues mnch 
longer a general blockade will occur. 

The storm is excepti.tnHlly severe in 
Western Colorado. Obsi rver Brandenburg 
says the storm will aiiate dliring the night 
and colder weather will follow. 

The storm Is rapidly advancing south- 
eastward and to-morrow the indications 
are that Texas and the Gnlf States will get 
a touch of it. 

Jteports Front the Xorth. 

OMAHA, Nebr., March 30.— The follow- 
ing specials to the Bee show the extent of 
the storm raging in Northwestern Ne- 
braska and 'Wyoming : 

Chadron, Nebr.— Twelve inches of snow 
have fallen here to-day, and the storm is 
still raging. It is the heaviest snow of the 
season. Railroad tral&c is blocked west of 
here. , 

Cheyenne, Wyo.— A fierce snowstorm, 
accoiup.iiiii'.l by li!_;;li winds, has been in 
progress here for twenty-four hours.

— Since yesterday noon 
northeast snow has prevailed here. The 
snow is now fourteen inches deep. The 
absence of wind is remarkable and local 
S^eep men are getting uneasy. Unless a 
wind comes in the next twenty-four hours 
it is 'thought the sheep-range loss will be 
considerable.

GLBNWOOD SPftlNGS, Colo., March 
30.— The weather at Qlenwood, which for 
a week or ten days has'beete very warm 

and spring-like, suddenly changed yester- 
day and a cold rain set in, which continued 
to late in the night, when it turned to snow. 
It is a very hard storm, and it is thought 
that many cattle that have struggled 
through the winter will perish.

OMAHA, Nkbe., March .W.— A special to 
the Bee from Pender, Nebr., says that 
trouble on the Winnebago reservation over 
the Floumoy Cattle Company leases bids 
fair to result in bloodshed today. Sheriff 
Mullin went out on the reservation last 
night and returned to-day with a white 
man under arrest, who assisted the Indian 
police in ejecting a settler, and at once re- 
turned to the agency to arrest the Indian 
police for whom be has warrants. 

It is believed that the police will resist 
anest and the ootcome is awaited here with 
great anxiety. 

Captain Beck, the Indian agent, has been 
instructed from Washington to /wear in 
all the men necessary to eject the settlers, 
but what move he made to-day is not 
known. 

The Sheriff returned to-night. He says 
that the deputy I'uited States Marshal re- 
ported to havegoiu- there to swear in more 
men did not show up at Winnebago to-day, 
but is somewhere on the reservation serv- 
ing notices on lessees to vacate.

BEFBSVE B£CEIfT8. 

The ■^eHlrns for March Will Fall Below 
I the JBaspendUnree. 

WASHINGTON, D. C, MUrch SO.— Con- 
trary to expectations of the officials of the 

treasury the receipts for the month of 
March will again fall below the expen.li- 
tures. The amount, however, is only about 
$i11.000. The excess of the expenditures 
for the nine months of the present liscal 
year is ifHU.WKi.oi.H), and this amount will 
almost certainly be increased by $.5,000,000 
or more during April, which will leave a 
deficit of about $42,000,000 on May 1. Dur- 
ing May and June, however, great things 
are expected from the income tax, but the 
most conservative estimates now place the 
deficit for the fiscal year at $29,000,000. 

The outlook for heavy receipts from the 
two great sources of income, customs and 
internal revenue, are not encouraging, 
particularly from the latter. During the 
month of August, the internal reve- 
nue receipts, in aiftiripation of the in- 
creased ra,te o^duty, ran up $27,562,000, but 
not since that time have they reached 
more than a third of that amonnt. In 
September they scarcely exceeded $7,000,- 
000 and since then they have slowly been 
increased until the present moment, when 
they amonnt to 'over $8,800,000. This, 
however, is far below the expectations of 
the oflicials. 

The receipts from customs during the 
past twelve months have shown an nn- 
even, but, on the whole, a fair increase. 
During July, 1894, they reached the low 
figure of $8,427,000, but dtu-ing August they 
increased to nearly $12,000,000 and during 
September to about $15,084,990. The three 
succeeding months showed a falling off 
from $4(000,000 to over $0,000,000. In 1895, 
however, they recovered to over .$17,000,000 
and then asraiii there was a decline to 
$13,300,000, and then an increase during the 
present month to nearly $iri,Oi>i.0O0. Only 
twice, however, since May, 1&S4, have the 
receipts from all sources equaled the ex- 
penditures. 

In June. ISOI, there was a slight excess, 
and during August the excess reached 
?!l,0OO,0<Xl. The receipts during that month 
were about normal, owing, as stated, to 
the iiureased tax on sjiirits. All things 
considered, much depends upon the de- 
cision ol the Supreme Court on the ques- 
tion of the validity of the income tax. 
Should the law be upheld, as seems alto- 
gether probable, the treasury officials look 
for fair sailing from this time on, but 
should the law be declored unconstitu- 
tional, an extra session of Congress may 
be called to provide for revenues sufficient 
to meet the needs of the Government.

OXFORD'S HAM WINS. 



The Dark Blues Carry 
Off the Honors From 
Cambridsre. 



BY LENGTH- AND A HALF. 



Odds Were Offered That the 
Favorites Would Crdto 
the Line First.- 



CHEEKS F0& THE VICTORS. 



Good Work Done by Both the Crews 
With Even Stroke Up to 
the Finish. 



I'UTNKY, EsGi ASD, March 30.— Oxlord 
wen the titty . -sevpiuli boatrace to-day be- 
tweeti crews representing the universities 
of Oxford »nd Cam bridge. Oxford's crew 
crossed the line a length and a half ahead. 

This morning opened gloomy and cold, 
bnt this did not pn vent crowds going to 
Putney to witncs- the final practice of the 
crews. During the mornin;,' botli Oxford 
and Cambridge boats i r;icticed f^tartins 
for about a quarter of an liour. Ham fell 
at intervals and a strong: foutlnvcst wind 
was blowing, but the banks of the river 
Thames were crowded at au early nour, 
.notwithstanding the rain and high wind. 

At 3 T. M. the Cambridge coxswain went 
OTer the cour;ie in a steam launch. Hap- 
pily the wind moderated greatly during 
the afternoon, and at 3:30 it was very 
light and the water almost smooth. 

The press and umpire's boats took tip 
their positions when the hour for the race 
appreached and were shortly followed hf 
the crew. 

The Oxford «Tew won the toss and chose 
the Surrey side of the river. The scene on 
the Thames was as animated as is usual 
on these great regatta days, ami until the 
course was c'eareii the river was alive with 
craft nf all kiiids. 

.\t the boHthouse the two crews were be- 
tif lied by throngs of admirers early in the 
day. and both the Oxford and Cambridge 
men were loudly cheered as they launched 
their boats and prepared for the great 
event. 

The bettinK jnst before the start was tin- 
changed from that of last night, when the 
odds were 9 to 2 for Oxford. 

The crews started at 4:08 p.m. Oxford 
soon haa the lead by half a length and 
held this acivautage as far as ( lasper's 
boathousc. Then the light blue of Cam- 
bridge began to close up the gap. At 
Craven Cottage, less than three-quarters of 
a mile from the start, Oxford was only a 
quarter of a length ahead, and at Waldon's 
the dark bine boat bad' not increased this 
lea.t. 

-Vt Hammersmith Bridge, a little over 
fhree-fjucrters of a mile from the start, 
Oxford had again increased the lead to a 
half length and was rapidly pulling away. 
A: Thomeycroft's, about three miles from 
the start, Oxford was a length and a 
quarter ahead, and at Devonshire Meadows 
the dark bliis-was fast gaining two lengths. 
At Barnea/Jiridge, slightly over three and 
a half miwb from the start, Oxford held a 
lead of tw^ lengths, and linally won the 
race by neaiiy that distance. 

Oxford started at forty strokes to the 
minute, the Cambriilgc siroke contenting 
himself with thirty-eight. The dark blues 
throughout the race pulled steadily and 
like clockwork. Oppbsite Iiead Mills 
Cambridge drew up a -little, but the hopes 
of the admirers of the light blue soon faded 
away and Oxford increased her lead as she 
liked. Opposite Doves, about two miles 
from the start, Oxford was pulling thirty- 
nine aixd Cambridge thirty-eight strokes 
to the minute. 

Shortly after passing Doves Cambridge 
again spurted and reduced Oxford's lead 
to a trifle. Bnt the dark blue increased the 
lead to two lengths at Devonshire Mead- 
ows, and this lead Cambridge conld not 
cut down to any great extent. 

When the Oxford boat shot past Barnes 
Uridee the dark blues were rowing well 
■« ithinjtheir strength and in perfect form. 
The Cantabs rowed gallantiy tlirou£rho\it 
and did better than wa.s expected, but they 
evidently had enough of it at the finish. 
According to the judges' decision Oxford 
von by a length and a half. 

The contest upon the Craven Steps was 
not very exciting, but when Pitman, the Ox- 
ford stroke, settled well down to his work, 
ami Wauchop, the Cambridge stroke, put 
in a lot of f,'Ood work wiien both boats 
took a shoot for the .^:irrey shore, the battle 
was lo'.ijtht .jl'stinately and in spite of the 
tremendous Pitman, Oxford gained but lit- 
tle advantage. At the same time the long 
dragging stroke of the dark blties began to 
tell and realizing the aspect pf ^alrs, 
Wauchep made a big effort, bnt it did not 
last and again Oxford drew away. 

As the boats proceeded np Cbiswick 
Mall, Wauchop continually spurted, not 
giving his opponents a rest. At the broken 
water in Corney Reach, the superior 
strength of the Oxford crew ap iin told. 
Up to that time Cambridge had made a 
gallant fight, bnt after passing Tbomey- 
crofts the race became little more than a 
procession. Cambridge, nevertheless, never 
relaxed their efforts.but the Oxfords always 
seemed to have the measure of their oppo- 
nents at every critical point of the race. 
Whe/i Wauchop made a despairing effort, 
.Pitman eased his men down and then pad- 
died home easy winners. 

OOMT OF XACMJfOt 

Jjnltt M Omf»r* Men. 

LONDON, Eira., March 30.-An interest- 
ing point which has risen in connection 
with the Oxford and Cambridge boatrace, 
and one whkh will interest college men in 
an conn tries, is the question of sending a 
crew to Pntaey from the great English 
universities. 

A r«preseiit,ntive of the Associated Press 
during the week asked the question of the 
Bev. W. £. 8herwood,inaster of Magdalene 
college schools, honorary treasurer of the 
Oxford Uoiversl^ Boat Club, a member of 
the 0ztord crews 1873 and 1874, and one 
«t tbsee admirable divines who do not find 
yreaohing a bar against an honest love of 
^ort. He said the crew for Putney costs 
about £«00. 

"The revenue of the O. C. B. C. comes 
from three sources. The principal one is 
life-membership fees from new men. Every 
man who intends participating in any col- 
lege races at Oxford is obliged to join the 
0. V. B. C. and become a life member by 
paying £3 10s. The new men average 
about 140 a year. Secondly, there is an 
entrance fee of £5 for each boat in the col- 
lege races; this produces about £200. 
Thirdly, there is a capitulation grant from 
each of the collegea— a college having 100 



men will pay £200 and the one having tifty 
men will pay £100. We could, of course, 
ask for more in the event of a deficiency, 
but we prefer to keep it about as above. 

"We pay only the extra expen.se of the 
men, providing the boat of course. Darin;; 
the time the men are in training here t hey 
pay all their own expenses, including their 
rowing outlit. Durinj; the stay of the crew 
at Putney we pay all the expeitses in order 
to remove the race as far as possible from 
any trace of professionalism." 

The Cambridge University Boat Club 
does not get its funds in quite the same 
manner as Oxford, as each man on joining 
his college club at Cambridge does not 
subscribe to the univer.sity boat club. The 
university makes an estimate of the ex- 
penses and then assesses the college clubs. 
The assessment this year was about £1000, 
i&yi per cent of the collepp clv.bs' income. 
Of this sum £450 was n .i • f'"" l'"tney.

THREE WXBKS' ABMISTZOJB. 

Offirial Cnnflrmation of the Action of 
.Itil>an Toward China. 

SHI.MONUSEKI, J.^p.^n, March .SC.— It is 
ofTicially announced that an unconditional 
armistice for three weeks has been ar- 
ranged for Moukden, the Gulf of Pechili 
and the Shang Tung Peninsula. 

WASHINGTON, D. C, March 30.-8ec- 
retary Gresham has received official con- 
tirmation of the declaration of an uncon- 
ditional arini.stice by the Emperor of 
.lapan. It is not understood here that this 
is in any sense equivalent to a declaration 
of peace, but it is believed that there is not 
likely to be a resumption of hostilities. 

The negotiations may continue for a long 
time before a peace treaty is signed, and it 
is quite certain that Japan will abate none 
of her demands on account of the armistice. 
In fact,' the granting of the latter is looked 
upon as a shrewd move by the Japanese 
Emperor to diminish the harmful effect of 
the attack upon Li Hung Chang. 

If the w-ar were prosecuted now it would 
have the effect to force the peace iie^-otia- 
tions to a sj'cedy conclusion and it is real- 
ized by the Japanese that in the present 
State of feeling caused by the attack they 
could scarcely insist upon as good terms of 
peace as can be realised after the lapse of a 
few weeks, when tiie first impression will 
have worn off. 

It is noted here with interest that the 
terras of the armistice do not apply to the 
lower coast of China, and particularly to 
Formosa and tlie Fisher Islands. This is 
taken to mean that the Japanese have de- 
termined to occupy Formosa before the 
peace negotiations are completed, and the 
explanation of this purpose is found in the 
fact that it is almost an invariable rule of 
international IfW that a nation must be in 
actual armed possession of a pieee of terri- 
tory as a basis of demand for its cession.

BERLIN, Germ.\ky, March 30.— The re- 
fusal of the iiuijority of the Reichstag to 
celebrate Prince Bismarck's birthday. Em- 
peror William's bitter comment thereon 
and the scenes which occurred at Fried- 
richsruhe during the past week, have al- 
together put the Germans in a feverish 
condition, and public opinion is expressed 
much more generally and outspoken Chan 
is customary. 

The Conservative and National Liberal 
press vigorously denounces the Reichstag 
majority, one paper in Leipsic going to the 
extent of saying that "they ought to be 
buried like so much carrion." 

So far as the spontaneous utterances of 
I'opular feelmg are concerned, the vast 
majority of the German people certainly 
disapprove of the Reichstag's decision, a 
signiQcant sign of this being the fact that 
throughout the week, whenever the Em- 
peror appeared publicly, both in Berlin 
and elsewhere, he was the recipient of 
popular ovations. Thousands of people 
lined I'nter den Linden on Monday and 
cheered him, and this has been repeated 
every day since. On the other hand, the 
Centrist, Radical and Socialist press have 
taken the Emperor to task in unequivocal 
language for his telegram to Prince Bis- 
marck and because of sundry x>assages in 
his addresses at Friedrichsruhe. 

The Cologne Volks Zeitung, the chief or- 
gan of the Center party, in a series of 
prominent articles, critized the Emperor 
sharply, saying that while it is the Em- 
peror's right to ciiaiiire lii^ mind or con- 
duct toward Prince Bismarck, it could not 
be disputed that it was the right of the 
Reichstag majority, and the <>ntrists es- 
pecially, to adhere steadfastly to their old 
opinions. 

"It could be disputed still less," the 
Volks Zeitung proceeds, "that the Reich- 
stag has the right to demand to know 
whether the politics of the empire are to 
be again shaped by Prince Bismarck, or 
whether the present Chancellor is counted 
for something." 

Herr Richter's organ, the Freisinnige 
Zeitung, pointedly compares the relations 
between the Emperorand Prince Bismarck 
and those which existed between them a 
couple of yeais ago, and asks whether the 
Reichstag has gone as far in refusing to 
share in the present celebrations as the 
monarch did in 1892, when he forbade all 
recognition of Prince Bismarck, and the 
friends of the latter were officially oste- 
dzed. 

The Vossisch'e Zeitung speaks in similar 
terms of the Emperor's attitude and denies 
that he has the right to "thus insult the 
Reichstag in' defiuice of constitutional 

government." 

The passage in the Emperor's address to 
Prince Bisruarck at Friedrichsruhe, when 
his Majesty presented the ex-Chancellor 
with the sword on behalf of the army, in 
which he referred to the sword as a;i un- 
failing instrument in the hands of Princes, 
is likewise severely criticized by a certain 
section of the press. Several of the Radi- 
cal organs ask the Emperor to study his- 
tory for proof of the fact that the sword in 
the hands of a Prince is no wise an unfail- 
ing weapon, being two edged. 

The Socialist press, notal.ly the Vor- 
waerts, is more outspoken and calls upon 
the Reichstag to rebuke the monarch's ut- 
terances respecting their vote, and claims 
that Herr Ton Levetsow and the Conserva- 
tive minority were instigated from Fried- 
richsruhe in provoking last Saturday's 
stormy scene in the Reichstag, and that 
the Bismarck clique is aiming to displace 
the present Cabinet. 

The Vorwaerts yesterday stated that 
Baron Von Bouel Beren berg. President of 
the Reichstag, in a letter in which he re- 
fused to submit to the House the Socialist 
motion regarding Emperor William's tele- 
gram to Prince Bismarck, declares the mo- 
tion had nothing to do with the discussion 
of the estimates, during which it was in- 
troduced. Moreover, the Baron is said to 
h'ave added, the telegram was not signed 
by the Chancellor, and therefore could not 
form the subject of a resolution jn the 

Reichstag. 

Germany and ItuHsia Dieturbed, I 

BERLIN, C.icRMANY, March SO.— The re- | 
cent diplomatic change-* arc interpreted as ' 
pointing to some disturbance of the I 
friendly relations between t,ernianv and 
Russia. It appears that the new Russian 
Embassador to Berlin, Cotmt Osten- 
Sacken, formerly Russian Minister to Ba- 
varia, was appointed without considering 
the desires of Emperor William, and the 
latter's reply was the recall of General von 
Wcrder, German Embassador at St. Peters- 
burg, and the appointment in his place of 
the Pole, Prince Hadolin, recently German 
Embassador to Turkey, as German Em- 
bassador to Russia. 

The Russian Government, according to 
good authority, is greatly concerned at the 
Agrarian agitation in Germany, which is 
made directly against Russia. 

The Reichstag Adjourns. 

BERLIN, Germany, March .TO.— In the 
Reichstag to-day the Agrarian proposals 
of Count von Kanitz were again brought 
up, and were referred to a committee amid 
Conservative applause. 

Marshal von Bieberstein, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, defended the commercial 
treaties and described Count von Kanitz's 
grain monopoly proposal as being imprac- 
ticable. In so doing be said that hopes 
should not be awakened in the breasts of 
the peoi)le which woidd never he fullilled. 
The Reichstag was then adjourned until 
April li-l. 

Although to-day's vote was apparently a 
victory for the Agrarians, yet the opinion 
is generally expressed that the prospects 
of the evei^tual adoption of the proposal 
are in no wise improved.

Cbamberlain's Undignified Riis#, 
A correspondent writes: "The somewhat 
undignified ruse wbetebjr Mr. Chamber- 
laid avoided recording bis vote last week 
has its parallel in the historv of the Irish 
House of Commons during tfic discussion 
on the Union.

ten borough owner), perceivinp; lie was inan- 
aeeable, returned him to Parliament as one 
of his own automata, and Mr. Fox played 
bis part very mneh to the satisfac- 
tion of his manager. When the Union was 
announced,Lord Ely had not made his term 
(with the castle), and remained lonj: in 
abeyance, and as his Lordship had not is- 
sasi his orders to Mr. Fox, he was very 
unwilling to commit himself until he could 
dive deeper into probabilities, but rather 
believinij the 4i|ip(isiti,in would have the 
majority, he reiuaiiud in the body of the 
House with the Anti-Unionists when the 
division took place. The doors were scarcely 
locked when he became alarmed, and 
slunk unperceived into one of the dark cor- 
ridors, where he concealed himself. He 
was, however, discovered, and the .'serpeant- 
at-Arms was ordered to bring him forth to 
be counted among the Anti-Unionists. His 
coufusion was very great and he seemed at 
his wits' end. At length he declared be had 
taken advantage of the Place bill, had ac- 
tnally aceepled a nominal ollii c and had 
thereby vacated his seat and could not 
vote. * * * It was subsequently discov- 
ered by the public records that Mr. Fox's 
assertion was false.

St, Louis, San Franci-sco, IjOs Angeles and 
Santa Cruz. The requests were all of the 
same tenor, and fiarticularly asked for 
printeil isiiorniatioii regarding the or- 
ganization and its objects. 

The club was organized on the 25th of 
January, 1895, by the election of Colonel 
George Babcock president; J. G. Wall, 
first vice-president; Green Majors, second 
vico-presid.-nt ; 3. R. Knowland and G. A. 
>lontell, sccieiarios, ami Harry Seveiiing, 
treasurer. At the tiicctiug articles of in 
corporation were adopted, setting forth 
clearly and brietly the objects of the club 
and i'ts nicthotis of political action. The 
right to menibershi|i was made so broad 
as to include any voter residinj; in the city 
by signing the following declaration: 

For the purpose of effecUng the nomination 
and election of honest and capable men to con- 
duct our municipal offlces, and thereby secur- 
ing an economical 'and clean administration 
of our city government, the nndersignel, iire- 
spectlve of former political afilllatioii, hereby 
associate ourselves together for these piirpi ises 
under the name of the tjood Government Club 
oi .\latueda. 

At the last meeting of the dub before 
the nominating convention was held the 
total membership was 1694, about two- 
thirds of all the voters of Alameda. It is, 
therefore, safe to say that never helon was 
there such a spontaneous movement of 
the people of that city for political pur- 
poses, nor ever a political club organized 
comprising so large a number of influen- 
tial and progressive citizens. It was not 
the result of political agitation or excite- 
ment, but the loifical result of the intelli- 
gent and delil)e;\tte determination of the 
people to take control of the primary elec- 
tions and place candidates on the munici- 
pal ticket. 

The executive commiftee, consistinp of 
one leprestiuatives from each of the nine 
precincts, prepared alpliabetiital lists of 
ull the names and residences of the mem- 
bers of the club and printed a ticket con- 
taining the names of all the candidates for 
nomination. The alphabetical list was 
sent to each candidate and each member 
of the executive committee. 

The arrangements for the convention 
were complete. Kverythinz done was in 
the open. The nominating convention 
was held in Linderman Opera-house be- 
tween the ho;irs of :i and 10 p. .m. The 
bo'ly of the hall was for the use of voters, 
and on the stape were arranged six ballot- 
boxes on tables, at each of which sat two 
check clerks and one receiver of ballots. 
At the first table the check clerks were 
furnished with ail alphabetic,! 1 n^i c.mtain- 
ing the names of those comiu. nt inj; with 
A, B or C, and .so on as to the other Doxcs, 
each votiiig-|.|ace being coiispiciiouslv 
marked by letters. In this way the 1094 
names were segregated into ve"ry nearly 
six equal divisionsj each divi.sion having 
a separate votint;-place. On the stage in 
the rear of the ballot-bo.Tps were three 
judges appointed by the executive commit- 
tee to wliom ail questions in dispute were 
referred. 

The polls closed at 10 o'clock, and at 
this time were appointed six atlditional 
members of the election board, one to each 
ballot-box, to see that no mistakes were 
made in rtilling the names from the ticket 
to be tallied by the clerks. Each jireeinct, 
so lo speak, counted and tallied its votes 
separately. When all the precincts were 
thus disposed of the result was entered 
upon one gcne.-al tally-.^heel and sum- 
marized, thus giving without any doubt 
the honest result of the convention. 

The origin of the movement was in the 
Veteran Kepuhlii-an Club. It has met 
with tiie apjiroval ot the citizens of Ala- 
meda, irrespcciive of party, on account of 
its novel solution ot many difficulties. 
The expenses of the club were met by 
voluntary subscription, as the coHstltiition 
especially provides that no asiessment 
shim be made upon members.

Will the Bituminous rock Or- 
dinance ESTABLISH A 
MONOPOLY? 



IT SHUTS OUT COMPETITION, 



The Order Has Some Points 
That Will Not Bear In- 

yESTIGATION.

I'allun 
came into notoriety ahout six years ago in 
connection with tapping the vires of the 
Western I'nion t\nni.»ny. lie and George W. 
Na^le, another electrician, had n room over a 
poolroom on Pine and Leidesdorff street.^, and, 
by tappinK the wires, got the insi Ic tips on 
tlie Jleniphis races. Tiie .^olienie was discov- 
ered before they were able to make money at it. 



The proposed ordinance providing fpeci- 
ficattona and designating how bituminous 
rock shall be treated priorto laying' it ii]ion 
the'Btrects has given rise to a rumor iliat 
it is an attempt to establish a monopoly 
detrimental to the property-owners ot Ban 
Francisco. 

This onJer has been passed to print aud 
will come up for final considertition by the 
Board of Supervisors Mond.ty evening. 
Among other things it proposes that bitu- 
minous rock sluiU contain from 10 to 15 
per cent of bitumen thai will not vaporize 
at 2'tO degrees Fahrenheit and m;'.-t be free 
from all stone pebbles, mica, canliy, grav- 
elly or vegetable matter. 

Redaction of the rock shad not be done 
in open kettle, and furthermore the rock 
used shall be in the condition as taken 
from the mines in its natural state in 
bulk, and delivered on the street.s without 
having been previously disintegrated. 

This ordinance has been criticized by 
those who know what bituminous rock is, 
as it is asserted that all bitumen and other 
a.sphaltic proiiiirts contain more or less of 
the foreign ingredients prohibited by the 
ordinance. 

As the product oJ the San Luis Obispo 
mines, which are tbe largest bittuninous 
rock deposits in the State, can be brought 
to San Francisco only by sea after reduc- 
tion and packing in bags suspicion has 
been aroused that the ordinance relatini; 
to bituminous rock is a cinch game, played 
to shut off competition and establish a 
monopoly. There is good reason for the 
suspicion. With a monopoly of the mar- 
ket the Santa Cruz bituminous roc's com- 
panies could raise the price of material, 
as they are the only concerns that can de- 
liver the rock in biilk. Sh ipo'wners refuse to 
carry it in bulk as the heat causes bitumen 
to consolidate in vessels if the rock is not 
in bags. It is apparent then tliat the 
benefits of competition would be denied 
the public by tills specious ordinance. 

The right to the benefits of competition 
would then be taken from the public 
through this proposed ordinance. 

San Luis Obispo rock is we!! known to 
be etjually as good as tiaiita Cruz rock 
and there certainly is no reason why the 
Santa Cruz mines should be given a 'mon- 
optJy of the business. 

The order compelling the delivery of the 
rock ou the grounil in its natuial slate 
will not assure good work when laid, as 
the rock can be so badly burned in passing 
through the kettle as to be unfit for paving 
purposes. 

Again, the prohibition of open kettles 
will drive out of the field small contractors, 
who cannot iiffonl to cwn e.\;-,.:i~M .. ^teani 
plants, and it will a'ld t;reaiiy tu tl,r co.>t 
of small pieces of work, owing to the ex- 
pense of moving heavy steam machinery 
from place to place. 

These same steam engines on the public 
streets are more of a luii'^ance than the 
open kettles. San Frauci-co is about the 
only civilized city where they are tolerated, 
as e.\i'"rieiice has shown that thev blacken 
houses with smoke and are tlie direct 
cause of seriotis accidents. Early last Feb- 
ruary Maurice Casey, secretary of the Cen- 
tral Gaslight Company aud manager of the 
McLaughlin estate, was out riding with liis 
mother, when his horse was frightened by 
a steam plant, and running away threw 
Mr. Casey and his mother upon the street. 
Luckily the accident was not attended with 
fatal results. Only last Thursday a man 
was killed by running against a plant that 
obstructed the street. 

What tile public are most deeply inter- 
ested in with regard to the ordmance is 
this: It is aimed at competition from 
varions sources, and has all the appearance 
upon its face of being an attempt to secure 
a dangerous monopoly through Uie medium 
of the Board of Supervisors.

O. 'W. Ashford Discloses His Dark and 
Deep-I«id Scbeoie. 
"Yes, the rumor that I am going back to 
Honolulu to take possession of the Ha- 
waiian Government ia quite true," said C. 
W. Ashford,ex-Attomey-General and exile, 
at the Lick House last nigiit, "And I 
think President Dole will take a reef in his 
whiskers irhen he xeada about it," he 

added. 

"Hut it is not true that I have chartered 
the schooner Alexander, or any other ves- 
sel, as yet. Of course we, the exiles, fiave 
had all sorts of secret meetings and coun- 
cils of war, and have hatched some horrible 
plots. 

"One of the propositions now pending 
before our grand council ia for each of the 
exiles to take a gun between his teeth and 
swim over there by easy stages. We don't 
need a fast-i^ailing schooner. A common 
whaleboat, laden with a dozen determined 
men, arms, ammunition aud provisions, 
would be sufficient. We held a very lively 
and lii;:lily o.lifyinr; c.uiucil of war to- 
niirht. and liiid an e.xccllciit .-^upper aloug 
with it. What was said and done concerns 
our affairs of state, and must be kept 
diplomatically secret. When I am ready 
to issue a p<.>li~tical manifesto I will publish 
it in the waul culunins of some enterpris- 
ing eveiiint; pafier in this city. 

"Money'? Oh. wc have any amount of 
that. All the exiles came away with great 
wads of ca^h iind other valuables. We 
looted the i-l:ini-^ before we left. But we 
are not sai>ileu with what we got. Like 
Oliver Twist, we w;ini nujre »>f the same;

When 
he reached Natoma street a citizen told 
him that Hark had gone into a house on 
the corner of Fourth, and Natoma, where 
Byram lound Iiitn. When searched a re- 
volver, twelve keys and a pair of nippers 
for springing doors were found in his 
pockets. 

When they separated Patterson ran 
down Fourth street toward Natoma. Kts- 
folder had been following them in his 
buggy and he jumped out and seized Pat- 
terson and held him till Policeman Little 
appeared and took charge of him. When 
searched $i2 80 were found in his pockets 
and a lot of souvenirs and foreign coins. 
They were both taken to the Southern sta- 
tion and later to the City Prison. 

Thev committed a burglary in the rooms 
occupied by two brothers, R. C. and Amos 
Markel in the lodgine-house I5G Third 
street.

Patterson is an c.T-couvict. In Decem- 
ber, 1891, he was sentenced to three years 
in San Quentin for bur,ilary iu having 
broken into the residence of (ius-tav ,Sutro, 
on Powell street. At that time he was 
known as J. D. Sullivan. Hark says he 
came here from St. Louis three days ago. 
He was a shoemaker and had been seeking 
work, as he was without a cent. He met 
Patterson in a saloon on Market street and 
got friendly with him. He and Patterson, 
he said, ha'd gone to tbe lodging-house to 
look for rooms. 

The officers say that Hark closely re- 
sembles the man who shot Blake. The hat 
found in the alley lits him perfectly and 
they will try to find out when he came lo 
the city and his whereabouts on tbe night 
of the shooting.

The Awakening Tiger. 

Between the drowsy sleep of the noctur- 
nal animals and the hypersensitive sleep 
of those which spend their lives in con- 
stant fear of their enemies a place must be 
found for the form of slumber enjoyed by 
the large carnivora and that of "domestic 
animals: the former have no enemies to 
fear, except man, and the latter, protected 
by man, enjoy to the full extent tne bless- 
ing of natural rest. 

Tigers are frequently found fast asleep 
in the daytime. Native hunters have been 
known to track them after a "kill'' to the 
place in which they were lying fast asleep 
and gorged with food, and to shoot them 
as they lie. When taking his midday re- 
pose in districts where it is little disturbed 
the tiger dors not always retire to a place 
of security like the bear, or even the leop- 
ard, wliicu usually sleeps on the branch of 
a tree. • 

It just lies down in some convenient 
spot, either shady or warm, according to 
the weather, and" there sleeps almost re- 
rr.'irdless of dancri r. They have been found 
lying in dry nullahs, under trees and even 
in the grass of the hillsides, unobserved, 
until their disturber came "within a few 
vards of them. 

General Douglass Hamilton, when shoot- 
ing in the Dandilly forest, came 
upon a tigress and two cubs lying 
fast asleep on their backs, with their 
paws sticking up in the air, under 
a clump of bamboos. When he W.1S 
within a few yanis of the group one 
raised its head and, without moving its 
body, quietly looked at him along the line 
of its body bietweeii its paws. Tigers kept 
in captivity awaken gradually, s&etching 
and yawning like a dog.— The Bptetator. 



Very little was done in the prosecution 
of the quintet of alleged forgers by the 
United States officials yesterday. All the 
men are still in jail, as none of them can 
secure bail. Oreenwald's friends soem to 
be working harder for him than do the 
relatives of the others. In consequence, it 
is expected that he will secure his release 
to-morrow. Harry Ciprico, who was 
purser for a time on the City of Peking, is 
working hard in his brother's interests. 
If the bail was only |6000 he could secure 
bonds in that amount readily, but $10,000 
is a harder sum to get men to go surety 
for. The ca.-ic will be called to-morrow at 
2 P. M., and Attorney T. D. Rior lan, who 
represents the prisoners, will make a strong 
plea to have the bail reduced one half. 

The prisoners' friends visited them in 
great number»yesterday, and took them 
many delicacies, and in this . way they 
managed to pass the weary hours. Foss is 
becoming pale and haggard under restraint, 
Ciprico is defiant and carries things with a 
hii^li hand, .Sullivan is disconsolate, 
Greenwald has not yet realized the serious 
predicament he is in, and Katzauer is ap- 
parently indifferent. The latter had all 
his plans laid to leave for Fuget Sound. 
Had the arrest been delayed twenty-four 
hours, he would have been in Victoria, 
B. C, before the revenue officers would 
have known of his departure. 

The opium ring, which is said to have 
been connected with the certificate gang, 
is not receiving much attention from the 
Federal authorities. The drug was not in- 
tended for use in San Francisco, but was 
in transit to Honolulu, where it is worth 
$50 a pound. Since the duty has been cut 
in halves there is no more profit in smug- 
gling opium into San Francisco. If the 
customs authorities can catch the stuff in 
transit, however, it is confiscated, and a 
strict watcli is kept in consequence. Last 
week Collector \\ ise learned that a con- 
siderable quautity of the drug was secreted 
at some point on tbe bay and was to be 
smuggletl aboard the steamer Australia. 
A number of .lohn Doe warrants were se- 
cured and about ten cu>toms iimpeetors 
searched the bay thoroughly. They went 
around in the revenue cutter Hartley, but 
in every instance the birds had flown and 
taken the opium with them. In this 
connection, several employes of the 
Oceanic Steamship Company are men- 
tioned, bnt it is only fair to state that out- 
side of Foss there is not a particle of evi- 
dence against them. On one or two occa- 
sions small packages of opium were foimd 
on the steamer Alameda, DUt it was after- 
ward proved that the stuff belonged to 
some of the tiremen, who had attempted to 
gmuL'gle it ashore at Honolulu, but failed. 
As it bore the United States revenue 
stamp, all that could be done was to seize 
it. because it was not on the ship's mani- 
fest. A n attemia to unearlh the gang will 
be made, however, and if the necessary 
evidence can be secured they will be ar- 
rested. 

Secret Service Agent of the Treasury 
Harris has received instructions from 
Washington to do everything in his power 
to secure the arrest of all parties implicated 
in the ceititicate and opium frauds and to 
assist in getting up evidence against those 
already under arrest 

Collector of Internal Revenue "Welbum, 
Internal Revenue .\gent McGlachlin .-ind 
Deputy Heveuue Agent B. M. Tliomas 
have been working on the certiticate fraud 
cases for over six months. A number of 
times they have been on the point of 
making the arrests, but something always 
came in the w ay. Un this last occasion 
the services of Secret Service Agent Harris 
and his two deputies were called in, and it 
was they who really captured the counter- 
feiters. " When the panel of the door was 
kicked in. Marshal Harris was the first to 
creep through the opening. His brother 
Roland followed, but got caught in the 
hole, and while lie was attempting to extri- 
cate himself Ciprico pulled the ooi r open 
and attempted to escape. He ran into the 
arms of W. R. and Dudley Harris and 
after a desperate struggle was handcuffed. 
Major McLilachlin aiid Collector Welburn 
were the heads of the investigation, and 
N. R. Harris and B. M. Thomas were tbe 
men who ran the gang to earth and'ar- 
rested them.

Vorlaine is now something above 50 
yearr of ape. His is undeniably one of the 
mostiwetic souls this century has seen, 
liut if fame finds him dnzing his liJhtime it 
must be'quickly, for there aie not many 
year.': left to bim. He is a great invalid— 
!i terrible sulfercr^whose life of late years 
lia^ been one of intimate acquaintance 
with linspital wards andalmostnnbeaiable 
paiii. 

He wi uM say of himself, perhaps, that 
liis sufferiiifTS arc merited, for Verlaine is 
pre-eminently a sinner who has repented. 
His life has been one series of yieldings to 

temptation, of falling, to rise only again to 
fall into the most dreadful morass of 
n range vi( es into n hich, surely, any sane 
heip.i.' ever plunged. He even, years 
au-ii. spent two years in prison for the at- 
tempt to munler, in a dive, his closest 
frienil ami boon companion — that other 
almost iiuknown French poet, Arthur Rim- 
band, the marvelous boy whose early life 
lie ruined, and who, now, in a convent on 
the shores of the Red Sea, expiates the 
years of sin into which Verlaine led him. 

S'erlaine, too, has of late spent several 
years in retreat at tlie ( hartreiise of Mon- 
tre'.iil-sur-mer, seekm;; the salvation ol his 
eoul. He is a lirm believer in evcrj- tenet 
of the chmrch, bat he has apparently no 
talent for the practice of its precepts. 
. In the light of. any knowledge whatever

of his life his exquisite verse cannot but 
incite to wonder. Whether one reads the 
somewhat schooled, but unmistakably 
poi tie words of hi? brilliant and promising 
v.uith, the ]ilaintive beauty into wliich his 
later genius wove the musical cadences of 
tli« French language, or the passionate, 
esthetical, mystic religious ecstasies of bis 
latest verse, the impression is always the 
same -the soul there speaking is tHe soul 
<if a poet; a poej, too, with a marvelous 
jiower over the language in which he 
works. 

In his "Impressions and Opinions" 
fif'orge Moore has given us a terrible 
glimpse of this poet. He says: 

■i (■nee saw \ erlaine. I s'hall not forget 
the (.-lare of the bold, prominent forehead, 
the cavernous eyes, the macabre expres- 
aion of burnt-out lust smoldering upon 
his face." 

Here is his description of how they 
rearhed the poet's liome in Paris: "We 
pot into an omniijus and then we got into 
a train. Tlien we took a cab, and I believe 
we had to take another train. We at last 
penetrated into a dim and eccentric region 
|bat I had ne\'er heard of before; we 
traversed curious streets. • • • '\Ve 
pe.ietrat- '! nnisty-sineiliii^ and clamorous 
tourtvanis. in v.hieli lini^'ered liaizacian 
concierges; we eiimbcd slinpery staircases 
upon which doors stood wide o|)en. • • * 
Inadark corner, at the end of a narrow 
pM^^aL'e situated at the top of the last 
lii.hl 111 stairs we diM-overed a door. We 
ki'ocked. A voice maoe itself heard. We 
entered and saw Verlaine. The terrible 
forehead, bald and prominent, was h^ 
covered by a Itltby nightcap, and a night- 
shirt fall of the grease of the bed covered 
his shoulders; u stained and discolored 
j.airof trousers were hitched up soineliow 
jri.ioiit his waii^t. He was drinkint; wine at 
Iti SOUS tlie litre. He told us that he had 
just come out of the hospital; that his leg 
was better, but it still gave him a great 
deal of imiu." 

JIoiTf- ami liis friend had come for a 
sonnet, whuli the poet iiad promised the 
latti r. \ f rla;:;p was working upon it, and 
be ti'Id them in ti.e grossestlaiiguage the 
abominations which he had included in it. 
They went away in despair. The sonnet, 
received next day, was one of exquisite and 
lofty beauty. 

That is tlie mystery— the wonder of this 
mysterious and wonderful man. He is 
Jtarely apoet. purely anestheteinimjiulse, 
in thought, in expression. He has ap- 
parently sounded tlie lieifrht, the depth of 
religious leclitit;, yet his life, his surround- 
ings, his I onv( rsation are such that the 
jnerest plinipM s.ihces — the merest glimpse 
is all that is iKi-^ible to be borne. 

To afford a glimpse of the man's thought 
we give the following (purposely) literal 
translation of one of his sonnets. No 
translation, literal or otherwise, can give 
the exquisite cadence of the original: 
t;od said to nie: Myson, thou must love me: thou 

Sly piffced sidr . my tifarl tieaming and bleeding, 
AoA my offendi d L i t thut .Madeline hat lied

Boeial £volation. 
• That a Chicago house which generally 
deals in sentimental literature should 
consider it wortlt while to issue a reprint 
of such a book as "Kidd's Social Evolu- 
tion" is a significant commentary upon the 
eagerness with which the Kiiglish-reading 
public is holding its i i;p to the fountain of 
economic kntiw ii ii;;c. Nut to be outdone, 
Alacmiilan <t Co. have put out a pajier 
edition of the book, with a new 
preface by the author, and propose to 
sell the new volume at 25 cents, although 
it is difffcnlt to peroeive how they are able 
to do this without a direct and heavy loss. 

That this book should have sneh great 
and widespread popularity mtist be a mat- 
ter of surprise to one who has not noticed 
the trenil of the times. Half a dozen years 
ti^'O the people who would have caret! for it 
niiglit have numbered a few liuiidred. To- 
ri, iv the book is having an attention that 
1 .> been given to no work on social econ- 
t 'liy -ince the first publication of "Gron- 
1 ill s 1 'o-o|.erative Commonwealth." 

N"tli!ii>; could be greater than the differ- 
ence between these two books. They ap- 
proach tlie question of human destiny from 
opp.)site stanupoints, and argue it to rad- 
ii ally different conclusions. Yet the same 
p-oi.ie who a few years ago were enthusi- 
astic over the one are now equally enthusi- 
astic over the other. 

lit tracing the progressive steps of social 
evolution the author notes that while the 
conviction exists that a definite stage in 
tlie evolution of Western civilization is 
drawing to a close, and t.hat we are enter- 
ing upon a new ei-a, yet there is apparently 
a complete absence of any clear indication 



from those who speak in the name of 
science and authority as to the direction in 
which the path of future progregs lies, 
Keen our scientific teachers are silent. 
Having traced the steps in the evolution 
of life ui> to human society, science now 
stands dumb before the problems presented 
bv society as it exists to-day. Even Her- 
bert .'^iiencer, whose "Synthetic Philoso- 
piiy" was to have sued light upon the great 
problems of human destiny, has realiy been 
so little able to accomplish any practical 
reading of the riddlethat his investigations 
and conclusions, according as they are 
dealt with by one side or the other, 
lead up to the opinions of the 
two diametrically opposite camps of 
individualists aiid collectivists into 
wliicli society is separating. In Germany 
and in France those to whom we turn 
for light have proven equally unable 
to throw any certain illumination 
upon the future. People and leaders 
are alike without faith, for there is, 
in reality, no science of human society. 
To many the spirit of the French Revolu- 
tion, wtiich caused so universal a feeling 
ol unrest at the end of the last century, 
seems to be airain loused, ntnl, after an 
epoch of progress unexampled in the 
history of the world, w e would appear to 
have returned to the ideals of society which 
moved men's minds at that neriod of up- 
heaval. We have, however, fittle in com- 
mon with that past season of tinrest. We 
have, in reality, entered upon a new stage 
of social evoluiioii. in which the minds of 
men are moving toward other goals. 

The fruits of an industrial revolution are 
demanding our attention. The world is 
becoming unitied. An organization with 
a nervous system of .'>,(XiO,000 miles of tele- 
graph wires and an arterial system of rail- 
ways and steamships is a diSeient factor 
from the aggregate of isolated communi- 
ties of even 100 years ago. 

One of the most strikingflgures of the 
times is the spectacle of Demos, enfran- 
chised, recognized, emerging from the 
long silence of social and political serfdom. 
Another significant feature of the new- 
order is.the tendency growing within the 
churches to assert that religion has to do 
with the present as well as the future; that 
Christianity was intended to save not men, 
but man, to teach us not only how to die, 
as individuals, but how to live, as society. 
Still another remarkable sign of the times 
is the widespread revolt among all classes 
against the' political economy of Adam 
Smith, Ricardo and Mill. The time is ripe 
for a new formation of social science by 
the biologist, who, having estahli-shed law 
and order in the lower branches of his sub- 
ject, has carried us up to human society, 
and there left us without a guide. He 
must carry the methods of his science on 
to where he deals with the phenomena of 
life under its last and most complex 
aspect. 

This brings the author to a consideration 
of the conditions of human progress. He 
traces the evolution of man irom the 

brute, feebly holding his own against fierce 
competitors, tlirmtirh the apes until he 
finds him luaitcr , if t lie earth and organized 
into society. He tinds, with Professor 
Flower, that progress has been due to the 
opfiortunity of those individuals who are a 
little superior in some respect to their fel- 
lows, to assert that superiority and to con- 
tinue it to their descendants. In a word 
progress depends upon selection, ceaseless 
stress and competition. Other things be- 
ing equal, the wider the range of selection 
thekeener will be the rivalry, and the more 
rigid the selection the greater the pro;;ress. 
From this stress of nature rises the highest 
forms we can conceive. The law of progress 
as stated, is inevitable, but in man occur 
two modifying elements— reason and the 
capacity for organization. 

While thus stating the conditions of 
progress the author frankly avows that he 
finds no rational sanction for these con- 
ditions. In other words, that any organ- 
ization of society with a system of re- 
wards according to natural ability can 
have no ultimate sanction in reason for all 
the individuals. His welfare in this life is 
as important to the uncifted as tc> the 
gifted, and any regulation under which 
the former will fare worse than the latter 
must ultimately, however we may obscure 
it, be a rule of brute force, pure and sim- 

file. Thus, while showing that the evo- 
ution scientist can readily jirove that the 
hopes of modern sociali.sm are incompati- 
ble with the ultimate interests of a pro- 
gressive society, he still admits it as evi- 
dent that it would be to the personal, im- 
mediate interests of the masses, whi:> are 
now inevitably predestined to hardship 
and poverty, to put an immediate end to 
e-xistinp social coiniitioiis. 

He flatly contravenes the teachings of 
certain of the later social economists, that 
the interests of the individual can ever 
become identical with the interests of 
society. The ultimate aim of soeiety is 
progress — of the imiividual well being— 
which society in its march of progress 
must oftentimes ignore, even to the extent 
of crushing out the individual altogether. 
Strange to say, man's reason, which has 
apparently given him the power to sus- 
pend the conditions of progress, for the 
good of the individual, has never operated 
for this suspension. His conduct through- 
out has been such as reason could nut 
sanction. To explain this phenomenon is 
only possible in the light of what Mr. Kidd 
terms the central feature of human his- 
tory—religion. A religion he delines as 
"a form of belief providing an ultra- 
rational sanction for that class of conduct 
in the individual where his interests and 
the interests of the social orL'anism are 
antagonistic, and by which the former are 
rendered subordinate to the latter in the 
general interests of the evolution which 
the race is undergoing." Thus it is belief 
in a supernatural power, obedience to a 
higher spiritual law, that keeps the indi- 
vidual in the attitude of subordinating his 
interest to that of society. The belief m a 
future life that shall be better than this 
keejis the individual patient. It furnishes 
him an ultra-rational, a supernatural 
sanction for irrational, unnatural conduct. 

Two chapters are devot* d to a considera- 
tion of Western civilization and the prog- 
ress of the conHii t between capitalism and 
industrialism. The beginning of the 
Christian era saw the birth into the world 
of a new force of immeasurable social sig- 
niticance. Under the influence of this 
force men lirst began to forget self and 
draw together in the bonds of a common 
humanity recognizing interrelationship, 
and subordinating seltish ends to the gen- 
eral welfare for the love of kind. It was 
the altruistic ideals of the new religion 
that differentiated it from the old ones, 
and it is the spread of the altruistic ideals 
that has brought our Western civilization 
to Its present stage. A feature of modern 
times is a growing sensitiveness to the 
spectacle of suffering, a spread of the hu- 
maniUrian spirit. The infliction of suffer- 
ing even upon the lower animals and in 
the interests of science is deprecated. The 
character of Western civilization has deep- 
ened and softened. Military organization 
IS Kiving way to social and polit^aL This 
spread of altruistic feeling is not an intel- 
lectual movement. Prom the natnte of the 
case the intellect could not have sup- 
plied any force sutlicient to enable 
the i^uple successfully to assail the position 
of the power-holding class. Yet this posi- 
tion has been successfullv assailed The 
first great epoch in the his'torv of this pro- 
cess was the beginning of the ' anti-slavery 
movement in ttic fourteenth century. This 
movement had its origin in the dog'nia that 
all men are ciinal belore God. It was not 
an intellectual, but an altruistic move- 
ment. This same altruistic spirit has acted 
upon the power-holding class, causing it 
gradually to retreat from its intrenched 
position, finding faith in its own cause un- 
dermined. This claas in England has made 
extraordinary concessions by which the 
weaker class has been indued with rights 
which it could never have attained bv in- 
tellectual force, and political force it'had 
none but what the ruling order has be- 
stowed upon i;. Thus the altruistic ideal 
softens anrl hunia-iizes the life of the race 
■ caught in the lo'iU of that struggle and 
rivalry of life which has been in progieas 



from the beginning." The rivalry of ex- 
istence must continue, humanized as to 
conditions, it may be, but immutable and 
inevitable to the end. 

The author touches upon the rise and 
decline of the well-known doctrine of 
laissez-faire, and devotes considerable 
space to a consideration of moiiern social- 
ism and the philosophy of Marx, who, he 
declares, evinces a grasp of the present 
situation to which few of his critics have 
attained. Marx's conception of society as 
it should be he claims to be a condition in 
which the laws that have operated from 
the beginuinL' should suddenly be inter- 
rupted and liually suspemled. But the 
State toward which we are traveling is not 
one in which these laws will be suspended. 
••We are moving, and shall merely con- 
tinue to move by orderly stages to the goal 
toward which the face of society has in 
reality been set from the beginning of our 
civilization." 

The next step of the author's argument 
brinies us within sight of that goal. It is 
an a.'iia ', .Mi|., w liich he indicates by the 
jHistulate that our human evolution is not 
primarily intellectual, but religious in 
character. .Since the revival of learniutr in 
Europe, he declares, there has been a clear 
tendency to compare the intellectual de- 
velopment of the old civilizations, as the 
Greeks, with ours, to the disparagement of 
the latter. This, while it is justlv con- 
ceded that our civilization is the highest in 
kind and degree that the human race has 
so far reached. 

Judgod by the standard of intellectual 
development alone, we of the modern 
Kuropean races have, in fact, no claim 
whatever to consider ourselves in advance 
of the ancient Gp eks, all the extraordin- 
ary progress and promise of the modern 
worid to the contrary. The author sees it 
as the teaching of evolutionary science 
that there is only one way in which the 
rationalistic factor in htiman evolution 
can be controlled, namely, through the 
instrumentality of religious systems. 
Under a rationalistic regime, even should 
Herbert Spencer's dream of the perfect 
civilization be realized, there will be noth- 
ing left for that civilization but decay. 

Just what ultimate fate awaits the social 
order under a religious system, or even 
what that religious system is to be, the 
author does not discuss. There are, he 
shows, two great evente to be accomplished 
in the twentieth century. First, the West- 
ern peoples will arrive at a social devcloi>- 
ment under which men shall enter upon 
the rivalry of life on conditions of social 
equality. Then these peoples will proceed 
to fill ti'p the rest of the inhabitable globe, 
by virtue of racial superiority, the absorb- 
ing tendency toward other (inferior) races, 
always held in check by the altruistic 
spirit. In this way, he states, England 
has opened up India, Egypt and other 
countries to the world. So must Africa, 
Central and South America and the otiier 
lanils yet unoccupied by the Western 
civilization. • 

The conclusion of the whole matter, as 
outlined by the author, seems lamentably 
weak, resting upon the splendid premises 
in the earlier chapters, but the book as a 
whole is one of the most remarkable con- 
tributions we have had to the economic 
literature of the age. While it is not, as 
has been claimed for it, "an epoch-making 
book," it is a valuable collaboration of 
factsupon social progress, and is unequaled 
in the fairness, the liberality and foresigbt- 
edness with which it treats, even while dis- 
carding as inutile, the modern socialistic 
movement.

The New Woman. 

The picture of "The New Woman," as 
portrayed by E. Lynn Linton in the char- 
acter of Pliu-'be Barrington, is not an at- 
tractive one. ,lust why a woman's inten,se 
interest in the principles of "woman's 
rights'' and her devotion to that cause 
should rob her of every spark of womanly 
feeling it is hard to conceive. It seems 
that the picture must be very much over- 
drawn. Certain it is that in Phmbe Bar- 
rington there is not one redeeming 
quality. Of daughterly, wifely or motherly 
affection she shows not a trace. Condensed 
scltishncss and egotism form her essential 
characteristics, .\s a daughter, her only 
regret, ,vhiie standing by the couch of her 
dying mother, is that she has been called 
oilt of bed on a cold, disagreeable night to 
witness a scene that is distasteful to her. 
She "hated" to see painful things, ami it 
was a bore to be roused from her luxurious 
bed at this unearthly hour. As a wife, 
she meets with di>dain her hu'band re- 
ti,.-ning from Africa tilled with ideal 
visions of home. Her greetings, instead of 
love and tenderness after long years of 
,separation, are insult and vituiieration. As 
a mother, she neglects her child and even 
thinks its e.>:istence a personal cause of 
grievance. These are a few of the phases 
of that degraded character which fill the 
soul of a sensitive reader with dismay and 
disgust. Her associates are creatures of 
almost the same stamp. As she is the 
leading spirit the disagreeable traits shine 
forthr more plainly in her lhan in her 
satellites. .\ inong the "fair" e.vcelsioriti'S 
there is not one that is pleasant to contem- 
plate, notwithstanding the beauty of face 
and form w bicli some were said to possess. 
The mind is tilled onlv with thoughts of 
their unwomanly attributes. Those two 
ignoble personages, Guy Delcroix and 
Armand Norris, are pictured as de- 
voted advocates of the burning ques- 
tion of the day, who leave their neglected 
wives and children entirely out of 
the question as things too insignificant 
for them to bother their weighty brains 
about. The.se two add some variety to the 
scene, though it cauuolbe said to be a very 
satisfactory variety. 

The contented and peaceful Armytages 
afford a pleasing contrast to all this arti- 
licialily and shallowness. The occasional 
glimijscs of them that we catch seem like 
strains of sweetest melody interspersed 
within a jargon of discordant sounds. 
These glimpses are all too few for the 
welfare of the book and the reader. Even 
Phoebe's apparent conversion at the 
eleventh hour fails to soothe, for one feek 
that if her props had not given way be- 
neath her and had she not felt in doubt 
which way to turn, her half-hearted 
turning to the right would never have 
taken iilace. 

However, in the last chapter arc shown 
the first lltitterings of an awkward con- 
science in I'hfpbe, and even some faint 
signs of a dawning wifely and maternal 
love. So one closes the book with the hope 
that Phflobe, having profited by her experi- 
ence and having seen the errors and unsat- 
isfying liollowness of public life, may 
find in the quiet, respectable life of a coun- 
try gentleman's wife a higher sphere of 
usefulness than she ever had been able to 
I imagine or appreciate; that Sherrard may 
I in the end have at least a semblance of that 
I happy domestic life which he so much 
I craved and which he so richly deserves, 
and that little Euphemia may enjoy some 
of that motherly tenderness which she 
seemed destined to never know. [New 
Y'ork: The Merriam Company.

Thotights on Religion. 

This little volume has been arranged by 
Charles Gore, M.A., from papers left by 
the late Professor George John Romanes, 
the author of "Darwin and After Darwin" 
and of the "ExaAination of Weismann- 
ism." While primarily a biologist, Pro- 
fessor Romanes, like most thinkers, was 
actively interested in the modern prob- 
lems of metaphysics and theologv, and at 
the time of his death, which occurred last 
summer, was engaged in arranging the de- 
tails of the volume for which this is an 
editor's substitute. There are two com- 
plete essays on the intluence of science 
upon religion, and the balance of the book 
is made up of notes for a work in a candid 
examination of religion. They are for the 
most part notes of the most discursive 
sort, oftentimes mere skeletons of ideas, 
interesting more perhaps as showing a 
scientist's method of work than for anv 
logical sequence of thought. Admirers of 
the professor will, however, be glad that 
they have been preserved.

From errand-boy to railroad president 
is something tQ be proud of. Peter Dona- 
hue did this and more, for he became a 
multi-millionaire and one of San Fran- 
cisco's most prominent business men. Mr. 
Donahue is long since dead, but the mil- 
lions he left behind him find a pleasing 
monument in a little, low rambling bouse 
at Fishkill, N. Y. 

There Mr. Donahue began his battle 
with the world, though this humble be- 
ginning would not be particularly note- 
worthy were it not for the fact that the 
house where he lived many years and 
probably laid the foundation of his for 
tune is the oldest in .America. 

The Teller mansion, as it is called, was 
built in 170<J by Iloger Brett and stands 
exactly as it was 18ti years ago. It is a 
long rambling house, built of wood, with a 
siding of cedar shingles scalloped and 
overiappiiig each other. Just to the right 
of the front door is a small bedchamber 
conteining an elegant rosewood cabinet 
and ebony wardrobe, with quaint carvings 
on the panels of the doors. This cabinet 
was brought over from Holland over 200 
years ago. 

On the right of the hall farther on is the 

Sarlor, with a curiously carved mantel, 
n the left is a large dining-room, where 
hang the family portraits. The Tellers are 
descendants of .\iieke Jans, Holland's 
beautiful but erratic daughter, and her pic- 
ture, as well as that of Bogardus, the gay 
dominie of the colony, are to be seen. 

This ancient homestead is still in the 
possession of the descendants of the origi- 
nal occupants, and what is better and rarer, 
the old furniture has been Kept in place, 
so that the interior harmonizes with the 
interestuig historical exterior. 

During revolutionary times the dwellers 
in this famous house entertained hundreds 
of hungry continental soldiers, who were 
quariereil near by, and in 178.3 a great din- 
ner was served in commemoration of the

Ireland's Loss by IinmlBratlon. 
Since 1864, through Ireland generally, and 
especially in the west, very early marriages 
have been less frequent.

A Lawyer Who I« Stonn nnaf and Tet 
Has a Large PrHctica. 

The following remarkable instances of 
deaf persons, many of them congenitally 
so, who are practicing professions and de- 
pending entirely upon lip-reading for their 
understanding of conversatioD, was pre- 
pared by a gentleman connected with an 
institution for the deaf, whose name I am 
not at liber^ to give. 

A Coltunbns paper has published some 
accounts of the stone-deaf Ohio lawver, in 
full iiractice, who dtpends absolutciv upon 
lip-reading, and who has tried cases in 
Columbus courts For twelve years now 
N. B. Lutes of Tiffin, Ohio, has depended 
entirely upon lip-reading to do all'that any 
lawyer does for his clients in court and in 
every phase of the practice of the law. 

The latest issue of the Missouri Deaf- 
mttte Record gives an account of a lady 
who reads the lips of ministers and public 
speakers. Alexander Hunter of the United 
States Land Ofllce in Washington, D. C, is 
"deaf as an adder." Though far from per- 
fect in lip-reading, he has read UO words 
given otit from the dictionary without 
making a mistake. 

He has read the Upa of Beecher and 
Booth almost faultlessly, and has greatly 
enjoyed pulpit and platform orators and 
some of the great actors, the chief draw- 
back in reading their lips being the shift- 
ing of their positions on the stege, so that 
their lips were at times invisible. 

Mitenell, the chemist, an examiner in 
the United States Patent Office, graduated 
from the Clarke Institute, N'orthamptoii, 
Mass., and, though a poor lip-reader, grad- 
uated from the Worcester (Mass.) Poly- 
technic School as an analytical chemist. 

For many vears a totally deaf man has 
occupied a place in the United States civil 
service, receiving his tirst appointment on 
the strength of admirable papers in the 
civil service examination. Notwithstand- 
ing his infirmity, thanks to his lip-reading, 
he took the regular course at a great uni- 
versity, recited with his classmates, at- 
tended lectuies and secured his degree. 1 
doubt if president or professors knew he 
was a deaf man. Certainly scmie of his 
classmates did not know it. For business 
reasons tiis deafness is kept secret, and a 
keen newsoaper man went throngh the 
office In which he was emploveda few 
years ago in search of a deaf 'clerk and 
failed to find such a man or any one who 
knew of the existence of such a casein that 
department.— Popular Science Monthly. 

An Klpvntrcl I.akp. 
The lake which has the uistinction of be- 
ing the most elevated bodv of water in the 
world is Green Lake, Colorado. Its surface 
is 10,252 feet above the level of the sea, and 
its shores are perpetually covered with 
snow. The water of the lake is as clear as 
crystal, and large sections of rctrihed trees 
are distinctly visible at a depth of over 
100 feet. In one portion of the lake a large 
area of the bottom is still covered with a 
standing petrified forest. The branches of 
these rock trees are of dazzling whiteness, 

fiving them the appearance of having 
een cut from marble. The maximum 
dephs of the lake is 223 feet.— Cincinnatti

His Family. 



He Is Thought to Be in the Citv 
AND Will Be Arrested

There is a brave little woman, with a 
family of five children, living at 2!H3Ji 
Mission street, who has abundant proof 
that marriage, a? far as she is concerned, is 
a failure. The woman is Mrs. Klizabeth 
Council, aud she is now struggling against 
adverse circumstances, consequent upon 
the desertion of her husband, Joseph Con- 
nell, formerly a finisher in Buckin^tam &

Billiards has been written about so often 
that the principles of the game seem to be 
generally understood, and it would require 
a good-sized book to give even a fair de- 
scription of the various "spreads," "fol- 
lows," "masses," "forces," "gathers," etc. 
This article is intended merely to he a gen- 
eral discour.se on the game, and particu- 
larly on the greatest billiard-players of the 
age and some of the shots they make. 
"Jacob Schaefer and Frank C. Ives, re- 
spectively the "Wizard" and the "Young 
Napoleon" of billiards, are in San Fran- 
cisco again. They have given two public 
exhibitions at Metropolitan Hall and one 
at the Olympic Club for the benefit of the 
members ami their lady friends. There- 
suit wouitl seem to be that every one who 
does not play the game is going to learn it, 
and those who do play, with more or less 
skilL are bent on improvement. 

Without entering into a discussion as to 
the relative merits of the two players, it 
mav not lie amiss to state that Ives, by 
virtue of the result of his last match with 
Schaefer, holds at present the title of 
Champion. Notwithstanding his defeat 
li,..wever, Schaefer is still regarded by a 
!: .1 -o; .iy of billiard experts as the greatest 
I i iyer that ever lived. Be that as it m.iy, 
h is mantle will undoubtedly fall on Ives, 
as iSlosson, "The Student," who formerly 
fo rmed one of the "Great Trio," and 
Vigneanz, the great French expert, have 
practically retired from the fight for cham- 
pionship laurels, while Sexton, Daly, Dion, 
Wallace and Carter, although undoubtedly 
experts, were never properly in the cham- 
pionship class. Ives is simply a marvel of 
accuracy and clear-headedness, and be- 
tween him aud Schaefer there is little to 
choose. A match between them to-day 
might be won by one, and to-morrow by 
the other. Between ordinary players a 
raiscue or a blunder might not make much 
difference in the general result. Between 
th CSC two it would result fatally if made at 
a critical point in the game. As Schaefer 
is generaliy supposed to have taught Ives 
ail tnat he knows in regard to the finer de- 
tails of the game, and to have been his 
mentor and guide in the formation of his 
play, it is not surprising that they play 
very much alike with the exception of 
speed, Ives taking more time. He is by 
no means a 'slow player, but Schaefer never 
appears to look more than once at a shot 
before playing it. He is not careless, how- 
e ver. No man can be careless and at the 
same time be a perfect master of idain bil- 
liaras, and also of every innovation intro- 
duced into it for years, most, if not all, of 
which were introduced simply for the pur- 
pose of curbmg ability to play ail night. 

A case in point is the match he played 
here a 4!ouple of years ago with our then 
local champion, McCleery. The match 
was played in Metropolitan Hall, 3000 
points up, in blocks of 1000 a night, Mc- 
Cleery receiving odds of a discount. The 
result is well rcpiembered. Mct.'leery made 
a few points. Schaefer picked up his cue 
and ran his first thousand without a break. 
He left the balls in perfect pusiliun, went 
over and repeated the operation the sec- 
ond night, and on the third ran out the 
last block and won the match. McCleery 
mignt just as well have been at home or 
anywhere else, as be never had an oppor- 
tunity of shooting after Schaefer got to 
work. 

To cast back a liltle, and by way ol ex- 
planation 01 some ot tue changes in the 
game, it was just such runs as these that 
led to the adoption of the various distances 
of balk line and the champions' game. 
People were tired of seeing the players get 
the balls "on the rail," work them down, 
"tarn the corner," and so on round and 
round the table, with not a single break in 
tho endless monotony. In a luateh straight 
railgameit is not loni; before the balls, after 
the most ace ur;ite ana delieate manijiula- 
tion, assume the position described in 
figure 1 in the diagram below. Figures 2 
and 3 show other posiuons, very much the 
same, into which they are susceptible of 
being "nursed" without materially injur- 
ing the player's chances for a big run, but 
it is the Intent to keep them always in the 
position, approximately, as shown in figure 
1. The ability to do this is in fact the very 
backlione of s"traii;lit billiards. Without it 
110 one can hope to be any more than an 
average player. It is perhaps equally as 
ditiictilt to get them there as it is to keep 
them there, but they often get into that 
position through accident, Inckoir "leave," 
and it certainly cannot be mauitained that 
they will stay there from any of these 
causes, for the fact is that they will not. 
They yearn to get away, and nothing but 
the most tender coaxing and manipulation 
in the proT>er way will prevent them from 
gettin.e away. Without that you make a 
few points and, lol you have lost them. 

Figure 4 shows the balls at the comer 
and the method of turning it. 
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As stated before this is the delicate work 
of billiards. The diagram below shows a 
"position" shot that needs a "smash." 
Lon Harris naed to nmfce it eaoUjr, butit 



tajces a little -too much strength for the 
ordinary player.

The following shot is one that Schaefer 
made at the Olympic Club the other night. 
The cue ball is struck above the center 
slightly, but with the cue held at a slight 
angle which furnishes the drawing power 
and makes it jump the red ball, strike the 
white and come back and make the earom 
on the red in the corner.

Probablj the secret of Schaefer's success 
in these snots lies in his ability to hit a ball 
just a little harder than any other player, 
in spite 01 the fact that he is a small man 
physically. The following shot requires 
an enormous amount of force: The cue 
ball is held at a slight elevation, strikes the 
red and takes the course indicated by the 
blaek line, making the catom on the two 
balls on the side rail, • 




In the following diagram is shown a shot 
that speaks for itself, and it is well that it 
does so. for no adequate written explana- 
tion of it can be furnished. 

On this same diagram three balls are 
shown in a direct line with each other in 
the lower corner of the table. The balls in 
this position form what is known as the 
"imnossiblc." The cue ball is "frozen" in 
the corner and the other two are frozen 
together, the nearer of the two to the cue 
ball being separated from it by a hair s 
breadth only. There is no opportunity for 
a mas.se, the o\ie liall cannot be made to 
get up on the rail by any kind of trickery, 
and to attempt to carom over to the loiig 
rail and back in order to meet the farther 
object ball would result simply in a 
"shove," and be consequently illegitimate. 




Schaefer and Ives is the fact that they 
"OW the "stroke" arm at a verv consider- 
able distance from their sides when play- 
ing, a direct slap in the face of the old rule 
that the •arm niu^t swing directly in line 
with the object ball and the eye." 

The diagram below shows the "balk 
line," the very name of which is snfiBcient 
to indicate its purpo.se, i. e., to prevent the 
balls from being nursed in tiie way illus- 
trated by diagram A, two points only 
being allowed within the line, after which 
one of the balls must be driven outride of 
its limits. It matters not that it may 
come in again in exactly the position that 
it occupied before. It must be driven 
"out" and "in," and for a time it was 
thought to answer all the restrictive re- 
qnircnients. But nece-isity rose to the oc- 
casion and invented the "anchor nurse," 
as shown by the position of the balls — one 
on each sidi' of the lialk line. The "Murs- 
ing'" in this case consi-^ted of rnbbiu;^ the 
cue ball across the fa<-es of the other two 
SO gently that their positions were not dis- 
turbed. Kuns of 000 or (KW in this way 
have been made, and promoters of the 
game are wandering what they will invent 
next to curtail tba enormous runs seem- 
ingly possible to such players as Schaefer 
and Ivea.

Tt is strange that some sort of a com- 
bir.ation game has not been tried, the rule 
being that each player shall make in the 
order indicated say lOOO straight billiards, 
2S0 at cushion caroms, 750 at balk line 
plain and the next thousand at balk line 
with the anchor nurse barred. I'nder 
these it would be possible to see all of the 
different styles in one evening, which 
would be vastly more satisfactory to the 
spectator than under the present rules of 
play. The figures could be altered if 
necessary to include two blocks of straight 
billiards of .WO each, with cushion caroms 
in between or a little balk line. This plan 
also would go far to prove the general 
sui'rcmacy of one player in a combination 
of stvles. For instance, no one will play 
Schaier at cushion caroms. Even Ives de- 
clined to make a match with him at that 
stvle of game, preferring to keep, for a 
while, at least, the laurels won at balk 
line. It is doubtful if any one would en- 
gage in a straight billiard match with him, 
either, as runs of '-'AM) in 3000-point 
matches sound too discouraging. But the 
combinatiou system as outlined above 
would do away with all that, as a little re- 
flection will prove. 

Lack of space preclndes a farther disser- 
tation on the game and its leading players, 
or even to give any idea of the multitu'ie 
of shots possible. An evening spent in 
contemplating a first-class billiard match 
will be found more instructive and edify- 
ing than all the books printed or yet to be 
printed on this the only "gentleman's 
^ame" and the finest indooi pastime yet 
invented.

Thomas Kelly, the tall man, 6 feet 8 
inches, who was suspected, owbk(; to his 

tallness and thinness, of being implicated 
in the Stagg murder, has been completeljK 

relieved of the unjust suspicion. 

Robert Lee, the colored man, who was In 
the sitting-room with 
Stagg at the time of the 
murder, had a look at 
Kell.v in the City Prison, 
and when he "saw his 
extraordinary height 
and attenuated frame 
he at once said Kelly 
was not the man. 

The giant smiled a 
sickly smile and re- 
marked pleasantly : 
"Well, I told you so. but 
you wouldn t believe 
me." 

Kelly is again a free 
man. Yesterday morn- 
ing he and the five oth- 
ers, Joe Bunnell, John 
Aiiiicrson, George Wil- 
son, Charles Kills aud 
I'^iiward WiSiams, ap- 
peared before Jndge 
Campbell to answer to 
the charges of vagrancy 
and visiting an opium 
place. They were found 
in a lodging-house on 
the corner of Pine and 
Dupont streets on Sat- 
urday night, March Si. 

Their attorney asked 
for u dismissal of the 
charge of visiting an 
opium place on the 
ground that section 307 
of the Penal Code pro- 
vides that the opium 
must be sold and smoked 
place. . 

There was no clarge that the opium was 
sold in the lodging-house where the de- 
fendants were arrested by the police. The 
Jndge decided the point was well taken, 
and dismissed the cases. 

On the vagrancv charge it was proved 
that Kelly, Ellis aud Williams had been 
working prior to their arrest, and the 
cases against them were dismissed. The 
cases against Bunnell. Anderson and Wat- 
son were continued till April ,;. 

Kelly, the giant, felt more aggrieved at 
being considered an "opium fiend" than at 
the suspicion of being the tall man who 
shot Cornelius Stagg. He refused to give 
his true nune.

Recently Mayor Pardee learned that the 
Oakland 'Water Company had failed to tile 
the required statement, and on the 20th 
ult. he lodged a coniiilaint against the cor- 
poration charging it with misdemeanor 
under the pro'risions of the statute. 

When the case came up in court yester- 
day the corporation admitted the facts 
stated in the information, and on the plac- 
ing of the records in evidence the court 
found the defendant guilty. Counsel lor 
the corporation asked to be allowed to 
make a statement before sentence was 
passed. 

He said that the company had no inten- 
tion of evailini; the provisions of the ordi- 
nance, but had found it impossible to com- 
ply on account of the condition its works 
: were in. Someof the most important parts

I He called attention to the fact that the 
coiniiaiiy had luilirp-d the Couiicil of tlie 
i c-oiulltiijii of its affairs iinniediatelv on the 
I receipt of the notice asking for the state- 
I mem, and at that time had .said it would 
I be impossible to give the required figures.

The mining company sank shafts, tun- 
neled the hills, erci ttd immense hoisting 
and reduction works, built huge furnaces, 
constructed railroads and bridges and 
mountain roads. It maintained a large 
general merchandise-store, and blessed the 
village With a schoolhouse that also served 
as a church. After doing these many good 
things it turned its property over to the 
mortgagee, the late William O'Brien, 
through whom it descended to its present 
ownership. The mines ceased to pay on 
account of low pru'os, and so the doors of 
the works were clo.sed, and the village of 
Guadalupe, which had contained a popu- 
lation estimated anywhere from 1000 to 
ISOO souls, was gradually deserted, until 
to-day the traveler is struck by its desol*- 
tion. 

From the hillslopcs, the rows of window- 
less cabins look down almost pathetically 
on the gigantic wi.rkj wherein no lire has 
burned nor any wheel revolvL-d this many 
a year. 

Sweet Auburn, "loveliest village of the 
plain," may have a sort of companion- 



their backs upon the settlement. The Chi- 
nese disappeared a Uttie later, and the 
Mi xicans and natives hung about the 
place for years. At present a couple of na- 
tive families are the only inhabitants save 
the watchman, who is, for the greater part 
of the year, Mayor and Cotincil, police 
force and white population of Guadalupe. 

An old frame building that once served 
as headquarters for the Guadalupe Fire 
Iiepartment is now utilized occasionally by 
the parish priest of Los Gatos, who cele- 
brates mass for the few remaining natives 
and others of his faith thereabouts remote 
from regular places of divine worship.

mendous lode from which thousands of 
flasks of quicksilver have been extracted. 
The Guadalupe mine had been worked 
for nearly thirty years when it was closed 
down nearly a d<««de ago by reason of the 
depression in the quickdlver market. The 
impression seems to have gone abroad that 
the quicksilver deposits of the Guadalupe 
■were worked to their utmost limit, and 
that they l\ave "peiered out." It is, how- 
ever, contended by tlie heirs to the Capi- 
tancillos Krant that ti:v ' i.i'.iiiM- mine, 
if opened up to-day, would ia.ke rank with 
the largest quicksilver mines of the world. 
It is further maintained that on much of

General H.-ildeinan had evident! v not 
been to Korea. The Minister there has a 
much better position than our Minister at. 
Bangkok. He has better ouarters, and 
Korea is one of the few countries in which 
Uncle Sam owns his mvu house. The 
King, I think, donated ih,- land, and the 
home of the American .Minister is a com- 
modious, one-story buililin^-, covering con- 
sidei'able groiiiiil, and ilecidedlv comfort- 
able, though 1 was told that it was slightly 
unhealth}', and that the secretary of the 
legation who bad last lived in it had nearly 
died of fever in consequence. This is noth- 
ing, however, fur a (Jonsul or a diplomat, 
as to which witness the niunher of consuls 
who die every administration at Vera Cruz 
from yellow fever, and the others who are 
taken off by miasma in other coun- 
tries of the world.

)dant into the palace. His Majesty is very 
much afraid of assassination. He has two 
great palace cities, each of which contains 
between live hundred and a thousand 
acres of buildings, and wliich are about 
two miles apart. Mr. I'ower had put 2000 
incandescent lights into these palaces, and 
hundreds of them are kept blazing from 5 
o'clock in the evening until H o'clock in 
the rooming.

This gave Dr. Allen a great reputation 
throughout the whole land. He was 
called in to prescribe for the Korean 
nobles, and during the years of his mission 
in Korea he actually inrned into the mis- 
sion funds over $.')(J<Ki a year which he got 
from his outside practioe. The King and 
ijueen took his advice on many matters of 
foreign policy, and when they sent their 
embassy to ■W'ashini;ton he went along as 
their conlidential forei_-n adviser. He 
stayed with them for sunie lime iu Wash- 
ington, winning friends everywhere and 
afterward went back to Korea as our sec- 
retary of legation. To-day when anv mat 



King's armory and repaired his Gatling 
guns, lie was about to build an electric 
railroad from Seoul to the llau Klverwhen 
the present rebellion broke out and every- 
thing .stopped. 

There is a large colony of missionaries in 
Seoul, ami there are missionary stations at 
the leading seaports of the couniry.

In ad- 
dition to these the French Catholics and 
the Church of England have a number of 
missionaries, and the Methodists have a 
Korean s:chool or college, under the charge 
of the Rev. H. A. Appenzeller. I paid some 
attention to mission work during the trip 
which I made through Japan, China and 
Korea last summer. I found the mission- 
ari"s hard-working, earnest men, and they 
are doing a vast deal of good through the 
masses upon whom they have to work are 
80 many and the miasionaries 8o few that 
there is not as rapid progreas as might be 
otherwise. There are mission stations 
scattered throughout the Chinese empire, 
and there are now 129<> missionaries at 
work in that country. They claim that 
they have 4O,(X)0 Chinese who are regular 
communicants, and the increase has been 
rapid within late years. It is eighty-six 
years since Protestant mission* were started 
in China, and the chief work has been 
done iluring the last thirtr-five years, at 
the beginning of which there were only six 
communicants. One of the friends of the 
missions claims that if the same advance

pealed to. Through him the missionaries 
have found access to the best classes of the 
country, and their work is not confined to 
the coolies, as it is to a large extent in 
ChiBa. Dr. Allen has not been connected 
with the missions in any olHcial way for 
years, and bis work has h'een pr.ictlcal and 
diiiloniatic rather than religious. He is a 
man of high education, a I>orn diplomat 
and thoroughly efHcient in every respect. 

There are a number of Americans con- 
nected with the Korean (iovernment. 
General Clarence Greathousc is the foreign 
dvisertothe King, and his Majesty con- 
sults him on all matters of foreign policy. 
His salary is, I believe, about $12,000 a year, 
and he has a magnificent establishment, 
with nimieroaS servants. He spends a 
great deal of his time in the palace, and he 
is connected with many of the modern re- 
forms. Not long ago the King gave him a 
rank, and I believe he has now the right to 
wear a gold button under his ear. General 
William McK. Dye, who went over to 
Korea to reorfranize the army some vears 
ago, IS still in the .service of the JCing. 
He took part in the late war in this 
country and then went to Epypt, 
where he served with great distanc- 
tion in the Mmy of the Khedive. He 



there will be 28,w)0,000 Protestant commu- 
nicants in China and a Christian commu- 
nity of 100,000,000 people. As for me, I 
very much doubt this estimate. There is a 
ereat mission work gioing on in Japan, and 
Japan is the paradise of the missionary. 
He is allowed to do as he pleases, and the 
people are more easily converted. .Some of 
the best work of the missionaries is 
through their hospitals, which are very 
much needed, ami which are now thor- 
ougly appreciated bv the Asiatics. The 
work in this line haslieen improving every 
year, and the man wiio tells you that the 
missionaries are not doing anything in 
Asia has nut, as a rule, been inside of a 
missionary's house nor looked at all into 
the real work which they are attempting 
to accomplish. 

Japan is now considered quite as desir- 
able a country by our diplomatic agents a.s 
England or "the Continent. The salaries 
of tlie Consuls are high and onr diplomats 
live much better in Japan than they do in 
Europe. Nearly every one of them has a 
large establishment, with plenty of serv- 
vants, and they are, as a rule, of a higher 
grade than those appointed to the big cities 
of Europe. TThe Consul-General at Yoko- 
hama is one of the ablest men who has 
«TM been sent abnud in that cspaclty

END OF AN OLD QUARREL 



His Assailant a Discharged Em- 
ploye — A Scene of 
Excitement. 



While Market street was crowded with 
pedestrians yesterday afternoon Dr. J. E. 
Flonf of room 21, Phelan building, was 
latally shot by J. D. L. McGanghey in 
front of tbeColnmbiat! building. 

Dr. Plonf left his oflii e al>o!it a quarter- 
past 4 o'clock, acconiiiaiiioci by K. B. Mur- 
doch, a banker frimi Orlanii, ("nlr.sa 
County. Tticy were walking westward, 
anil a- they reached the Columbian bnild- 
ing Mctiaughey wus !>tanding in the en- 
trance with a notebook in his hand. 

Dr. Plouf motioned with his cane to Mc- 
Gau>:liey and Murdoch stci)j>ed aside. 
Angry words passed between the two men 
nil i t';ir doctor knocked McOaughey down 
i ~:r i''k him with his cane, breaking it 
in twii. 

McHaughoy rope to his feet and they 
clinched. Mctjaughey reached back and 
puiied a revolver irom nis pocket and fired 
two shots in rapid succession into the doc- 
tor, who released his hold and staggered 
back against the railing at the entrance to 
Beamish's store. "You have got two into 
nie." said the doctnr. at. he leaned against 
the railing, "and thai s enough, as I am 
not arnu'l." 

Mc<iaui;;.< v rushed at him BKain, placed 
the niii7;^le of the revolver against the 
wounded man's alidomen, and lired two 
more shot.* into him. 

Tlie crowd scattered when the shots 
were lire<l and the wildest excitement 
reigned. Women shrieked and men rushed 
to the middl.^ of the street, but others, 
after sretting" over their niomenlary fear, 
clobed in n|M.i: T^lclian^rhey. Ileteetive 
Handley nas within a few yards of the 
scene of the sliooting, and on wheeling 
rovind saw the smoking revolver in Mc- 
Gaughey's hand. He was among the tjrst 
to grab hold of Mctiaiighey, who said : "I 
ttanttogive mvself up. ' \Vliere"s an ofB- 
cer?" 

"I am an officer." said Handley. 

"Well," said McGaughey, "I'll surren- 
der myself to you." 

Handley took him into the main en- 
trance of the Coltinibian building' to get 
away from the crowd and got an oilicer to 
ring foi- the patrol wairon. He was taken 
to the City Prison, but was not charged, 
p<'ndiiiir the result of Dr. Plouf's wounds. 

The doctor was driven to the Waldeck 
Sanitarium, 404 Ivddy street, where a 
hurried examination .'-howed that three of 
the bullct> iiad taken elfect. One liad gone 
clean throi!;;h hiin. piercing his kidneys; 
anotiier had pierced one of his lungs and 
the third had lodged in bis lirer. The 
fourth buHet had struck the doctor's watch 
and glanced off into his pocket, where it 
was found. The doctor e.xpres.sed the 
opinion that he was dying and the super- 
intendent telephoned to police head- 
quarters for an officer to take bis ante- 
mortem statement. 

When Detective Handiey and Policeman 
Coleman reached the sanitarium with Mc- 
Ganghey t'1 ;_'Pt the doctor to identify him 
the physicians in attendance rcfa.sed to al- 
low them to bee him. as he was engaged 
with his secretary, G. D. Mahone, giving 
him instructions regarding his business af- 
fairs be/ore being placed on the operating- 
table. 

Later on District Attorney Barnes called 
at the sanitarium anti took the doctor's 
ante moncMi statement, which was sealed 
and placed in the safe at the City I'rison. 

McGaughey made the following state- 
ment: •'! was standing in the entrance to 
the. ('oluinl'ian itiiildiiig uiaking some notes 
in iny !i' 'tcijt uk when Itr. I'ioiif and an 
another centlenian passed along. The doc- 
tor signaled to me with his cane uad I 
went forward to sec what he wanted. He 
called ine ail the vile naiiu's imaginable and 
hit nic .1 hiiiw v.-itli his Jlst on the si<lc of 
mj'licad which knocked mi- down. While 
on the ground he struck me with his caiie. 

-As I To.se to my feet he grabljcd hold of 
me by my shirt front and pulled a sur- 
geon's knife, which he always carried, out 
of his pocltet . I was afraid* he was going 
to cut me so I pnlle.l out my revolver and 
fired at iiiin. I don't know how many 
shots 1 tire 1. I n inse to make any fur- 
ther statcntetit. li will all all come out at 
the triai " 

Tht re has hffn bad blood between the 
doctor ana Mciianghey for a long time. 
Mcilangliey wa.-, in the (iocior's employ- 
ment during the months of .Inne, .luly aiid 
Augufst last year, and was discharged for 
j)rying into bis private affairs. "Three or 
lour months ago McGaughey had the doc- 
tor 'arrested for slander.'but the case was 
dismissed. On Tne.s'lay la:-t Mcdaiighey 
■ati'l. ','luir'fs Wilson were arrested oh 
warrants suorn out by the doctor charg- 
•ini;'theiii with attempting by threats to 
«xlorf- money. The doctor alleged that 
while McO.inghey was in his employment 
he opened his privme letters and searched 
his waste - basket for snch letters and 
parted tlK-m together. 

(.Ine of till sc letters was from a ladv in 
the country and McGaughey gave.it to 
'Wilson, who went with it to the ladv's 
husbartd and attempted to blackmail him. 
Wilson got some money for the letter, but 
■when the husband read ii he lound there 
was jiolhinr incriminating in it and sent it 
on to Dr. Plouf. 

•. McGaughey has been employed here in 
ovariotis capacities. H" was recently em- 
ployed in till- coinpilatliKi of Langley's Di- 
rectory. It. is rcporto'l lh;»t in IK',)! he was 
a Heviify ("oiiiity Clerk in Kings County, 
Wash., and niisappioiiriated witnesses' fees 
to the amount of $>>00. Through political 
influence and the influence of mends the 
case was squared. 

James D.L. McGaughey came to this cit 
shortly before the tire from His sons. Cal 
He was a young man of pleasant address 
and made many friends. When he first 
came to the city he made himself popular 
with the politicians by working at the pri- 
maries, and was finally made a dctiuty 
county clerk in 1890. He was made clerk 
oi Judge Hunt's co\irt in the summer of 
18H1. He w as arresti d later on onacbarge 
of forgery and grand larceny. 

It seems that • number of those who are 
called as witnesses to the Superior Court 
fail to rail for their fees and McGaughey 
took advantage of this fact. He forged 
names of witnesses or caused them to be 
forged, cashed the orders and pocketed the 
money obtaining in this way about J800. 

McGaughey asked for a hearing l>efore 
the County Commissioners before the 
trial, and at the meeting begged hard and 
promised if he was not pro^oi utrd to 
repay the money. He did make at least 
a partial restitution, and his friends gay he 
paid it all back. The disclosure but Mc-

Dr. Charles M. Enright, one of the most 
promising and best-known of the yoime 
physicians and surgeons of this city and 
ei-Police Surgeon, died last Friday night 

at his mother's residence at Mountain 
■\'iew, Santa Clara County, after a linger- 
ing illness. His death, while deeply la- 
mented by his friends, was not unexpected. 

His health lirst began to fail in the early 
part of January, 1894, soon after the death 
of his father— James Enright. During his 
father's illness he liad been oniemitting in 
his attentions to him. 

With the failure of his health Dr. En- 
right g:ivr r,i his lucrative practice, and 
went to Deiivur, hoping that the climate 
there would benefit his lung ailment. 

He improved for awhile, and then re- 
turned to this State, locating in the moun- 
tains near Lake Tuho.. His iniproveil 
health did not last long, and last October 
he returned to his mother's ranch and 
there remained until his death. 

Dr. Enrifht was born in Santa Clara 
Countj' thirty-tliree years ago, and was 
educated at St. Mary's and Santa Clara 
colleges. He early chose the medical pro 
fession as one to fo'Uow, and studied at the 
medical department of the university lo- 
cated in the Toland College. 

He graduated thence in 1084, and imme- 
diately began pr.M tiee in association with 
Dr. Miirpliy, who was then one of the best 
physicians in tlie citv. He was very suc- 
cessful from the start. In 1886 ne was 
chosen Police Surgeon to succeed Dr. Mar- 
tineaut and served with ability for two 
years. 

He was a member of the Olympic Club 
and was an ardent sportsman. 

Dr. Enright will long be remembered by 
his friends for his warm, kindly disposi- 
tion and manly traits of character, while 
many poor persons whom he treated for

A jealous window-cleaner waylaid and 
murdered his partner on Broadway yester- 
day afternoon. Eugene da Leva, 28 years 
old, was the victim and Vicenzo Palmi, 
aged 25, was the mnrderer. The real cause 
of ^he trouble was jealousy. At first it was 
reported the men, who were partners in 
the window-cleaning business, hadaccused 
each other of embezzling funds. 

A youiii: woman has been receiving at- 
tentions from Palmi for some time. Leva 
recently called on the woman and I'alnii 
became very jealous. When Leva returned 
from work yesterday afternoon he went to 
his room in the Trinagria Hotel, 418>^ 
Broadway, near Montgomery. 'When he 
Q^me downstairs Palmi was waiting for 
him and the murder followed. 

After the mtirderPaUii laughed heartily, 
as if he had played a good joke on the man 
he had killed. He shouted out between 
bursts of laughter, "He think he catcha 
mc sleep. He hava gun in his pocket. He 
taka his hand off to hita me. I graba his 
pistol and shoota him. Ha, ha, ha." 

The circumstances ot the crime show it 
was deliberately planned. After his ar- 
rest I'alnii was as happy as he could be, 
and when in jail freely told over again 
how he had killed Leva. 

Last September Leva purchased a half 
interest in a window-cleaning business 
conducted by Palmi at 121 O'Farrell street. 
Leva paid $110 for the half interest. He 
made charges recently that Palmi liad 
been robbing him out of some of hi> share 
of the linn's money. The men met about 
4:30 P. M. ye-iterday in the Trinagria Hotel, 
at Broadway, where they board. 

They engaged in a quarrel and were or- 
dered out by the proprietor. When they 
got outside the shooting took place. 

Some of the witnt.-ses state that Palmi 
pulled a revolver from his pocket as soon 
as Leva placed his hand on Palmi's shoul- 
der. Others say that Leva tried to stop 
Palmi, as he demanded money, and Palmi 
tried to get away. Leva placed his hand 
on I'almi's shoulder and Palmi ininiedi- 
ately fired a revolver at his head. l>eva 
dropped to the grotiud with a bullet in his 
brain. 

The brutal Palmi then struck the dead 
man's head with tin pistol and tired 
another shot into his body. He then 
started into the saloon, but came out iiii- 
medutely and a«un fired a bullet into the 
body, as if to make sure he had killed nis 
man. 

By this time .<].rTial rolitcnian Otis H. 
Burge came niniiuig ralmi started to 
escape, but ilnrge <,-ai;f.'lit him and held 
him. Regular Olliicr Hcorge Riordan 
then came up and put handcuffs on the 
murderer. 

When Palmi was placed in jail he told 
his story, whieh differs from that given 
by the few witnesses examined by Ser- 
geant Conboy, Otlicer Kiordan and Special 
Burge. 

Palmi said he knew Leva was waiting 

tor a chance to kill him. He felt that Leva 
intended to do something when they met 
at the hotel bar. When they got outside 
3.«eva wanted coi;tinue their quarrel, and 
I'alnii ;jays he saw a pistol tn Leva's 
pocket. When the latter raised his hand 
to put it on Palmi's shoulder, Palmi in- 
stantly thrust his hand into Leva's pocket, 
pulled out the revolver and tired it. He 
admits firing the three shots, and in hit- 
ting the head of the dead body. Palmi 
thinks it was a great joke to take'the pistol 
out of Leva's pocket and to kill him with 
his own weapon. The witnesses say, how- 
ever, that the revolver belongs to Palmi. 

The men about the scene of the crime re- 
fuse to give any version of the affair. They 
acted as it in tlrtfad of death being meted 
out to them by revengeful friends of the 
murdorer. 

On Leva's body was fonnd a large clasp- 

knife. 

Nothing was fonnd on Palmi, but Officer 
Riordan searched his room at 1018 Alont- 

fomery street and there found two mur- 
erouK weapons, which go lar to prove the 
bloodthirsty nature of the murderer. One 
was a stout stiletto, with a six-inch blade. 
In the center of the blade was a rectangu- 
lar hole about an inch and a half in length. 
Fitted in this was a brass tongue, which is 
intended to carry poison into any woimd 
tbe knife makes. The other weapon is a 
small-sized cannibal islander's war club, 
with an iron swivel in the center. The 
ball ai the end is covered with sharp 
prongs. It is a worse weapon than asantf 
bag. When out at full length it measures 
a foot and a half, but it can Be closed up to 
a few inches.

Its Car-Tracks Laid Over a 
Piece of O'Farrell

The Street Superintendent's 
Deputy Arrives On the 
Scene Too Late, 



Daniel Kelleher went into Mayor Sutro's 
office early yesterday afternoon and com- 
plained that the Market-street Railway 
Company was tearing up O'Farrell street 
and patting down traeks in the block be- 
tween Sootiand Sevisadero, ia which block 
they have no franchise. 

The Mayor sent word to Superintendent 
of Streets Ashworth, who at once sent 
Deputy Crow to the place, who found the 
work completed— the tracks all laid for the 
half block where it is claimed the company 
has no franchise, and men at work on the 
other half on which they have a franchise. 

This was reported to the office, and there 
the matter rested, so far as the city was 
concerned, yesterday. 

The block bounded by Devisadero, Scott, 
Geary and O'Farrell streets is divided by 
Biedeman street, which c.vtends from 
O'Farrell to deary. The Market-street 
Railway ( onipany iiasa franchise on Scott 
street, the -O Farrell-street lina turning 
south on that street. The company has 
also a franchise on Devisadero street. 

As explained by John A. Russell, clerk, 
to the Board of Supervisors yesterday, the 
company some time ago secured the right 
to run down O'F'arrcll street into Beidc- 
man, where it intended to build a power- 
house. 

It seems it has not built the power- 
house, and has evidently given up the 
intention to do so, but, instead, is adding 
machinery to the Harrison-street power- 
house, with the intention, it is said, of 
operating the entire electric system from 
that point. 

"It is clear to me that the company 
wants to connect its Devisadero-street elec- 
tric line with the O'Farrell-street line." 
said Street Superintendent Ashworth yes- 
terday. "They had the right to cover "the 
half block from Devisadero street to 
Beideman on the power-house arrange- 
ment, but there was the half block from 
Beideman to Scott, and , they simply ap- 
propriated that.

At a point a few feet cast o 
Beideman street and beyond the hue ot 
controversy the workmen were ensage? 
unloading rock to be used in the conateiie- 
tion of the basalt paving between the rails. 
And on down to the east, for a distance of 
several blocks, there w.as a sm.ill arniyot 
men laying track, working westward to 
meet the finished track at Beideman 

Thomas Eagan, foreman in charge of 
construction, iinincdiately obeyed the or- 
der to suspend, and sent the teams to 
another part of the construction work, ne 
stated that the work on the piece of road- 
way in controversy had been fully com- 
pleted at li r. M. on Frid.iy. 

"I did not know whether the company 
had a franchise or not," he said. "I was 
told to complete that piece of work, and l 
did it." . J , 

Later in tlie afternoon Superintendent 
Lynch arrived and ordered his foremen to 
se'nd teams to remove the dirt from the 
street. . , 

"We have a franchise over that piece of 
roadway," saia Mr. Lyncii, in answer to an 
inquiry". ' I supposed" when the order came 
to stop work that an objection was being 
made to the joining of the franchise. We 
were working uncier a Metropoliwn Rail- 
way franchise from Scott street west to 
Bie"deman and under a Market-street Rail- 
way frani-hise thence to Devisadero street. 
Tli"at is all there is to it. The work ia done, 
and we will now init the street in order. 

"When I learned that the claim was 
made that we had no franchise I thought 
I remembered our having a franchise, and 
when 1 looked the matter up I fonnd we 
had. I thought I could not be mistaken 
about it." 

At h o'clock Mayor Sutro sent word to 
the Chief of Police, and three men were

HEW TO-SAT. 



The State Supreme roimcil of the Amer- 
ican Protective .\ss, pciation of the State of 
Calif' riii.i, which convened in the latter 
part of February, concluded its labors yes- 
terday and adjourned sine die. 

The reason given by the members for 
snch a long session wiis due to the prepa- 
ration of constitution and laws governing 
the order in this State. 

California being about the last State in 
which the order was established, the order 
being formed here a little over one year, 
there were no laws governing the members 
here except the constitution of the Su- 
preme (i rand Council of ttie World. The 
California memlwrs saw the nece8sit|y of 
adopting a constitution and general laws 
for the government of all subordinate 
councils in this State and Honolulu, which 
latter place is under the California juris- 
diction. 

To perfect this work the members of the 
State Sujireme Council, after having elected 
its State ollicers for the ensuing year and 
disposing of oniinary routine matter, .ad- 
journed from time to time to give con- 
sideration to the formation of laws and 
regulations. Having finally accomplished 
its labors, the delegates from the interior 
have returned to their homes. The report 
of the supreme president .stated that 
twentj-five new coum ils had been organ- 
ized in the State since the election in 
November and over 4000 members had 
been initiated into the order during the 
same period. 

A resolution congratulating the mem- 
i)ers of the onier in Oakland upon their 
victory in electing thirty o\it of thirty-one 
candidates for city ollicers was ordered f ir- 
warded, as also a long series of rescplutions 
to the members of the order in Manitoba 
encouraging them to stand firm in the 
position taken by their organization. 

The question of local reorganization and 
districting of councils in S.in Francisco 
brought forth quite a long debate between 
the city members, the country delegates 
taking little or no part in the discussion. 
Council No. 1 opjxjsed any division or re- 
organization of mem'oers in the city, while 
all the other councils favored the reorgan- 
ization plan. 

The advocates of the reorganization plan 
finally won by more than a two-thirds 
vote, leaving the future distribution of 
members and councils to the executive 
committee. 

Apian of selecting a State and county 
advisory boards was adopted by which 
delegates shall in the future be elected 
from Senatorial districts to the State ad- 
vi.sory board and from the several councils 
to the county atlvisory boards. 

An effort was made to have the organ- 
ization in this city commit itself in favor 
of the new charter, but this was almost 
unanimously voted down. A majority of 
the delegates held that it was un-Amer- 
ican to give as much power to one man as 
was proposed in the charter, besides other 
fatal defects which were detected tqr these 
opposed to its adoption.

1'. ".".^.Tnip natives bronjiht about 
ten ponii'ls of lle^U nn boani. our liorror 
to iin<l it to Vie tlie tiesli of Captain Cook: 
the rest of the tlesh havin;: i'ei n burned 
aud the l)ones carried to a liit;h i>laee and 
bnrieii as those of a great chief. « » » 
This afforded us an opportunity to see if 
the native* wpri> really cannibals. AVe 
asked tlieni r' l'oa;. dly. li\it found they all 
lold the <anie ihiu.j. Finally we asked the 
■direct quesiioii wii.-lr.er they had not eaten 
some of it, hut they >h. .-iwed ti e greatest 
horror. .A«.ked if it was the custom with 
ns. Tiie iiones were restored the»folIowinp; 
Sunday, wrapped up in a fireat (jufintity of 
line cloth, with a spotted cloak of black and 
white feathers." 

The real hi>tory of the.se delicious 
islands, tiv. l-.c in number, snd lyinp in a 



his smaller craft, commanded bv his son, 
and killed all the crew except the mate, 
Itavis. They al.so captured ihe boatswain 
of the other vessel, John Young. These 
two men married native women ana be- 
came powerful for good and evil. 

Vancouver came next, in JTM.i, brinping 
presents and promising the Kinp a sliip 
and artillery. He made three voyai;es. 
His ponderous books, like those of" Cook 
and La Perouse, as well as those of Rus- 
sian navigators, are elaborate in detail and 
full of stirring illustrations. Xo land in 
the world with such brief history has had 
so many and sucii reliable historians as 
the Hawaiian Islands. 

It may be mentioned here that these 
early vogagcrs found almost no animals 
there. Even the pussy cat was unknown. 
Sandalwood seemed t.i'be jireferred by the 
ChiiieM', As the chief... claimed all the 
lands thev had endless revenues, giving 
only the feast little whisky, trinkets and 
gin to those who bore the wood from the 
mountains to the ships on their shoulders. 
In exchange for the sandalwood the King 
and his chiefs obtained silks, velvets, 
clocks, carved wood and trinkets of all 
sorts ; all gleamed in such barbaric splen- 
dor as has not been seen since the days of 
Montezuma. This monstrous wealth at- 
tracted merchant ships of all nations. 

Uu«sian shipnieiit> came from .\laska 
S4>veral years later u;nU-r c(.mman<l of a 
famous botanist who, getting a grant of 
land, endeavored to obtain possession and 
drive out the native-s and English. But 
the King now had quite a fleet and stout 
armament. He drove out the pretenders 
and soon after had the satisfaction «f see- 
ing their acts repudiated by the Czar. 
There was somethnig really heroic in the 
wav the Kanaka giaitt witfi his cinb pro- 
]>osed to knock out all Russia. He had 
about forty sail for his fleet, from twenty 
to forty tons each, and perhaps forty can- 
nons. His bloo<ile.|.s victories eni bol.|,-ned 
him to dictate a letter to George ill, de- 
manding that he should send him the ship 
and brass guns which Vancouver had 
promised him when he took possession of 
Hawaii. 

.\ preat pestilence, perhaps the cholera, 
brought about by the pwtliering topether of 



not want theirs; we want them. AVe do 
not want their property, nor tiieir lands, 
nor their kingdom. 

When we reflect that, according to their 
own liistorian, the idols were burned and 
the priests driven out and the temples of 
pagan worship destroyed, we begin to ask 
whether the missionary has done so much 
for t he heathen after all. That he has done 
something is trae. Bnthas the missionary 
done as much for the heathen there as the 
heathen tias donr for the missionav? 

And when we ■ .id from their aiithority 
that the natives were so alarmed at their 
aggressive grasp that they protested in 
mass half a century since and brought 
out the above declaration to them, the 
world may be permitted to ask how that 
declaration has been complied with. The 
reason is they have taken their property, 
their lands ana their kingdom.

OLD I-OST AT HONOLULU. 



BtringjJjlther than in a group, about 200 
fthajr^i be^an with the death of Captain 
Cool^v' »t farnaniier, a modern Norse- 
man, ilk'^ wrote two large and instructive 
volum^'about the Polynesian races, un- 
dertakes to trace their history far bock by 
means of their songs and folklore. This, 
however, we have neither space nor dis- 
position to deal with; nor cun any one 
venture to set down the cause of Cook's 
(piarrel further than is briefly told in the 
iournal itut qnoted from by hia successor. 
Commoaore Wilkes, 11. S. K., condemns 
Cook and his crew as the authors of untold 
miserj- to the natives. resultiAg from dis- 
eases spread among them. 

Alexander, the recent and most reliable 
of all the many historians of Hawaii, is 
>|Uite as severe on Cook and his men. He 
further adds: " Deplorable acts of cruelty 
were perpetrated by t:ie sailors. The Dis- 
covery tired round and grape shot into the 
village of Xapoopoo and a cocoanut tree 
was lately standing near the landing place 
with a hole through it, made by one of. the 
cannon-balls fired on this occ.-ision. The 
sailors set lire to the village and the houses 
of the friendly priests, with all their effects, 
were consutoed. On Thursday a high 
chief, Eappo, was sent by Kalaniopan to 
sue for peace, and on Saturday he deliv- 
ered up part of the bones of Capt.iin Cook. 
A tabii was laid upon the bay and on Sun- 
day, the the remains of the late com- 
mander were committed to the dee;, with 
military honors." 

This same reliable authority says the 
islands were discovered by tbe'Spaniards. 
He says the Spaniards intermarried with 
the natives and became the (.r. n.»enitnrs of 
certain well-known families of rhif .'s, such 
a.s that of Kaikiewa, tlie former governor 
of Kaaai. 

In reckoning by generations, and allow- 
ing thirty years t.m an average to a genera- 
tion, we find that Keaii,wkal.ja was Ijorn 
about A. I). lotXi, and proi.ably came to the 
throne about .\. D. l.ii'> in. 

There is little doubt that these islands 
were discovered bv the S.panish navigator 
Juan Gaetauo, in tlie year lUSiS. 

To go still further back for' a moment, I 
cannot he!]. calliuL' attention to the fact 
that the early di.sroverers found many 
things among the natives to remind theiii 
of the Jews, notably the practice of cir- 
cumcision ana the maintenance of a "city 
of refuge" on each islant!. 

Iir. Kn-.crsoii of Ralph Waldo's family, 
says, in his charming work on canoe navi- 
gation in Pacific waters, that the twelve 
islands— eight or nine only inhabited— first 
began to discover one another aixiut the 
time Columbus discovered America. 

it may be noted that Kamehameha the 
fireat, so called be<.atise he conquered and 
tied all the islands together under one 
Government, was present at the death of 
(^«ptain Cook, and there and then got his 
idea of conquering his rival chiefs oy the 
Use of cannon. He 'ouilt great double war 
canoes, and in IT!).') invaded the island on 
which Honolulu now stands, and creating 
a_panic by the ute of two cannon given 
htm by the Russian.-! he drove the defense- 
less natl^ over a precipice as they at- 
tempted to reach the other side of the 
island and deatroyfed them in great num- 
bers. He had sizteeu white men with him 
and abont 15,000 natir^, armed with dnbs, 
spears and slings. 

It is probable ttie name "Islands of £eace" 
Was quite applicable up to the date of this 
cruel man's advent, for the natives never 
oven learned the use of the bow in battle, i 
but fought, when lipiit they must, with \ 
sticks, stones an. I nature's weapons. This; 
bloody conqueror was a giant in size and 
strength. He isarried a club, like Hercules, | 
and wore a vellow robe of feathers. He | 
had live wives. His favorite wife fell ill I 
about tne first of the century, and he or- 
dered the sac»ilicc of ten men. Three of 
these were i it to death on the spot where 
Honolulu n hi sUnds. It is dae his mem- 
ory to sa\; Viowever, that when bis own 
time to die di\w near, in IHIO, he refosedto 
let human saci.'».ps be made for himself. 

Tiie first ships after Cook's discovery 
■were British, commanded by his lieuten- 
ant, Dizon, 1-m. About the same time the 
famous French explorer, l.,a Perouse, came 
that way, and then jiushed on to Alaska, 
where Cook had been before him. Three 
years later .Metcalf, an American fur- 
tiader. with two small craft, had a quarrel 
Witfy the natives. He decoyed great num- 
benof natives in canoes before his cannon, 
andj opening fire, killed and wounded hun- 
4red8. In revenge the naUres OHptnred 



too many marines without regard to sani 
Inrv regulations, had broken out in Is.o.'j 
and swept iialf tlie King's army and all ti.s 
great chiefs into the around. I'his seems 
to have tempered the haughty jrride of the 
giant savage and be retired ° tu his home, 
had a brick room built for himself and 
wives and' with his own hands tilled the 
soil. 

A wise and good Andalusian had, mean- 
time, set example by setting out oranges, 
grapes^ pineapples and so on. The f^ngs 
on tasting these, told the Spanish husband- 
man that he was the better and truer man 
of the two. In fact, he now began to show 
so much good sense and moderation tliut 
the one remaining independent island sent 
in its submission and desired to share his 
posterity. 

In the spring of 1811 John Jacob Astor's 

ship Toniiuin drew in at Honolulu and 
toi.k on a crew of natives. In my history 
of Montana you will find that two years 
later, after the British had captured Asto- 
ria at the mouth of the Columbia Rirer. 
the Hudson Bay Kur Company took about 
100 Kanakas to "the head of that stream as 
trappers. The river Owyhee, a ri. h min- 
ing stream, was so named by them, after 
their own island of like name. And, in- 
deed, from this time forward, the natives 
pushed out in many directions over the 
sea, notably with the New Bedford and 
Nantucket" whaling fleets. The King 
liim>.elf often went to sea. He even 
bougfit a California ship and sent 
her time after time, manned with 
his own race and kindred, to Canton 
loaded with sandalwood. We cannot 
help admiring the old man's swift advance- 
ment. He had liegun life with a club and 
cannons; he now had ships and parks 
of artillerj'. He could not read or write, 
but he could dictate a letter like a trained 
diplomat. In 1813 one of Astor's ships was 
lost on the coast. The .shrewd old savage 
took the best possible care of the crew, but 
after the fashion of the most approved old 
Engli.sli custom, claimed and kept all the 
"salvage," ship and all, for himself. I can 
not lietter illustrate the bold and shrewd 
character of Kamehameha, the giant, than 
bv again quoting from Alexander: 

"l!v the advice, and under the direction 
of ^ohn Young, Kamehameha proceede(i 
to erect a fort at Honolulu fo eommaml 
the harbor, which was commenced in 
.Tanuary. 1S16, and completed in a year. 
It was iiearly square, measuring 800 to 
feet on a side, with walls about twelve 
feet high and twenty feet thick, built of 
coral rock with embrasures for cannons. It 
stood on the seaward side of Queen street, 
and across the lower part of Fort street. 
About forty guns, 6, 8 and 12 pounders, 
were afterward mounted, and it wa< 

g laced mitli-r the command of Captain 
eckley. Kight .'i2-nounders were after- 
ward placed on Punchbowl Hill." 

This remarkable old. man died In his 
eighty-' bird year. His colossal statue 
stai ii I ' lore the palace at Honolulu, but 
no one tcj this day assumes to say where 
his pagan priests laid his hones. 

He is regarded by the world as one of the 
greatest sovereign^ of hi.storv, butt with 
him ended tattooing and also 'the tabu— a 
word with all its signiticancc which has 
become a i)art of our own language. 

A year after the abolition of tattooing and 
the burning of tabus t he first missionaries 
arrived— March 2b, \HJO. a boat having 
been sent ashore tiie son and successor of 
the giant heathen King sent back his words 
to the ship Thaddcns: "The Ubus are 
abolished, the idols arc burned and their 
temples destroyed." This year the King 
and court removed from the big island- 
Hawaii, which is 100 miles further from 
San !■ ranci.^co— to Honolulu. This has 
been the canital ever since, .i. school was 
.•soon opened and the court were the first 
.•scholars. Commander Wilkes says that Ka- 
naka children can learn much faster from 
books than white children. It soon became 
the fashion to read and write. The Bible and 
good books of all sorts be.'an to appear in 
the native language. The natives have 
had at one time as many as six new.spapers 
but now they have been mostly suppressed 
or at least restricted of all liberty of ex- 
pression. 

In 1836 the natives bccanie so much 
alarmed at the encroachment of the mis- 
sionaries that, according to Alexander, 
himself a son of a missionary (and a most 
worthy one), they field great meetings to 
protest, and the missionaries themselves 
met and resolved: "'We desire to proclaim 
to them and to all the worid that we do 



The Regents at their last two meetings 
have discussed a plan of instruction 
in the university by observers from the 
Lick observatoiy at Mount Hamilton.

sily."

Professor Ilolden, or without consulting hiia, 
as there are signs of doing, would be coiurarv, 
it seems, to the spirit of Lick's gift, and it 
would certainly be a very unwelcome act to 
the rest of the world, reflecting no glory or 
profit on the university. 

Pon'i hamper the work of the great telescope 
or of the other, lesser glasses enjoying the pe- 
culiar advantages of location on The heigtil of 
Mount Hamilton. Every dsv ut astronomical 
activity there is pregnant w ilh added know, 
ledge of the great problem of where we are at, 
not only in space but in the history of fate. 

Regent Arthur Rodgers, when shown 

the editorial yesterday, said: "I think 
that the idea of the editorial is all right as 
far as it goes, but it is hardly complete. If 
it is intended to express a fear that the 
astronomers arc to be diverted from their 
work as observers there is no found. ni ui 
for it. As I understand the views 1 1 tije 
r.egents their desire is that the origiiuil 
work of investigation or research of the 
astronomers .shall-not be interfered with to 
any material extent My motion outlining 
a plan of instruction in the university to 
be given by the Mount Hamilton professors 
was not intended in any wav to interfere 
with their work there. Indeed, it was 
made after conference some time ago with 
different observers. The plan suggested is 
not intended to be an elatiorate one, nor to 
require any important part of the time of 
any observer. 

"It seems evident that an occasional de- 
scent into the world of the observers, 
whose life at Mount Hamilton is so isolated 
and so circum.scribed and monotonous, 
would naturallv tend to broaden them. 
Theirs is a monkish life. Thev are up at 
all hours of the night in a high altitude, 
and liable to become nervous, irritable and 
cranky. 

'• rhe plan suggested does not interfere 
with imjiortant work of any of the astron- 
omers, but it gives his obse'rvations a more 
direct purpose, and bnnp< the hermit in 
contact with the bright iniinl.- of the Uni- 
versity. It will develop a uiental interest 
and insjiiratiun fur better work in both the 
profes.sor and the student. It will induce 
a definite expression by the observer of 
the results of his observations, as well as 
the philosophy of his science. Their home 
is essentially a hermitage in tiie inonn- 
tains, and the advantages of a visit occa- 
sionally among intelfigent people for a 
purpose ought to be apparent to every- 
body." 



THE lOBISBn LONG TBIF. 

A British Ship Dismasted in 
A Gale in the At- 
lantic. 



Over Two Hundred and Forty 
Days Out From Liver- 
pool. 



The British sliip Moresby is now out 241 
days from I-iveri.ool and 91 days from 
Monteviileo. liie vessel encountered a 
severe gaie in the Atlantic and was partly 
dismasted fa the storm. Big seas were 
shipped, and at one time the gallant vessel 
was almost on her beam ends, with the 
tips of her yards dangerously near the 
water. Her decks were filled with water 
and everything was awash. The galley 
was gutted and cooking utensils went by 
the board. The wind howled through the 
rigging and spars went down to the deck 
with a run, and .sails were blown out of 
the bolt ropes and the bulwarks were 
smashed and forced outward by the impact 
of water. 

The Moresby narrowly escaped founder- 
ing, but she weathered the pale and man- 
aged to reach Montevideo under jury rip. 
She was temporarily repaired and sailed 
again for San Francisco on December 30. 
She is making a long passage of it, but un- 
doubtedly she had a hard time rounding 
Cape Horn. Her long triji has grown 
grass on her bottom, and trailing weeils 
through the rupged waters off the cape 
makes the voyage a difficult task. When 
she arrives here she will be put on the dry- 
dock. 

Up to a year ago the practice of docking 
British ships in this harbor was a very un- 
common occurrence, English owners 
often expressed a desire to do so, but the 
charges, they claimed, were too great. 
About six months ago the charges were 
reduced, but still Ran Francisco en joys the 
distinction of being the most eipcn^ive 
harbor* in the world, and shipydne men 
claim that dock-owners are standing in 
their own light. During the past six 
months more British vessels have been 
drydocked than ever before in the history 
of the harlwr. 

It is proposed to name a new street in 
New York City Farkhurst avenue, even if 
it does break the rule that honors of this 
sort shall be conferred only upon peooie 
who are dead.

PARIS, March 1.^, isno.— Rodolphe Sails, 
the gentleman beer-seller and Seigneur de 
Chat Noirville, liniliiig Iiimself very much 
bored in the country, has returned to the 
Rue Victor .Masse, Paris. BoMly he has 
arrayed him.self in his old grayish-brown 
tunic of Fiedmontese form and is now 
ready to recommence his extravagant 
speeches, his addresses to the "literary 
highnesses" of Montmartre, the quarter 
where is found the brain of Paris. Not 
yet has S:iiis recovered his sparkling wit 
of former days, but on the stage of the 
"Black Cat" Tavern he has gathered a 
company of young musicians and poets 
who in the future must be famous. 

Goudeski and Mentoza both have much 
talent. The first is blonde, bald and timid 
in appearance, but his poems are very 
ironical, a mixture of the ideal and a play 
upon words. 

Dr. Mentoza is a poet who sings with a 
most agreeable voice his own verses, which 
re exquisitely delicate. All those who 
hear him say that his declaration of love to 



cats racing over the ocean ; in another, the 
cats waltz with naiads, and in still another 
they are whirling through space over red- 
tiled roofs.

BARRY TILTS WITH RADER. 

The Collector Finds Fault 
With the Judge's^ 
Judgment. 



A Decision Had Been Rendered 
Against Him— Mose Gunst, 
Defendant. 



There was a rather unusualfscene in the 
chambers of Presiding Justice Barry yes-' 
terday afternoon, when a party to a suit, 
against whom judgment had been ren- 
dered, said that the court had erred and 
iiisisted that the Judge should withdraw 
his decision and dismiss the case to enable 
him to go to another Judge to try again. 

The complainant in the suit was J. J, 
Raucr, the well-known collector, and the 
colloquy between him and Justice Harry 
was very spirited for a time. 

"I never squeal," said Kaucr, "when the 
evidence is against me and I get beat But 
here it was- all my way and I know I am 
right. I want this case dismissed and 1 
will go before some other Judge." 

"But the case has been decided," said 
Justice Barry. 

"Oh, no it hasn't; that don't make 
any difference. I want it dismissed," said 
Kauer. 

"\S'lien judgment is rendered in this 
court it is too hue to pet a .iisiuissal. You 
can appeal it if you want. Yon can take it 
before the Superior Court and get me re- 
versed." said Judge Barry warming a 
little to the topic. 

"I don't intend to go to the higher 
court. 1 want it settled here."' 

"You will never have it tried again in 
this department." said the Judge botly. 
"I shall see t'l it th.at you won't." 

" Thi^ hi.ipnu nt is all wrong and does 
me iniii>:ice uini I want to have it tried 
apain. I'll disnu-s the case here." 

"Why diiln t you have your witnesses 
here to prove yoiir case if vou had them?" 
said the Judge. "You can appeal, but that 
is all you can do now in this case. I want 
you to understanu, Mr. Kauer, that I am 
the Presiding Justice of this department, 
however much you may think that you 
are." 

The defendant in the case in qnestion 
was no less important a personage than 
I'olice Commissioner Mose (iunst, and the 
case has rather a peculiar history. 

Gunst employed one John Uiisworth to 
paint a number of signs for his cigar-store, 
the contract figure for which was ^250. 
When Unsworth turned in the work Gunst 
refused to accept it all, but did accept a 
I'art and "0. K.'ed" a bill, according to bis 
testimony, for $100 on account. Thenjie 
went East, leaving word when the work 
was done acceptably to pay the balance. 

Unsworth sold his claim against Gunst 
to J. J. Rauer, who upon Gnnst's return 
called upon him for payment. Gunst ex- 
plained the situation and Rauer immedi- 
ately bad Unsworth arrested on a charge, 
of obtaining money under false pretenses. 

The case was heard before I'olice Judge 
Low, who dismissed it on the testimonv of 
Unsworth to the effect that the bill was 
O. K.'ed only for and that he sold; it 
on its face. 

Thereupon Rauer brought the suit in 
the Justices' Court against Qunst for the 
full amount of the Dill. At the hearing 
Gunst testified to his having refused to ac- 
cept the work, as it was not up to the con- 
tract, and that he had offered to pay ^100 
on account and pay the balance wtien it 
was properly done. 

Unsworth was not called by Rauer. The 
case had been submitted two weeks before, 
and it was the judgment in this case that 
the collector took such an emphatic ex- 
ception to. He went away saying he 
would return to Judge Low's court and 
bring another criminal suit against Uns- 
worth for having obtained money under 
false j>retenses, claiming that Junpe Bar- 
ry's Uecision releasing Gunst from re- 
sponsibility is ground sutficient on which 
to bring the criminal action.

lage was not two miles ahead. 

Left to his own devices in the matter of 
carrying out his orders Farrar had made a 
close and careful calculation. With the 
Laramie road out of sight in snow it might 
take tiiree days of hard marching to reach 
the ford, with the prospect then of finding 
themselves almost as far from the Indians 
as before, for the fords lay some forty miles 
off to the southeast, while, when last heard 
from.

A QUES TION or HONOE. 

The Fair will controversy, although as 
yet only in its incipiuicy, has already be- 
come one of the notable cases of Califor- 

nia. It is., in a certsin sense, a public 
matter, by reason of the amount of prop- 
erty affeeteil; by reason, also, of the pecu- 
liar circumstances surrounding the several 
efforts to probate the various alleged last 
wills of the deceased millionaiie; and, in a 
still more delicate sense, by reason of the 
family and trust relations involved in the 
administration and distribution of this 
vast estate as it was the final, but as yet 
undetermined, intent of its . testator 
that it should be done. Kvery step 
in the proceedings therefore has been 
and will be matter of immediate pub- 
lic interest and concern because of the legal 
and moral precedents which may he cre- 
ated for the making and breaking of dead 
men's wills and for the execution or be- 
trayal of the trusts which they may seem 
to impose. 

Ever since the production of that alleged 
will of .Senator Fair which was most re- 
cently offered for probate, there have been 
vague rumors of a compromise between 
the children of the decedent and the execu- 
tors or trustees under the - stolen'' will. 
These rumors have takuu detiuitc form 
within the past few days, and It is broadly 
stated that the children of Senator Fair 
have offered to each of the executors a 
much larger amount of money than they 
could hope to realize in fees from the 
estate, if they would agree to re- 
tire from the field and permit the 
lirst-offered will fcibe broken and the l.tst- 
produced document to be sustained. 
Dame Bumor-has it that while some of the 
executors have been willing to acquiesce in 
this arrangement Attorney Gopdfellow 
holds out and firmly refuses to consider 
the pro;iositioii upon the ground that he 
believes that the stolen will is the valid 
one and is bound in honor to so maintain. 

Without in any way, by sign or argu- 
ment, intimating an opinion with respect 
to the merits of eitherof the proposed wills 
of- Senator Fair, we respectfully submit 
that from every standpoint of law and of 
morals Mr. (ioodfellow is jight in 
his position, and that for himself or 
his associates to retreat from it would 
be a public dishonor as well as a 
private disgrace. If the document which 
was first offered for probate is the last will of 
Senator Fair, the ext ctitors named therein 
have been invested with a trust which it is 
their sacred and solemn duty to carry out 
to the last letter of the dead man s 
desire. If, on the other hand, the 
instrument last presented be the latest 
expression of Senator Faur's intention, 
then the gentlemen first named as his ex- 
ecutors are not so in tact; or, if some of 
them are so, it is with feir less ex- 
tended functions than they -n-ere to 
exercise under the other instrument. 
The whole i.-'sue in the controversy 
is tlierefore practically whether the gen- 
tlemen, who for convenience may be 
styled "the executors," sustain or do not 
sustain the relation of trustees toward the 
property and iSie children of the hite Sena- 
tor Fair. 

Can any of the parties to the controversy 
afford to make tixia issue a matter of bar- 
gain and .sale, and if so is the public, 
and its representative, the press, ex- 
pected to look with approval upon 
such a proceeding? \Vi. say decidedly 
not. These executors are the trustees 
of Senator Fair or they are not. Their pal- 
try commission and compensation have 
nothing to do with the case. If they are, 
and shonld accept any sum however great 
to say that they are not, then would they 
be false to the tmst which the dead 
nxan solemnly laid upon their consciences, 
and would .ilso be guilty of the ex- 
press crime <if being the recipients of a 
bribe. If, on the contrary, the "pen- 
cil" will is valid, then they are not 
trustees at all and have no right to 
receive money from the estate for 
.saying so. To take such wonay after thns 
far claiming that the stolen will is the only 
valid one would be to plead guilty to an 
offense very like blackmail or extortion, 
and C4\uilly penal, if proven, totheoSense 
of the taker ot bribes. 

There is no alternative of honor in this 
matter imr any position which, with 
decency, the executors can assume save 
that taken hy Mr. Ooodfellow. Acro.ss 
the narrow rift which separates 
the living from the dead is. 
stretched the shadowy hand of him who 
depubtless left a last wjll and testa- 
iiienf, to which, with pen or pen- 
cil, he subscribed the name of James 
(i.-Fair. If that name was written with a 
pen the shadow of the hand which held it 
is laid upon the executors cf the will which 
that signature made valid as a solemn 
suggestion that their trust is not 
susceptible of sale for coin without the 
barter of their honor with it. If, on the 
other hand, the name was written in pen- 
cil to a penciled will, the shadowy hand is 
resting upon the heads of the chil- 
dren of the deceased millionaire, 
with an equally solemn warning not 
to sully the last will of their father with 
the suspicion that they bought silence 
from those whose opposition to its validity 
they feared. In either case It is, or 
ought to be, a question of honor, ^bich 
cannot be compromised by means of 
a money truisaction without also and for- 
ever compromising the parties to the af- 
fair. 

It may be argued that compromises 
Ixnween interested parties to a litigation 
which bids fair to be protracted arc to be 
favored, and in certain cases thi.s is doubt- 
lesstrue. Such cases, however, are not those 
wherein the will of the dead has imposed 
a-A accepted trust upon the living, espe- 
cially where that trust is of- a char- 
acter which, if imposed at all, was 
created with the utmost confidence 
that it would be executed to the letter on 
the part of its trustees. If in a cause of 
the fame and magnitude of the Fair will 
case the heirs can, with offers of coin, in- 
duce a body of men who believe and assert 
them.selves to be tnistee.i to abandon 
that belief and assertion and to lend 
themselves, by their silence at least, 
to the establishment as genuine of a 
will which up to the moment of 
their inducement they have averred 
to be a forgery, then, indeed, are wills and 
the trusts they seek to create vain and use- 
less things; and trustees hereafter, hav- 
ing such- precedent, may be hired 
withimpnnity to oreak faith with dece- 
dents, while above the doors of Probate 
courte may weU be written Falsiaff's 
homily: "What is honort Air. A trim 
reokoning. 'Who hath it? H« that died o' 
Wadnasday/; 

QOfl© ICUSIO AHD Q OOD TASTE. 

Herr Sehe«i expresses the belief that 
only through the sUge can the general 
puhlie be made to respond to music of a 
higher order. As far as it goes this state- 
ment is true, but it needs qualification. 

The fact is that good music on the oper- 
atic stage must be adequately performed 
or else it corrupts and demoralizes instead 
of elevates popular taste. "Robin 
Hood" or the "Mikado," given by singers 
of high opera, whorendertheir parts pleas- 
ingly and in tune, is something that, while 
not exactly instructive from an artistic 
stsndpciatt Jt QOteinly not injniions, 



Such performances can be listened to by 
critical audiences as a harmless recrea- 
tion, just as ardent admirers ol the classic 
drama can unbend occasionally and enjojr 
a well-performed farce-comedy. 

But let the singers of light opera, or 
worse still, singers with the stamp of the 
variety artist attempt to render such 
works as Gounod's ' Faust,'' or Bizet's 
"Carmen," and the performance at once 
becomes degrading to the taste of those 
people who fondly imagine they are hear- 
ing good music, because they are being 
treated to a travesty of grand opera. In 
intensely musical communities if the artists 
who are applauded to the echo in "I<a Fille 
de Madame Angot" were to attempt classi- 
cal works the public would not thank them 
for giving refreshing glimpses of good 
music. Un the contrary, they wouM be 
liascoed for attemptine to sing what it was 
beyond their proTinoe to ejBseate artistl- 
cally. ■ . . 

In short the tendency to go into raptures 
over classical operas performed in an un- 
classical manner is what a community has 
to guard against more than against the en- 
joyment of trivial music, adequately per- 
formed, for in all art a trifling subject well 
rendered is better than the butchery of a 
classic by inferior exccuti.m. The first is 
only a triviality, the second is a biasphemy 
against the canons of art. 



THE BT00KT05 EOUTE. 

The prompt decisiop of the directors of 
the San Joaquin 'Valley Railroad to select 
Stockton as the point for beginning the 
road shows that no dallying or delay of 
any kind is to be indulged in. Within 
sixty d:iys the actiuU construction will be 
begun, as by that time the rails and other 
supplies which have been ordered will have 
been delivered. Proposals for supplying 
additional material will soon be called for, 
and the rapidity with which the line will 
be pushed southward bver the level plains 
will surprise the State. The necessary ini- 
tial steps having now been taken, the next 
cry will be, "Onto liakersliek! !'' 

The condition of the jieople's road now 
is this; (leneral sub.-cviptions to stock, 
|2,tiOO,uiiO; Stockton's subscription, $1ijO.Oiai 
for stock and JIOO.UOO in land, and the ri,Lht 
of way through t^e city and for a consid- 
erable distance beyond ; terminal facilities 
at San Francisco and land at Martinez for 
grain warehouses. In addition, contracts 
have been let for furnishing building ma- 
terial for the first section of the road. 

All this has been accomplished so quickly 
that the people have hardly had time to 
realize the magnitude of the achievement. 
The selection of the route was the last of 
the great initial acts necessary to complete 
the outlines of ttie plan, and now that it is 
out of the way the pluck and enterprise of 
the people will undoubtedly respond read- 
ily and generously to the call of the direc- 
tors for further subscriptions. The esti- 
mated total amount required is $6,000,000. 
Nearly half of it has been already secured. 
The directors have already accomplished 
wonderful results ; all that is needed now 
is a general exhibition of energy, prompt- 
ness and patriotism equal to theirs. 

Stockton has acquitted herself nobly. 
No sooner had the directors stated their 
terms than the Stocktan Commercial As- 
sociation, promptly and without a word of 
haggling or hesitation or a single dis.sent- 
ini; Voice, accepted them and proceeded at 
oiM e til n.ake their pledges effective. This 
shows what ralifornlans, and particularly 
those who already have in.idc so beautiful 
a city as Stockton, will do whenever given 
an opportunity. 

. The route south from Stockton has not 
been exactly determined, but it will tra- 
verse the most fertile part of the San 
Joaquin Valley, and immediately after 
leaving Stockton will tap a rich tract of 
250,000 acres, which are being l)rought 
under irrigation. Last year Stockton re- 
ceived .'i2-l,O0O.OiA) pounds of freight from 
the region lying between it and Bakers- 
tield, and scut out 203,000,000 pounds into 
Abe same territory. If all this freigiit, to 
say nothing of the passenger traftic, sho'jld 
be turned over to the new road the profits 
that would come from an investment in its 
shares would be apparent; and it is mani- 
festly th^ duty of the shippers to pledge 
themselve* iit once to patronize the ne;v 
road exclusively. Such a pledge wiciUI I e 
the natural consequence of subseri).;iiins 
to the SI -ek, and it would he . ii ^rly in the 
interest of every shipper lo acquire shares 
in the company. 

The plans of the company with regard to 
rail connection with San Francisco will 
probably be formulated and put into opera- 
tion before the principal part of the road is 
completed. Meanwhile, the land-owners in 
the San .Toaquin 'V'alley have an eminent 
duty to perform. A right of w^y throu?h 
the valley must be secured at once, an'l it 
is earnestly hoped that no grasping dis- 
position will manifest itself. Of course, 
the new company can enforce the right of 
eminent domain, and thtis secure a right 
of way upon the payment of such damages 
as the courts may award, but its policy will 
be to rely as far as possible on the fairness 
and patriotism of the people. This road is 
to be operated for tfie benefit of the farm- 
ers, and to that end facilities will be ex- 
tended to them such as have been unknown 
heretofore in the history of railroad opera- 
tions in California. It will be to their 
interest to meet it half way and be as re- 
gardful of its prosperity as it wiB be of 
theirs. Not only should they offer the 
right of way and bo glad to receive the 
benefits which the presence of a railroad on 
their farms would bring, but they should 
also acquire a financial interest in the line 
by taking shares. 

The San Jose part of the enterprise is by 
no means dead. The selection of the Stock- 
ton route wih serve merely to spur up the 
people of San Mateo and Santa Clara coun- 
ties to greater efforts. Those who know 
the earnestness of the people residing on 
that route, and the great advantages which 
would accrue to them from the presence of 
a line to intersect the Stockton line in the 
San Joaquin Valley, arc confident that no 
great time will elapse 'oef ore they also have 
a line of the people's road. 

A SE BIOUS CH ARGE. 

The Marysville Appfol, with a positive- 
ness that leaves no doubt of its earnest- 
ness, makes an astonishing charge against 
one or two unnamed business houses In 
San Francisco, and from the diseoveries 
on which these are based the Appeal draws 
the damaghgig conclusion that "much of 
San Francisco's oommAdal methods are 
as badly flavored -with the scent of rotten- 
ness as those of her political and social 
tactics." The specific cnarge is that in 
one or two instances, of which the Appeal 
declares that it has positive knowledge, 
"the owners and managers of and for dif- 
ferent commodities" in Marysville and its 
vicinity have had to bribe the head clerks 
of the San Francisco houses irtrusted with 
the agency of these commodities in order 
to assure the selling of the .goods. One 
case is mentioned of the discovery that a 
head salesman in one San Frsndseo house 
was accepting bribes from two persons who 
were in competition with each other. 

The j-lppcci, w ith its customary dignity 
and firmness, charges the existence of such 
a state of affairs to the carelessness of the 
San Francisco houses, and not to their 
honesty ; if salesmen and heads of depart- 
ments were Bum csMfoUy watched by the 



proprietors such rascality as this would 
not be possible. Assuming thatthe charges 
made by the Appeal are true, every mer- 
chant in San Francisco who is in a position 
to be thus betrayed by his employes will 
be grateful for the warning. But he should 
also carefully overhaul his business and 
ascertain if this practice has been carried 
on in his own establishment. No reimtable 
merchant would easily condone so grave 
an offense, for it is not only a direct injury 
to his own business, but it is a matter seri- 
ously affecting the interests of the whole 
State. 

It may be suggested in this connection 
that if no organized machinery already 
exists among the San Francisco merchants 
for ferreting out and punishing such .scan- 
dalous practices a.i these, it is time that 
luoj.er steps to that end weie taken. No 
doubt the editor of the Appeal would 
cheerfully do all In his power to assist in 
uncovering the rascalities of niiich he has 
knowledge. 

A VIEW r EOlT T HE HEIGHTS. 

The possibilities for drawing wonderful 
results from the topography of San Fran- 
cisco have as yet been hardly dreamt of. 
Before the invention of the cable roads the 
broken range of steep hills traversing the 
peninsula from north to south were 
deemed a barrier to the spreading of the 
City from the bay to the ocean. That is an 
old story now, for the cable long ago took 
the old City on the bay shore in its grasp 
and spread the beauty of it all over the 
lofty summits that overlook the channel 
and the Golden Qate. With the coming of 
the cable much of the old aristocracy of 
South Park and Rincon Hill betook itself 
to the heights of the Western Addition, 
and the glory of the old bay rc^'ion was 
gone. 

Living upon the heights ha? taught the 
people a lesson, and there is many an 
aspiring soul that longs to climb still 
higher, and. thus obtain a still broader 
view of the wonderful things that are re- 
vealed in the view from the higher alti- 
tudes. Europeans, and especially English- 
men, who visit San Francisco are fas- 
cinated liy these towering hills, and they 
wonder th.at we lack the asjiiration which 
sliould lead us not only to tjke frequent 
walks to these noble heights, but to con- 
struct winding roads to tlie suiuniits. 

The view from Lone Mountain, with its 
great white wooden cross gleaming in the 
sun; or from Mount Olympus, with its 
forest of pines and eucalyptus sweeping.in 
dark-green waves over its majestic contour ; 
or from Twin Peaks, with their hard, bold 
lines and verdureless severity— what nobler 
sight could all the cities of Christendom 
reveal? There is a wide and splendid as- 
semblage, not of small and pretty details, 
though these abound in plenty, but of vast 
and impressive elements in amazing 
variety. 

Far away to the south roll the hills of 
San Mateo, and beyond and in line with 
them tower the deep blue heights of the 
Santa Cruz Mountains, where the red- 
woods gather their brood of strange shad- 
ows in the canyons. 

On the north, far below us, and seem- 
ingly .so near that we are careful lest we 
fall iuio it, is the deep green channel 
wbich connects the bay of San Francisco 
with the Pacific Ocean, and beyond it rise 
the hiUs and mountains of Marin, over- 
topped hy the sharp, stem peak of Tamal- 
pais. The old brick fort is seen squatting 
like a fat toad at the -Golden Gate, and it 
and the flag that waves from Black Point, 
and the stern military prison on Alcatraz 
Island, in the middle of the stream, re- 
mind us that the spirit murder which 
abides in the hearts of men has found a 
place in this noble picture that has issued 
from the atelier of tiie gods. 

The eastern view is broader and more 
wondotfol still. Beneath our feet begins 
the great City with straggling houses, 
which further away grow larger and more 
compact, like grosser mushrooms thriving 
in richer soil. This mass, cut by the sharp 
lines of the streets, has its own charms, its 
own varieties of colorand strength of tone, 
and it gives evidence of various kinds that 
aristocrats live here and plutocrats there, 
and that wealth here as elsewhere holds 
back its skirts from contact with the raes 
of the poor. The great City, which never 
roars and groans in the agony of human 
endeavor, ir silent to the viewer on these 
distant heights, and he sees only the bright 
red of the apple, caring nothing now for 
the worm that hes fattening in the core. 
Thus the City rolls sadly down to the bay 
whose calm blue surface is fretted with 
masts from every corner of the world— a 
vast hay, with whose generons dimensions 
some people associate the itieaof miles. 
On the further shore htimanity bei^s 
again where God had left off. and other 
cities, all with names, spread over theas- 
eending plain like a soft white cloud. 
Then come the Contra Costa hills, russet 
or green, as the season is, and beautiful in 
the distance ; and beyonu them is reared 
the dark, solemn bulk of Mount Diablo. 

In the west we find the mountain on 
which we stand receding in a succession of 
graduated hills to a great stretch ol yel- 
lowish-gray sand-dunes, a bald and monot- 
onous sea of sand, thrown into billows and 
ripples by the wind. Where the gray of 
the sand ends and the green of the ocean 
begins there is a long line of shining white 
surf, and far out at sea is found a lonely 
sail here and there bearing sturdily away 
to the lands of Oriental mystery. If the 
sun is setting a most glorious spectacle is 
seen. The great yellow ball} as it ap- 
proaches the ocean horison, gains in size 
what it loses in fervor, and as it lingers in 
the lap of the purple sea its yellow becomes 
a glowing copper, which softens into gold 
and then sinks as a crcat flattened orange 
into'the silent deep. And then comes the 
glory of the sky, with its wide btirst of 
orange light, changing gradually into gold 
and then into a splendid deep crimson that 
is not •! this earth. 



OUE EXOHAg QEB. 

The great importance and large propor- 
tions of the projected San Joaquin Rail- 
road must not leml us to overlook lesser 
railway enterprises, which, within a lim- 
ited area, are likely to be hardly less bene- 
ficial than the great competing road itself. 
One of the^e lines is the electric railway 
]>roiected on the other side of the bay, and 
it is pleasing to learn from the Haywards 
Journal that the prospects for its immedi- 
ate construction are good. The Jonrnnl 
says: "The moneyed interests represented 
in the new road are sullicient in them- 
selves to construct the entire road and are 
a guarantee that tbe road is going through 
in short order." That is the sort of local 
item that gives vitality to the hope of the 
speedy coming of better timesT Every 
Californian can note such items as a grati- 
fying evidence that progress has begun in 
all parts of the State and is showing itself 
in a vast variety of new enterprises. 

CsThe friends of municipal improvements 
are rising into prominence on every side. 
Their voices are heard on the streeto and 

ill the mass-meetings, and the press of the 
City has in many instances spoken out 

clearly on the subject. No better or more 
cogent arguments for such improvements 
have been advanced, however, than those 
cont.^ined in the current number of the 
Helail Grocer. In a strong and elaborate 
editorial our i»o0reMiTe 0(H|itemi!(»ai7t 



which represents one of the leading trades 
of the City, says: "Why should the peo- 
ple of this townxiesitate to horrow a little 
money, when, by Its employment, every 
head of population will be benefited, 
directly and indirectly, tenfold the cost of 
tlic use of the money? We do not think 
the people would hesitate. We are of the 
opinion that at the present time the 
proposition to create a bonded indebted- 
ness would get a ten-to-otie vote of the en- 
tire population." These words are well 
worthy of the consideration of the Super- 
visors. The business men of the City are 
impatient to begin the work of pnblic im- 
provement, and as a special election may 
have to be called for the adoption of the 
new charter, it would be no more than 
right for the Supervisors to allow the 
people to vote on the bond proposition at 
the same time. 

The Hon. N. B. Scott, ex-Senator from 

West 'Virginia, is quoted by the I/OS An 
geles Times as saying that the East has 
never dealt fairly with the issues ol the 
coast, and has never yet been brought to a 
realization that Ca!"ii\irnia a'nd all the 
States lying w-cst of the mountains have a 
claim upon the whole country, on account 
of their marvelous resources and the char- 
acter and qiulity of their citizens. Mr. 
Scott attributes this lack of fair dealing to 
the fact that the East is ignorant of the 
Pacific Coast, and he very justly says 
Eastern statesmen should come to Caii- 
fornia and see the country for themselves. 
This means of course that he favors the 
holding of the next licpublican National 
Convention in this city. The Times, it is 
needless to say, indorses his position, for 
Los Angeles is co-operating cordially with 
San Francisco in this undertaking, and can 
be counted on to help in making the con- 
vention a California enterprise and not 
merely a local one for the metropolis. 

A fairly good hit at that form of journal 
ism which delights in foreign news more 
than home news is given by the Lodi Senti- 
nel, which, in commenting on the close of 
the war in the Orient, says: "If some 
other nations will commence to growl a 
little so that the City dailies can continue 
to write up big 'scare heads' of "impend- 
inu' war' it will be a great accommodation 
to them." Rumors of foreign wars would 
indeed be a great aecoinniodatioii to some 
papers, but the i'/-/i<uif/ should have been 
keen-eyed enough to except the Call from 
its category. AVe can find more interest- 
ing things at home, and will never need 
scare heads for war clouds as long as the 
Painfic Coast continues to furnish live news 
of progress and enterprise. 

In a recent article on the revival of 
hydraulic mining t!:e Call stated: "It is 
of record in tlie report of Uie United 
States raigineers that the value of the 
hydraulic mining property, reservoirs, 
ditches, etc., involved in the controversy 
was $100,000,000, while the value of the 
farming lands really injured was only 
about $3,000,000." Commenting on this, 
the Marysvillle Appeal says: "Any such 
record or coniiyilaiion of .statistics is delib- 
erately false. The Cai.i. evidently has de- 
termined its ciiur-e and refii-es to tje fair." 
Theeoniinent is itself ui;fair. It was not 
the Call that made the estimates given, 
but United States engineers. The Appeal 
must brace up and be just if it expects to 
be heeded. 



VICTIMS OF CIRCUMSTANCES. 



Although San Francisco is well equipped 
with asylums for the unfortunate tnere Is one 
clftss that is sadly neglected. There are hospi- 
tals for the sick ana injured, asylums for the 
insane and for young girls who have strayed 
from the path of virtue, retreats for the cure of 
inebriates and men addicted to the excessive 
use of morphine and similar drugs, homes for 
children who have lost their parents and for 
the aged who arc destitute. There are chan. 
table organizations and church societies for 
supplying the wants of the poor and needy and 
other philanthropic institutions. But for the 
wives and families of men who are confined In 
the penitentiary or in jail there Is no home, 
asyluia or retreat. 

Any one who cares to give the subject thought 
or attention will be forced to admit that they 
are entitled to as mncb, if not more, sympathy 
and consideration than almost any other class 
of nnfonut.ates. Tliey are generally in the 
deeiKat distress and in the greatest need of 
pecuniary aid. sympathy and advice. Tilaman 
is not the real sufferer. He is deprived for the 
time beine o( his liberty, but food and clothing 
are supplied to him. The wives and families 
bare to bear the shame and mortification of his 
disgrace. Tbey are shunned 1>y tbeir neighbors 
and often forsaken by old friends. Although 
anxious to obtain work, iliey find It difficult 
to secure employmenL either at home or In 
shops or factories. If tbey go among strangers 
they are in constant fear that the-fact of the 
bread-winner being a criminal will be discov- 
ered. They are often in want of the necessaries 
of life, and if the family is grown up it is 
seldom they can resist the temptation of being 
dragged Into the ways of sin when they an 
compelled to believe that they are vtrtnoUy 
outcasts. 

It seems strange that no Iienevolent institu- 
tion or charity organization has ever turned 
its attention to alleviating the safleiings of Ibe 
families of opnvlctB,who aie the nnfortnnate 
victims of drcumstances. n>e subject is one 
deserving the attention ot pbllsnthiople Indi- 
viduals. 

THE COMM ECmfO B OOUBVABP. 

That high sense of civic patriotism which 

contemplates the public welfare in the accom- 
plishment of individual enterprise is the only 
policy tliat can be successfully employed in the 
beautifying of a city. Such is the policy 
adopted by the gentlemen who propose to give 
to thlscityaeonnectlng boulevard from Golden 
Gate Park southward throagh the City to meet 
the San Jose grand boulevard at a given point. 
It Is that sort of patriotism that Is the fotmda- 
tion ot all permanent pnblic Improvement. 

Either of the two routes presented in yester- 
day's Cail is fenMble and will make a hand- 
some bonlcvaril. If they are both placed upon 
the same liberal footing in the oQ'er to present 
the boulevard free to the City they will furnish 
to the Half-million Club propositions either of 
which is worthy of the recommendation of that 
important ho ly to the Board of Supervisors, 
and either of which will be approved of and 
aided by the Spring 'Valley Water Company 
and other parties In intenst. 

The superior attractiveness of the scenery 
claimed by the projectors of one route may be 
outweighed by the less prohibitory grades of 
the other. Yet in the eonslderation of the 
leveler road there may bf token into account 
the liability to intrusion by heavy traffic. One 
of the prime requisites of a boulevard is that it 
shall be attractive and free from the annoy- 
ance of heavy teams. On the other hand the 
ease and speed that may be attained over the 
leveler and more direct road Is also entitled to 
consideration. But whatever may be the deci- 
sion in this matter, ibe puhhe should bear in

tie liner President, which sailed from K«w 
York In 1841 with 400 passengers and never 

reached port. It related that during his .Amer- 
ican trip in l.-^"*^ the Duke had been informed 
by a former United 8tates Minister to Persia, 
whose name he had forgotten, that a few years 
previously an old sailor on his death bed' had 
confessed that he was one of the erew of a pirate* 
Vessel ^^■hich captured Ihe I'residt-nl, forecd 
every soul on board to walk the plank and then 
scuttled the ship. The confession -was said to 
have been made In New Orleans and the story 
was told at a dinner party in Chicago. 

The absurdity of the pirate theory was ex- 
posed yesterday by J. J. Knowlton oi this city, 
who told the true story of the loss ot the Presi- 
dent, as he had heard It from his father^Cap- 
toin E. Knowlton, of the bark Planet, wij|^b 
was within half a mile of the President wjP 
the latter went to the bottom. In spite 
lapse of time, however, the atory has neva 
fore been published. 

"My father," said Mr. Knowlton, "was mas- 
ter of the bark Planet, plying between P.oston 
and Savannah. One evening In 1841, when 
well out to sea, his ship spoke the steamer 
President -The latter had signals of distress 
flying. As the bark passerl under the stern of 
the steamer her eomij:and"r reipiested that she 
w^ould lay to during the night, and explained 
that tlie shifting of the machinery had serionsly 
strained his vessel and that she was leaking 
badly. The bark hove lo at once and was dur- 
ing the entire night wiUiin a quarter or a half 
mile ol the steamed The latter was kept head 
to the sea and slightly to windward of the bayk. 

"At midnight, when th« watch was changed, 
nothing unusual had happened, but the cap- 
tain of the Planet f»ave his second mate strict 
orders to keep an eye on the steamer and notify 
him if anything should occor. 

".\t 2 o'clock the lights of the steamer sud- 
denly disappeared. The captain was calledi 
and he signaled for the steamer to show her 
lights. There was no response, and boats were 
sent out to investigate. The sea was very 
rough and It took some time for the boats to 
reach the spot where the President had dla> 
appeared, and when they did so thet* WIS 
nothing to be seen to tell her fate. 

"On reaching bis destination (Savannah, Sa.), 
Captain Knowlton reported the loss of tho 
President, and the facts were at once tele- 
graphed to the Merchants' Exchange in Boston, 
It was supposed at the time that the Presi- 
dent's machinery had broken through her 
bottom as happened In later years to the Pacific 
on this coast. If there had been any confes- 
sion by a dying sailor, as referred to by the 
Duke, the matter would have been cleared up 
long ago by reference to the records. 

"As a matter of fact, piracy on the Atlantio 
bad been almost wholly wiped out before 1S4I. 
The pirates had only sailing vessels, and the 
steamers Sirins and Great Western, which had 
then plied that ocean for three years, had 
frightened them from its waters. The only 
coses of piracy wnich occurred were those in 
Which crews plotted to seize their vessels. This 
occurred to my father once, shortly alur the 
lossotthe President. His men refused to go 
aloft and had agreed to murder their officers 
and turn pirates. Tbeplot was, however, over- 
heard by the sUp's oook, who told the captain. 
He 'stood off the mutineers with his pistols 
and brought them to port in irona"

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CiiiMATBs Mask to 
Oksbb.— Prof eseor F. 
B. Crocker thinks 
the time is not lar off when, by artificial 
means, we shall be able to effect <t consid- 
erable modification of the climate of our 
cities. It has already been suggested to 
utilize the beat of the tropics for temper- 
ing the harshness of colder climates by 
transforming the sun's rays into electricity. 
In the tropics the solar energy develops a 
force of about one horsepower to each 
square yard of the surface exposed, and as 
there the atm'e action is almost continuous 
the force wonld be fairly reliable. But 
Professor Crocker's idea Is much ij|npler 
than this. He proposes to pipe we air 
from a distance, as we now pipe water, oil. 
natural gas, coal dust, milk and even wine. 
A thin steel tube of five feet diameter 
would carry an eiiorniou.s quantity ; mtich 
more than any oi»e would realize who had 
not figured it out. Such a pipe line as 
thiswonld not be very expensive, and would 
present much less material diiliculty of 
equipment than a railroad. A pipe 3(K)0 
miles long would stretch from the tropical 
to the anSic sone. In spile of the apparent 
wildness of this suggestion, Professor 
Crocker regards it as not half so darinp as 
was the idea of layiuc a cable under the 
Atlantic. The difficulties to be overcome 
then were greatertbaa any obstacles which 
this enterprise would meet. Science has 
brushed aside so many hincirances and 
probed so many secrets that it is now very 
hard to define its limitations. "The time 
may come when we shall be just as anxious 
and just as active in providing muans for a 
fresh air supply for our cities as we now 
•M tohttre pnie wktw ayailabl*. In all 



probability the idea will first be tried on a 
small scale, such as piping the air from the 
nearest seaside resort, but the extension 

of the system to long distances is per- 
fectly feasible. Professor Crocker's reputctl 
idea is that this control of climates 
would have to be done by national, rather 
than State or municipal action, and would 
probably require co-operation between this 
Government and the Canadian and Mexi- 
can Governments. Such a pipe line as has 
been siif-'gested wo'jld nave to extend from 
some ol the very cold regions of the far 
north clear into the tropics. We should 
thus be able to draw cold air from the 
north and warm air from the south. This 
would also give a means of controlling the 
rainfall. A cold blast Wonld be turned on 
when raiii was neeiled and a hot blast 
when it was desirable to keep it away. 
This idea may possibly be worked out in 
course of time, out in the meantime some 
elec tric central stations are proposing to 
BU|i|. lenient their regular business iu stip- 
jilyiii}; to their customers cool air in sum- 
mer iiiul warm air in winter, and, in all 
probability, this less ambitious scheme will 
be the tirst to be put into working shape. 

TELKt 'iNtNo BY Light.— Professor Alex- 
ander Giaham Bell believes that telephon-. 
iiig by means of a beam of light will yet 
be commercially practicable. This belief 
has grown out of a long course of experi- 
ments with selenium. Selenium is mar- 
velously sensitive to the influence of light 
when it is exposed, to which it gives vibra- 
tions which can be electrically transmitted. 
This remarkable power of transmission in- 
duced Prcifessor Bell totestctlicr materials 
■with a view to discovering the same phe- 
nomenon. He placed various substances 
in a test tube, and, after making a connec- 
tion with a hearing tube, subjected the 
substances to the influence of intermittent 
light, bounds of varying intensity were 
heard through the tube, according to the 
intensity of the light and the color. Oi>- 
jects that were diffuse, as woolen, cotton, 
worsted, etc., gave out the loudest noises. 
One daj-, as an experiment, lie blackened 
some red worsted with lampblack. The 
sounds it uttered were heightened to such 
a pitch that they positively rasped on the 
ear. Some soot was then nut into the tube 
and exposed to the rays ' of an arc lamp. 
There was such a storm of sounds that 
Professor Bell described it as a "frying" 
noise. This led him to experiment with 
the sounds produced by artificial light; 
but be found that such light is neither 
steiuly norstrongenough. Professor Bell's 
sticry of the way in wliich he Icccanie con 
viiiccd of the possibility of telephoning 
without wires is interesting. Some years 
ago he had fixed a thin, highly polished 
reflector in such a position that it directed 
the light from a distant schoolhouse roof 
through the window of his laboratory in 
AVashington. and a friend who was assist- 
ing him stood un the schoolhouse roof. 
As Professor Bell de.fcribes it: ".•V bit of 
selenium was placed in a test tube, ts-hich 
in turn was connected with a hearing-tube, 
and all was in readine.s.^. .\11 of a sudden, 
as 1 was listening, out of the sunbeam 
came tliese words: 'Mr. Bell! Mr. Belli 
If you hear what I am saying come to the 
vi inaow ami wave your arms.' " Professor 
Bell considers the success of these e.\peri- 
ments as even more wonclerful ami of 
greater significance than was the discovery 
of the telephone. 

An Elbctbicm. TxrasBrriKO Machine.— 
An electrical typesetting machine has 
been invented by Father Calendoli, a Do- 
minican friar, on which, it is said, a speed 
can be obtained four or live times as great 
as that iKissible with the typesetting ma- 
chines now generally us'-il. 'I'he keyboard 
differs r.iciiiully from that of other in- 
vcntc.is ill tlkit the keys c . .ri'esiioiidiiig to 
all the letters in a word of reasonable 
length may be simultaneously depressed 
and the type will be set iu jiroivr order. 
The keyboard holds fiftef ii alphabets of 
lower case, at the left hand, three cf upper 
case at the right hand, and a line of 
puntuation marks, etc., nlong the lop. 
There are thirty keys; the vowels ' a, e, 
i, o," on each are triplicated, and the 
vowel "u'" is duplicated, while each 
consonant' has a key to itself. It is 
possible, of cotir.sc. to arrange the letters 
in any way, but on Father Calcndoli's 
machine tli?y are placed in the order of 
tli'MT frequency in the French language. 
Tbu.H the "i" is placed first as the first left- 
hand key on the upper row, second as the 
third ill the center row, and third as the 
ncx'., tci tlie last iu the lowerii.ost line. In 
composing a word the operator selects the 
letter most convenient to the position in 
which his fingers haiipen to be at the mo- 
ment. Thus, in sottting the word "rol" 
the "i" would faU to the third finccr of the 
left hand, while for the v^Trd "soi" the "i" 
on the lower line would be struck 
by the index finger of the same 
liiind. The arrangement is said to lie so 
scientific and judicious that a little prac- 
tice gives the ability to select the proper 
letters almost instinctively. The back 
of the keyboard is occujiied by ver- 
tical tf.bes resembling the pi)>es of 
an organ, and here the type is stored. 
At the bottom of each tube is a releasing 
bolt actuated by an electro magnet, which 
is in turn controlled by its respective keys. 
As already stated, tlie letters forming a 
word ate struck simultaneously, anci the 
sequence in which the type is arranged is 
determined by the order in which the re- 
spective keys are released. The pressure 
fill the key puts the type In position to be 
dropped into phic^, and the releasing of 
the key drops the type in the chute leading 
to the galley. The irody oi the type is 
shorter than usual and has a deep groove 
in the lower end. From the magazine 
tubes the types pass along an inclined 
chute to the galley, where they are auto- 
matically threaded on line rods. 

Duchesa d'Uzes* Bad Investment. 
M. Paul de Cassagnac has been saying 
that it was the Comte de Paris and not the 
Duchcsse d'Uzes who furnished £120,000 
to the Boulangist committee to enable it 
to overthrow the republic and restore the 
monarchy. This, writes our Paris corre- 
spondent, is not true. The Duchess, after 
sne struck up a friendship with General 
Boulanger, thought of using him as another 
Monk. She brought him into relations 
with her royalist friends, talked him round 
and then went abroad to confer with the 
Comte de Paris on her scheme. She did 
not at once succeed. When she did, the 
Comte de Paris used very guarded lan- 
guage. He refused to advance "behind" 
General Boulanger, but was willing to act 
in a parallel direction— another exaninle of 
his pronenesb to split hairs. He also said 
that he could not f irnish ways and means 
for a Boulangist coup d'etat. In answer 
to this the Duchess offered to advance 
£120,000 on the Comte de Paris' bond. He 
here eluded incurring a recoverable debt by 
signing a paper in which he bound hiru- 
self and his heirs to reiiay the money, but 
he made the recovery of the throne a con- 
dition. Tlie bond was witnessed by a 
number of prominent Orleanists, who 
went into the Boulangist plan of campaign 
and iieaded the "parallel action." Accord- 
ing to the fenips, Ihcy were the Due de 
Cbartres, the Marquis de Beauvoir, Comte 
de Mun, (^leneral Comte de Ifartimprev 
and the Marquis de Breteuil. The Duch- 
ess made a b.Tcl investment, for the situa- 
tion of the tirleaiiist party is now hope- 
less. — London J'aily News.

A Baeosisfnl Kileirama That Oonei From

When the r.akhvin Tlietiter reopens, 
after four weeks' inactivity, it will be with 
the Kew York production of Haddon 
Chambers' and B. C. Stephenson's success- 
ful melodrama, "The Fatal Card," direct 
from its successful run at Palmer's Thea- 
ter. The play has made a greater hit than 
any drama of its type that has been pro- 
duced for some years. It contains strong 
dramatic situations and also calls for some 
admirable scenic effects. 

Haddon Ohamben' First Flay. 

Haddon Chambers, one of the authors of 
"A Fatal Card," has been coming forward 
successf 11 lly as a dramatist of late. Ten years 
ago he was a very young man, struggling 
hard to kc i. his head above water in the 
vortex of IjukIou literary life by writing 
occasional tirticles for the Paturday Re- 
view and doing odds and ends of literary 
work that his more fortunate friend, Wil- 
liam Tristram, gave him. Tristram seemed 
a great man to Chambers in those days. 
His articles were in demand, and he was 
already mapidng out his play, "The Red 
Lamp," which lie knew would he ac<'epted. 

Haddon Chamber.^ sighed to write plays 
too, and he was not so sure of their accept- i 
ance. and his literary work, which scarcely 
made bread and butter, was cliii f.y placed 
through the interest of his friend I istram. 
Mrs. ('hambers, who was iiuinv, many 
years older tlian her husbanil. kept the 
hotiseliolil ;.-uing by giving singing-lessons. 
She taught in a little room in Bayswatcr. 
furnished principally with a piano and 
Japanese fans. The fans, which were 
stuck un everywhere, hid the nakedness of 
tiie land, luTt Mr.'i. Chambers said ihcv 
were the only things that did not take away 
resonance of the apartment for singing 
purposes. She was a big woman with a 
heavy voice and taught the guttural pro- 
duction, which made the tones of her 
pupils poutiii as if they emanated from a 
cave or ti cellar, but beautiful Mrs. Tris- 
tram, who went on to the Gaiety stage 
afterward, took her up and kept her sup- 
plied with students. 

How Mrs. Chambers loved "her bov," as 
the pupils called Haddon Chamber's! If 
he had been inspired she could not have 
spoken with more tender reverence of his 
work, and she was willing to sit at the 
piano from dawn till sunset giving les- 
sons if only she could earn enough to give 
him leisure to write a play. Well, the 
"hoy" set to work and wrote the play. He 
copied it out in his best handwriting, for 
he could not afford a typewriter, and was 
just going to send it in fear and trembling 
to a manager when Hugh Conway's 
".Slings and ,\rrows" came out. 'I'he 
"bov" hapjiened to get a copy, and 
read it, and the next day when the 
pupils caiue they found Mr.s. Chambers 

6 lunged in the depths of dark despair, 
[er -hopes were shattered, ruined, so she 
told a favorite pupil, amid tears and sobs, 
for Hugh Conway, the jiopalar novelist, 
and Haddon Chambers, the obscure play- 
wright, had hit upon the same plot, detaiil 
for detail, and the great man was first in 
the field. 

"No manager would look at 'our' play 
now," said .Sirs. Chambers, \vith the bit- 
terness of shattered hopes and privations 
undergone in vuiii. "They would call it a 
plagiarism. How well I know, tliough, 
that it is original." 

But the singing-teacher's "boy" tram- 
pled on his hopes and rose up a stronger 
writer. He composed another play and 
another; but I never thought when I 
heard her tell about his aspirations, In her 
little room with the piano and the Jap- 
anese fans, that we should ever hear of Mrs. 
Chambers' "boy" as a playwright in far- 
away San Francisco. M. E.

Down through the open 
battle-doors of the lower deck it rolls, 
changing its tone and dying a— w-a-ay in a 
prolonged monochord infinitely sweet and 
teiidir. 

Till n conu-s tlie wil.l rush of the blue- 
jackftcd crew up to points of vantage— re- 
served seats — on the upper stractnre or 
rigging to see the coming race. This is the 
only time when the iron discipline of a 
man-of-war relaxes. Jack loyally backs 
his judgmpnt with his money and there is 
no suborJinaio rank in the dollars he 
places ap;Ull^t the coin of his divisional cf- 
llcor. if liiat tligiiilied personaj,'e feels dis- 
posed to wa^-er any bullion on the speed of 
the other boat. 

In an instant the tomb-like stillness of 
the ship is.filled with sound and motion. 
Ah, there Is life and fury iniheae natty 



bringing the prize and many "monk-bags" 
of money to the Jacks who bet their dol- 
lars aright. 

The Trenton's gig whr the sniartot boat 
of her class in the <.>ld navy, ami won many 
riices before she was transforred from the 
ship that went down in the awful hurricane 
at Apia. She was calleii the Jeannette, after 
that other luckless craft that lies iced away 
under the Arctic. The gig's first race was 
with the United States steamer Quinne- 
baug's boat up the Mciitcrranean for JlOO) 
a side, and she cleaned out the crew of that ! 
vessel so thoroughly in the side ht is U;at 
they were in debt to the paymaster tiu i > ■ 
of the cmise. They even put up thoir r.n -r, 
monev and lived on three crackers a day i 
till they found the storeship. An English t 
nobleman, cruising in the great middle sea 
on board his yacht, sent his which had 
beat everything in the British lii'ct, to chal- 
lenge the Jeannette. The course was a 
ftiaiu'ht five miles, and the Yankee won, 1 
niin.'and 10 sec. in the lead. The victor 
crew of six men brought back to their sh:i> 
a prize of $1250 and hundreds of pounds i~-v 
their shipmates. On her return home she 
beat a shell racing-gi); belongine to the 
steamer Dispatch during the Yorktown 
celebration. The famous boat that was 
never beaten was de-^iined to bo as unf>>r- 
tunate as her tirst owner and her name- 
sake, for she was lost with the Tallapoosa 
on Nantucket shoals a few; years later. 
Abel Davis was her coxswain, and one of 
the best boatmen in tlie s' rvice. 

The speediest barjre in the old navy was 
the Xcnpariel, bcluntzin:.' to the warship 
Plymoutli, which beat iverything she was 
pulled against. Her most notable race was 
with ttw famoos Daring, in New York 
harbor over a five-mile course with a turn, 
in which she easily " ■ ■n in :'.! minutes and 
42 seconds. She\va« 1. -r fnmi her davits 
during a storm in the West Indies in 1878. 
'When the ship took a weather-roll the 
matchless boat dipped fall of water, and as 



honor of the Queen of Greece, belonged to 
the Trenton. She tieat the Tennessee's 
>la;;ic, and on 'Washington's birthday, at 
Villafranca, won in a rowing regatta, free 
to all nations. Her roval patroness and 
namesake acknowledged the honor in a 
suitable and pretty manner. 

The cruiser San Francisco has a speedy 
gig, built at Mare Island by Boat-builder 
Vice, which defeated everything floating 
at Hampton Roads during the great naval 
review. She beat the fast gigs oi the Thetis 
and Alert at Mare Island and w as herself 
beaten by the Charleston's boat (at San 
Diego), which was built in China fortbe 
Richmond. 

The receiving-ship Independence has the 
fastest pig in the world, which is ready for 
anything of her shape atioat. Sh^is of the 
famous Uupcnstaul make. Paddy Ryan, 
tne old Hartford gigcoxswain, steered, her 
in a race with the Ranger's crack boat on 
a course of three miles straightaway with a 
turn, and won in 22 min. 48'!; sec. Just 
before the boats started Lieutenants Garlin 
and llHhmond wagered each JICKIK), and 
r.ichniond was shy on mess money for 
many months i^r the race. She also 
lieat 'the gigs of the Monterey, Bennington 
and Albatross at Mare Island. 

An important raie. took place in 1S74 at 
Esquimalt between the gigs of the English 
warship Opal ana the United States 
steamer Lackawanna In which the "Green 
Snake," as the British boat was called, lost 
$50CH). The wife of the English com- 
mander wagered her pin money, $1000, on

During her great race with the Dating, 
Admiral Harmony, then captain of the 
Plymouth, bet OL-ainst his own ship's boat. 
He sent a qnartrrmaster named Albert 
Weisbogle into the mizzen-rigging to re- 
port the progress of the contest. AVhen 
the Nonpariel swung in ahead of her 
rival Weisboele sang out gleeftilly, "Hur- 
rah , Captain Baimony, we will see our boat 
win." 

"Well, you won't see her win, you ras- 
cal," said the irate commander, who con- 
fined the too-jubilant sailor in the "brig" 
until the nca was fintahed. Howerer. as 
Weisbogle won a fine "pay-day" in the 
race, and his captain lost $,'>00, he was jolly 
over his five minutes' imprisonment. She 
won the twenty-two races she took part in. 

The grand old Hartford had a fast barge 
which the crew called the "Helen B," in 
honor of Captain Br.adford's dattghter. 
This charming .lu'-ephine of the fleet was i 
an enthusiastic boatwonian, and it was 
owing to her that the crew reached such 
matchless skill with the oar. Patrick F. 
Ryan, whose picture accompanies this 
article, now linng at 12 Washington street 
in this city, was the racing coxswain and 
steered her in the seventeen races she won. 
"Paddy" Ryan, as he is known in every 
station on the globe, is a New York naval 
apprentice, a thorough sailor, and an ex- 
cellent specimen of the new navy. 

After a notable race in Callao, Peru, 
where the victorious crew made a gener- 
ous donation to the Sisters of Charity in 
Lima, the grateful women presented the 
boat with a silk flag which they had made. 
The barge won $1600 from the Brooklyn in 
Montevideo, and $2000 from th* famous 
Peruvian (now Chilean) w arship Huascar. 
She beat the Ap|irentice Boy, a fore:L-ii- 
built hoat belonging- to the Adams, and m 
the race she carried printed on her bow, 
"Uncle Sam built this boat," a slur which 
was the cause of several free-to-all fist 
fights ashore between the men of the two 
ships. She was afterward renamed the 
Undine by Coxswain Ryan. Her last 
great race was nt Honolulu, in 1888, in 
which she beat King Kalakaua's barge, the 
Kapiolani, which she led by two seconds 
overs course of five miles around the old 
red buoy inside of the harbor. Cramp, the 
PhUadelphia shipbuilder, was the referee. 
Over $100,000 changed hands, and the race 
was only decided after a suit at la'W. She 
was finally beaten by tbe Adams' black 
boat. 

The world-known Darinc was built at 
New York in ISfiU by Charles, Hupenstaul, 
who^e splendid boats are famous in all 
waters. Sne wont to the China station on 
the Colorado as Admiral John Rodgers' 
fleet barge. She raced during all her naval 
life and was defeated only twice,-hv the 
Nonpariel and by the I'owhat'ian's 
barge called in derision the "Sandboat." 
from hor clr.msy shape, hjlie is now laid 
up at Mare Island. A new boat was built 
on her lines by Boat-builder Gibson at the 
navy-yard, which gave promise of rivaling 
the original, hut the new craft was lost in 
the Vandalia at Apia, 
^he Apprentice Boy was built by the 
contributions of the naval apprentices of 
the steamer Adams at Rio. She was a 
large sixteen-oarcd barge, bat was a veri- 
tahle paper-weight and as light as a com- 
mon Whitehall. She won in several con- 
tests, hut she overmatched everytlniif- in 
the sui:!liern wal( r.saii(i could L-eti.o iu'>ro 
races. Her coxswain was "Old Charley 
Qrown," a well-known character in the 
naval service. She was sold by the boys to 
some person in Vallejowho had some difTi- 
culty in iiersuading ilie yard officers that 
she was not the property of Uncle Sam.

"We first make our houses," quotes one 
of the philosophers, "and then our houses 
make us." 

If it is true in any degree that our char- 
acters are builded in accord with our sur- 
roundings, how important is it that chil- 
dren should be surrounded with noble and 
beautiful things rather than wiih what is 
trivial and cheap? 

There is no doubt in my mind that the 
great mass of commercial toys — cheap, 
meaningleas and flimsy— are a serious in- 
jury to the little ones for whose amme- 
ment they are made. I htive heard a 
fond mother complain that ''my little 
boy received a dozen expensive toys for 
Christmas and had broken every one of 
them befoie night." The child was pro- 
claimed "destructive," of course, and the 
loss of the toys was bewailed. Kobody 
seemed to notice that the toys were all 
badly constructed, evidently made to 
sell and not to use. Possibly makers 
and dealers may even have taken 
advantage of the established reputation of 
children for destructiveness, knowing that 
if toys are broken only the children will 
be blamed. Papas who demand that arti- 
cles for their own use shall be well made 
and reliable forget to require as much for 
their little ones, and make of no account a 
coiisoiiiu nt trial of childish patiencosnd a 
loss faith of in everything. 

And in too many 'nurseries furnitare too 
shabby for the parlor finds a place. There 
is no studied plan of decora'ion for the 
children's room_ as in the stately drawing- 
room or the dining-room downstairs. Aiid 
yet there is no place so suggestive of gay 
or dainty color, schemes of novel and 
charming decorations as that same nursery.

And 
then not only will you avoid a certain per- 
centage of lung troubles, but also vour 
babies will have rich^ blood, will have 
brighter eyes and better appetites, 
will make you glad every time vou 
notice tlielr keener vitality "and hudding 
strength. This means is so simple that it 
is apt to be disregarded ; but a layman 
would be surprised if he could see soinc of 
the beneficial results of it even in that 
plairue of our time, tuberculosis of the 
lungs.

Easter Eggs. 

But few people have any idea that the 
ort^in'ala of the many - colored "eggs" 
which are now being distribnted as Easter 

gifts have probably descended to us from 
the preatest of the 'Thinese Spring Festi- 
vals" and can boast of an antiquity of 
more than 700 years before the Cliris"tian 
era. So there appears to be no new thing 
under the sun; and, aithoujrh the magic 
eggs of to-day are merely receptacles for a 
nondescript medley of bonbons and bijou- 
terie, they sre a sorrival, or rather revival, 
of one o! the quaintest ol old world cus- 
toms. 

This practical method of disnoslng c-f 
Kaster eggs suggests that much of the cere- 

niiMiy connected with them is due to the 
celebration of the Easter fea.«t, which suc- 
ceeds the Lenten fast. That "an egg at 
Easter" is a very old proverb in I-:ngran(i 
is sufflciently shown by the f.icl that 
the Pone sent Henry VIII an Easter egir 
in a silver case; while an extract schedule 
of the personal expenses of Edward I con- 
tains, against Easter Sunday, the snggest- 
iveitem: "Four hundred and a half eggs, 
Is ed." The price 18 as noteworthy as the 
number. 

Bnt the most remarkable feature of the 

usage is its international character. Thus, 
in Kussia, it is cu.stomary to exchange 
visits and eggs on Kaster day and "to 
drink a deal of brandy." Again, in Italy, 
dishes of eggs are sent to the priests to 
he blessed, after which they are carrietl 
home and i>laceii in tlie center of the table. 
It is the correct tiling for all the guests to 
eat one of them. The custom alsoexista in 
Spain and Gernia!i\-, and generally among 
the Jews, Greeks, Persians in some form or 
another. — Chambers' Journal.

GREAT RUSH OF APPLICANTS. 



They Want the Land Now 
Owned by the Sprino Val- 
ley Water Company. 



Alfred Clarke, proprietor of an in'ititution j 
known as "Clarke's College of Law,'' is i 
doing a land ollice business, thougii be | 
has no official connection with Uncle Sam, I 
nor the lesser commonwealth known by 
the distiDguishing title, the State of Cali- 
iomia, Mr. Clarke, best known to his 
friends- under the sobrtqxiet of "Nobby," 
is a lawyer of some note in San Francisco 
and has an ofSce at 213 Larkin street. 

For the past six weeks United States 
Land Commi^isiolu■r John 1'. Uunii bus 
been Wsieged by apjilicants desiring lo 
take lip homesteads in South t^an Fran- 
cisco and San Mateo County. Within 
titat time probably a hundred people have 
filed papers for the regulation 100 acres. 
If this were a new country such a rush of 
Inuiness wotild not be considered unusual, 
but that number of claims for United 
States property so close to the heart of 
San Francisco naturally created some 
question in the mind of the Commissioner 
as to why these applicants were coming to 
the front in such droves. Another thing 
that caused Mr. Dunn to suspect tiiat a 
job of some kind was benig atienipted was 
the fact that with nearly every applicant 
came a man named B. C. Muoiicy. In- 
vestigation followed with the result that 
Hooney turns out to be a sort of "spieler" 
for "Nobby" Clarke, who, under the repre- 
sentation that the patents issued to the 
present holders of certain tracts of land 
were fraudulent, induced these applicants 
to come forward with their homesteads. 

This is where "Nobby" Clarke and his 
land-office business coiues in. liut ilurp 
is another story connected with Mr. Clarke's 
apparent desire to assist his neigh oor to 
secure valuable property. It is nothing 
more than an agreement on the part of 
each applicant to give Mr. Clarke 75 per 
cent of the Taltie in gold coin of aU that is 
lecorered. This is the part that Mr. Dunn 
Is interested in, for in the application for a 
homestead the person swears that he is not 
"in collusion with any person, corporation 
or syndicate to give them the benefit of 
the land entered. ' 

Mr. Dunn's investiiration han brought to 
the surface an ugreeiueiit, which Mr. Clarke 
has with every'applicant for a homestead 
in South San Francisco and Ban Mateo, 
reading as follows : 

Wheteu, I have employed Alfred Clarke Esq. 
as my attorney to prosecute my claim to cer- 
tain lands In San Mateo County (or San Fran- 
cisco County). 11. township . He is to de- 

fiay the expenses of litigation and carry mv 
case to the highest tribunals, and I prombe to 
pay him In gold coin of tne Dnited States 75 
per oent of the same, which is the value of the 
land gained for me in Ban Mateo Connty. 

Not satisfied with this "three-quarter 
clause" it is stated that Clarke had a sep- 
arate agreement, which called for 10 cents 
an acreper month until the suit was finally 
deeidedfin favor of the applicant. 

"It is the most outrageous thiuir I ever 
heard of,'' said Commissioner Diiuii yester- 
day, "for there is no pos.sible hope of these 
people securing a homestead on the lands 
applied for. This was Government land, 
entered under the homestead and pre- 
emption laws and Spanish grants, the title 
to which is proieeied by the Uniled States. 
These applications have all been rejected, 
but Clarke as attorney has filed notice that 
be will institute suit for the recovery of 
same. 

"Numerous applications have been filed 
for portions of uie old Spanish Rancho de 
Tierra, and in one instance the applicant 
filed papers calling for a section of land 
that could only be secured by building a 
dam in front "of the Pacific. A few feet 
can be found on the shore when the tide is 
ou;, but the balance of the Iffi) acres ex- 
tends far out into the ocean. The Govern- 
ment can ilo nothing with CIarke,of course, ! 
but applicants who have agreed to give 
Clarke a portion of what they recover per- 
jure themselves, and are conseqnentlv 
amenable. I would like to say that if any 
person desires to file a homestead let them 
bring it to thia office and it 'will not cost 
them a cent." 

The land which is just now causing Mr. 
Dunn so mUeh truui>le is owned mainlv bv 
the Kprins Valley Water Company, which 
is fully protecteil by deeds from the orig- 
inal owner. Nearly all of the people in- 
duced by Cl.irke to apply for homesteads 
live south of Market street. It is stated 
that in some instances Mr. Clarke has in- 
duced the applicants to part with a little 
ready cash to help prosecute the case, 
though in the main he has been content 
to receive the "10 cents an acre per month" 
promised in the agreement. 

Among the people induced to file appli- 
cations are: Joseph Sleyers, 6.39 Third 
street; John J. Bascome,"2H0 Clementina 
■ ^ireet; 'V\'. P. M. Dorau. MV/. Natoma 
street ; John S. Van 'Winkle, 2224 Howard, 
and Nathan Davis, 149 Tehama. 

Wh^n seen yesterday Mr. Clarke refused 
to say anything about the case, except that 
ha had done no wrong.

MiKweeney, the security for 
which is designated as being a lot 68x100 
feet on the oomer of Polk and Chestnut 
streets. 

U it is true, as has been stated, that Cor- 
riTCtn owned a lot on Mission street val- 
ued at $6000 there is no record of such own- 
ership in the assessments for 1884. Neither 
is there any deed on record to show that 
that or any other property had been con- 
veyed by Corriveau to some one el.se. It 
is evident that the reported mortgages and 
deeds either have not hceu ejcecutea at all 
or have t>een purposely pigeon-holed for 
iMsons known only to tne deceased and 
those directly interested in such proceea- 
ings. 

Outof Corriveau's entire estate nothing 
has as yet come in evidence except the 
$1200 collected by H. W . Westphal on notes 
left with him for collection and the bal- 
ance of f246 on the McSweeney mortgage, 
which may have beeu paid to Corriveau, 
although there no record of a release.
